ME. CLEVELAND GREETED WITH 
ENTHUSIASTIC CHEERS. 


A GREAT CROWD ASSEMBLED TO SEE 
THE PRESIDENT - ELECT — LITTLE 
RUTH CAME IN FOR A SHARE OF 
THE DEMONSTRATION—MR. CLEVE- 
LAND AND HIS PARTY INSTALLED 
AT THE ARLINGTON. 


WASHINGTON, March 2.—President-elect Cleve- 
land, Mrs. Cleveland, and the party which was 
made up at Lakewood to attend the inaugura- 
tion ceremonies reached this city safely to- 
night. It was 6:30 o’clock when the special 
train reached the Baltimore and Ohio station. 
Without any formalities the distinguished 
party was escorted to the Arlington Hotel, 
whore the President-elect will make his home 
until he is escorted to the White House as Pres- 
‘ident. 

The arrival of the Presidential party brought 
out the first real enthusiasm which has been 
manifested since the inauguration crowd began 
to take possession of thecity. It chanced that 
the train on which Mr. Cleveland arrived came 
into the Baltimore and Ohio station, so that he 
alighted at almost the precise spot from which 
four years ago be had stepped aboard after hav- 
ing turned over the Presideucy to Mr. Harrison, 
and some who were there to welcome him and 
Mrs. Cleveland contrasted the cheer of welcome 
that went up to-night with the sorrowful good- 
byes which were said at that time. 

A crowd began to gather outside the station 
av hour or more before the Lakewood train was 
due. It grew gradually until all the espace out- 
side the gates was packed and a mass of people 
had crowded the sidewalks and streets within 
a@ good stone’s throw of tho station entrance. It 
was with difficulty that the space inside the 
gates was kept clear. 

The Committee of Reception, consisting of 
Col. James G. Berret, Chairman of the Inaugu- 
ration Committee; J. 8. Norris, National Com- 
mitteeman for the District; Alexander Porter 
Morse, Gen. Schotfield, and H. T. Thurber, Mr. 
Cleveland's private secretary, walked down the 
platform a few minutes before the train came 
in. The crowd waited impatiently while some 
of the New-York trains, loaded with Tammany 
men, drew in, and the arrivals filed out of the 
station, until at length some one shouted: ‘The 
train is coming.” 

A cheer started away down atthe end of the 
platform from the few who had been allowed 
to go there, was caught by those outside the 
railing, and awelled up through the densely- 
packed waiting room and out into the street. 
It was repeated as the train came to a halt. 

The Reception Committee entered the car 
and found Mr. and Mrs. Cleveland and the 
others of the party ready to leave it. Big 
bunches of roses which bad graced the tables 
in the car on the way from Lakewood were 
carried by the ladies, who were in high spirite 
that the capital had been reached. 

After brief handshaking, Mr. Norris led the 
way from the car, Mr. Cleveland followed, and 
Mra. Cleveland, smiling as if she were happy as 
a schoolgirl, came next. Baby Ruthin the arms 
of the nurse was the third of the party, and she 
commanded as much attention as her distin- 
guished father or her beautiful mother. Mr. 
Dickinson followed, and then Mr. and Mrs. E. C. 
Benedict and daughter, Mr. and Mrs. Richard 
Watson Gilder, Dr. and Mrs. Joseph D. Bryant, 
Col. and Mra. Lamont, Mr. and Mra. 8. M. Will- 
iams and Miss Williams, and R. L. O’Brien. 

The cheering increased as the party walked 
up the platform, and when the gate was reached, 
and a pathway through the crowd to the street 
was made, there were cheers of welcome that 
lasted until all had entered the carriages and 
gone away. The cheers were not all for Mr. 
Cleveland or for Mrs. Cleveland. Baby Ruth 
had her share. 

* What's the matter with Baby Ruth?” piped 
up a youngster in the crowd. 

Everybody responded, and then all over the 
place. there went up the shout, ** Three cheers 
for Baby Ruth!” and the cheers were repeated. 
Mr. Cleveland walked through the crowd witb- 
out turning his eyes. He could hardly help be- 
ing pleased at such a warm reception, but be 
did not show it much. Mra. Cleveland was half 
smiling. She carried some roses. Mr. and Mrs. 
Cleveland, Ruth aud her nurse, and Mre. Bene- 
diet entered the first carriage and started for 
the Arlington Hotel. The route was down New- 
Jersey Avenue to Massachusetts Avenue, 
thence to K Street, and along K Street to Fif- 
teenth, a block away from the ladies’ entrance 
to the hotel. A hundred or two pcople were 
there, and they cheered as the party alighted 
and entered the botel. 

With an inclination of the head to acknow!l- 
edge the greeting, Mr. Cleveland passed to the 
elevator, followed by the nurse bearing in her 
arms Baby Ruth, who was enveloped in asnowy 
hood and wrap. Mra. Cleveland followed. Her 
fine figure was shown to advantage in a close- 
fitting tailor-made gown of black cloth, with 
which a emali-rimmed black hat, with two 
straight black eagle’s plumes, was worn. 

The party went at once to the rooms on the 
second floor prepared for their coming, and 
were almost immediately followed by Mrs. 
Daniel Lamont, with her eldest daugher, Bes- 
sie, and cousin, Miss Grace Sanders, daughter 
of Dr. and Mrs. Charles Sanders of New-York. 
Col. Lamont followed, but as he was not in 
time to ascend in the elevator with his family 
he was at once surrounded by gentlemen, after 
shaking hands with whom he walked up the 
stairway with Mr. and Mrs. Albert A. Wilson. 

To Mrs. Dickinson was due the exquisite ar- 
rangements of flowers in Mr. Cleveland’s suite 
of rooms. Ona table in one corner inthe par- 
ler was o basket three fect high filled with 
ferns, branches of white lilacs, and leng- 
stemmed purple orchids. Tho handle was 
wound with ribbon the exact shade of the 
orchids, and tied ina big bow with long ends, 
This was sent by Mr. H. D. Polhemus of 
Brooklyn. 

Another large basket of rustic design was on 
the top of the upright piano, trimmed over 
with lilies of the valley and long-stemmed 
American Beauty roses, which were olfset by an 
immense bow of broad blue ribbon tied on the 
handle. This was sent by Mr. O’Donohue of 
New-York. On the centre table was 4 small 
basket of purple and white double Parma vio- 
lets tled with a profusion of lilac and white 
narrowribbons. This was sent by Dr. and Mrs. 
Welling. 

The window sills were entirely filled with 
growing plants of pink tulips. 

In Mra. Cleveland’s room, on a stand on one 
side of the bed, was a cut-glass vase filled with 
American Beauty roses, from Mrs. Dickinson, 
and op the opposite side was a bow! of perfect 
specimens of Puritan roses. In the adjoining 
room, beside the purse’s bed, was a little white 
and gold crib for the baby. Near thie, in a tiny 
little white wicker rocking chair, just large 
enough for Ruth, was seated a Parisian doll, 
faultlessly attired in light blue satin, the gift of 
Mre. Richard Townsend's little daughter. 
On the bureau of white curled marble 
was a crystal slipper filled with lilies of the 
valley, among which nestled the tiny card of 
Don M. Dickinson, Jr. A dainty basket of 
white violets was from Mr. Peter White. Little 
Miss Frances Dickinson’s card was upon a pin- 
cushion, on which the lace cover was held in 


single purple orchid in a tall crystal vase occu- 
pied the other end of the bureau, in which the 
middle space was given up to a bow! of velvety 
pansies, Mrs. Cleveland’s favorite flower. The 
centrepiece on the dinner table was a tall cut- 
giass vase from which branched in all direo- 
tions odorous white lilies. 

Col. and Mrs. Lamont found their apartments 
plentifully supplied with cut flowers of every 
description, bearing the cards of various per- 
sonal friends. On the dressing table was a long 
box of superb American Beauty roses, tied 
with sash ribbon of the exact shade, from Mrs. 
Roessle. In the windows were plants of bloom- 
ing azalias, and on the table vases and bowls of 
daffodils, lilies, and roses, which tilled the rooms 
with their perfume. 

As soon as the travelers were ready dinner 
Was served. A party of eight dined together in 
&@ private room on their own floor. They were 
Mr. and Mrs. Cleveland, Mr. gnd Mrs. Benedict, 
Mr. and Mra, Gilder, and Col. aud Mrs. Lamont. 
Mrs. Don M. Dickinson had been at work much 
of the day preparing the rooms for the Presi- 
dential party, and under her supervision they 
Were most tastefully arranged. Mr. and Mrs. 
Cleveland haye a drawing room, opening from @ 
spacious hall, finished in oak and hung with red. 
The furnishings of the drawing room are in 
pale blue, with tapestries in satin and 
gold brocade. There are two beautiful 
inJaid cabinets and some handsome bronzes 
and delicate bits of china everywhere. 
Etchings, oils, and water colors adorn the 
walls. The bedroom of the President-elect 
opens out of the drawing room. It isin mahog- 
any and green, with green damask curtains. 
The dining room is in old English oak and 
leather, rich browns prevailing in the carpets 
and frescoing. A handsome sideboard is set with 
silver and cut glass, and the service is of crown 
derby. 

Beyond the dining room, on the west, is the 
suite designed for Col and Mrs. Lamont. The 
sitting room is in rosewood and mahogany and 
plush, and the bedrooms in pale green. 

Few callers were admitted to the rooms of 
Mr. Cleveland to-night, and every precaution 
was taken to prevent apy intrusion into that 
portion of the hotel. 

Vice President-elect Stevo nson called at the 
Arlington Hotel to-night about 10:30 o'clock. 
He was escorted to the hotel by W. Duff Hay- 
ner, and When he entered the corridor it was 
crowded with visitors, many of whom wore the 
Tammany badge. He was obliged to hold an 
informal reception on the spot. After shaking 
hands with many acquaintanves he went to Mr. 
Cleveland’s rooms and remained for nearly 
half an hour.

GOOD-BYE TO LAKEWOOD. 


MR. CLEVELAND BEGINS HIS JOURNEY 


TO WASHINGTON. 


LAKEWOOD, N. J., Maroh 2.—All Lakewood 
turned out to-day to see President-elect Cleve- 
land and party off for Washington. Fully 2,000 
persons were at the station. Half the number 
were ladies, and they were more interested in 
secing Mrs. Cleveland and Baby Ruth than the 
President-elect. 

It was just 11:45 A. M. when the special train 
arrived from New-York. On the train were Mr. 
and Mrs. Don M. Dickinson, Mr. and Mrs, La- 
mont, Mr. and Mra. Richard Watson Gilder, Dr. 
and Mra. Joseph D. Bryant, E. C. Benedict and 
hie family, Second Vice President 8. A Williams 
of the New-Jersey Central, Mra. Williams and 
Miss Williams, Mr. Cleveland's stenographer, 
Robert L. O’Brien, and Mr. E R. Bacon, 
President of the Baltimore and Ohio Southb- 
western Railroad. Engine No. 164 brought the 
train from Jersey City. It was detached from 
the train and No. 386 was attached to the other 
end, as the route was back as far as Elizabeth- 
port over the same track the train had passed. 

The train arrived here with the baggage car 
in the rear; with the change of engines the 
baggage car preceded the other cara. The train 
consisted of Engine No. 386, one of the big, 
powerful, new engines, used for express pur- 
poses only by the Central Rallroad of New- 
Jersey, special cara Oriental, Monmouth, and 
Baltimore, and one baggage oar. 

The Oriental is the private car of Austin Cor- 
bin, and is one of the most sumptuously-fur- 
nished cars in the country. It is 76 feet 11 
inches long. The exterior is of a brownish- 
green color, and the artistic paneling of the 
sides is lightened up with gilded festvoons. 
The platform rails are bright silver, and there 
is much jeweled glass above the plate windows 
which has a habit of sparkling in the sunlight. 
The interior is finished in hand-carved mahog- 
any, and upholstered in silk plush of old-rose 
tint. The curtains at the windows ore of raw 
silk of an old-rose tint, with golden braid. The 
carpeting is of dull blue and old rose. The car 
bas an observation room at the roar, a dining 
roow, two bedrooms, a kitchen, aud a wine cel- 
lar. It is lighted by incandescent lights by 
means of a storage battery. 

The Monmouth is the Directors’ car of the 
Central Railroad of New-Jersey. It is 75 feet 
long and has ja deep olive green exterior. 
It is finished inside in quarter sawed oak, and 
bas a large observation room at one end with 
sage green curtains and red plush upholstery. 

Tne Baltimore is the private car of President 
Myer of the Baltimore and Ohio allroad. It is 
similar to the Oriental iu size and general plan, 
butis not so rich in its ornamentation. It is 
furnished in dark red plush, and ite exterior is 
also «a dark red. 5 toi 

The baggage oar was No. 61, a regular Balti- 
more and Obiocar. In it were placed the thir- 
teen trunke and a numberof boxes and pack- 
wges belonging to the Cleveland fawily. 

r. and Mra. Cleveland, Bavy Ruth, and tho 
nurse started from the ** Little White House” at 
12 o'clock. They rode to the stativn in the 
Directors’ ’bus of the Lakewood Hotel, which 
Nathan Straus had provided tor the ovcesion. 
The bus was drawn by four horses driven by 
George Messerve, the professional whip. 
Nathan Straus and two of the servants rode to 
the station with the party. 

Mre. Cleveiand wore a dark blue wool dress 
with o tight-litting Astrakhan jacket and black 
felt hat. 

Baby Ruth wasin white, with an elderdown 
hood. She smiled and waved her hand to the 
crowds that surrounded the party when the 
station wus reached at 12:05. it was with 
ditticulty that the party alighted, so close did the 
crowd press. 

Mr. Cievelaud was the first to step out. He 
he!ped out the nurse with Baby Ruth, and Mr. 
Straus assisted Mrs. Cleveland. The crowd on 
the station platform parted slightly and Mrs. 
Cleveland led the way to the train. The others 
followed, with Mr. Cleveland last. He was 
oheered from the moment he alighted from the 
carriage until he was on the train. kvery one 
in the frontranke of the crowd shook hands 
with him as he slowly made his way across the 
piatform. When he mounted the steps of the 
car there were more cheers and shouts for a 
speech. 

Mr. Cleveland stood for a moment witb his 
hat in his hand, bowiug to the crowd, and then 
entered the Oriental, into which the others had 
preceded him. 

Then Mr. Prawl, the conducter, waved his 
hand and shouted “ All aboard!”’ and Lngineer 
George B. Houston pulled the lever and the 
train moved out of the etation on its journey to 
Washington at 12:13 P. M. 

A parting cheer went up from the crowd and 
a soore of camera flends pressed the button as 
the trip began. 

Rep BANK, N. J., March 2.—Over 500 people 
gathered at the Red Bank station this noon to 
catoh agiimpse of the Presidential party on its 
way to theinauguration. It had been given out 
that the train would stop here for six minutes. 
The train slowed down, but it did not stop. 
Glimpses of some of the notable passengers 
were obtained, but the only one recognized was 
Mr. Cleveland, who has become quite familiar 
to Red Bankers by his train's stopping here dur- 
ing his frequent trips to Lakewood.

ELIZABETH, N, J., March 2.—The train bearing 
President-elect Cleveland and party to Wash- 
ington was about four minutes abead of the an- 
nounced time on its arrival here. Great crowds 
had assembled at all the stations. The train 
had a olear signal and sped through this place 
at such arate of speed that the large crowd as- 
sembled at the main station did not see any of 
the distinguished party. About 2,000 persons 
gathered at Llizabethport. Torpedoes were 
placed on the rails and made a merry salute as 
the train rushed by. 

PLAINFIELD, N. J., Maroh 2.—The Cleveland 
Presidential party passed through here at 1:56, 
ten minutes ahead of time. Station agents and 
even flagmen were notified to keep everything 
clear. Five hundred people were at the station 
and flags waved and cannon roared. 

BaALtimMorE, MG, Maroh 2.—At 5:25 o’olook 
thisevening the train bearing to Washington 
President-elect Cleveland and party dashed 
into Canton Station, and loud cheers went up 
from the great crowd of people gathered there. 
Flags and bunting were displayed from all 
houses in the neighborhood, and national colors 
floated from mastheads of vessels at anchor in 
the harbor and at the docks. 

At her pier, and decorated with flags, was the 
transfer steamer John W. Garrett, waiting to 
bear the train across the harbor. At 5:28 
o’clock the signal was given and at 5:37 the 
train steamed from the transfer boat at Locust 
Point and bounded away for Washington. 
While making the trip across the river Mr. 
Cleveland was called on by Vice President 
Charles King Lord of the Baltimore and Ohio 
Railroad Company, Mayor Latrobe, and Mr. 
John K. Cowen, the general counsel of the Balti- 
more and Ohio. 

While the train was on the boat Mr. Cleveland 
came out on the platform and shook hands with 
the other gentlemen on board.

PLENTY OF ROOM YET. 


THE GREAT RUSH TO THE CAPITAL 


EXPECTED TO BE MADE TO-DAY. 


WASHINGTON, March 2.—There is elbow room 
in Washington yet—plenty of it, in fact, but the 
crowd is beginning to come, and to-night the 
rattle of the drams of the first of the Pennsyl- 
vania troops is adding variety to the street 
noises. The crowd is arriving as fast as heavily- 
loaded trains can bring it in, anditis making 
the city a good deal more lively than it was last 
night. The great rush, however, is looked for 
to-morrow, when inauguration visitors are ex- 
pected to swarm everywhere. 

An almost perfect morning gave the early 
comers every advantage for sightseeing, but 
the number of strangers in town was not great 
enough to cause any crowds. In the hotel cor- 
ridors there was bustling activity, but out of 
doors it was another story, and even in the 
shopping region, such ashow-window attrac- 
tion as the lady with hair nine feet long failed 
to cause a blockade on the sidewalk. The 
sunny side of F Street might have passed fora 
bit of Upper Broadway robbed of half of its 
promenaders. 

In the afternoon, however, thousands were on 
the streets where there had been hundredsa 
few hours earlier. The railroad men had their 
bands full. The stations were crowded, al- 
though every preparation had been made to 
deal with a rush of travel, and seats had been 
removed from waiting rooms to increase the 
available space. Sub-committees of the Com- 
mittee on Public Comfort, stationed in the rail- 
road buildings, gave valuable information on 
lodgings to the new arrivals, and a corps of 
schoolboys served as messengers in the same 
benevolent cause. 

Most of the visitors were by regular trains, 
which were generally behind time. Tomorrow 
the specials will cut more of a figure in the 
total. 

For the strangers Washington had a very 
cheerful look this afternoon. The streets were 
clean—clean, thatis, by the New-York stand- 
ard. Residents insisted that their highways 
were frequently more presentable, but the men 
who were accustomed to the resultseof Mr. 
Brennan's trusting faith in the co-operation of 
Providence had po fault to find with the Capi- 
tol City’s asphalt. Pennsylvania Avenue was 
full of life. The sidewalks were fairly crowded, 
while on the driveways ali Washington’s varied 
wealth of vehicles was in use. Now and thena 
campaign club, with a band at its head, marched 
up from one of the railway statious and sought 
quarters at the hotels. 

One of the finest appearing bodies which pa- 
raded to-day was the Gottiried Kruger Associa- 
tion, from Newark, N. J., and its neighborhood. 
The mombers were uniformed in shiny silk hats, 
light overcoats, and black trousera. With an 
eye to the eccentricities of Washington weather, 
each man carried a ailk umbrelia. 

itmay have been due to anovtion that such 
clear skies as prevailed to-day were not likely 
to be repeated up to Saturday, but, at any rate, 
the decorations of the olty were not particular- 
ly increased. Flage adorn the columns of the 
Treasury Depariwent Building, and along Penn- 
syivania Avenue there is much bunting in sight, 
especially on the hotels and big shops, but even 
here cups appear, whilo on the strevts the deco- 
rating process has been carried out in a way 
which makes these districts look as if specimens 
of the Stars and Stripes had been sprinkled over 
them by an unsteady hand. ‘here are yet two 
days, however, for the decorators to carry on 
their work. 

The street vendors of souvenirs and badges 
and the proprietors of stands along the route of 
the parade have bad a busy day of it. There is 
a briak trade in badges, while the market for 
roosters and other campaign oddities is eteadily 
improving. Ou a good many of the stands 
workmen are atillemployed. In dozens of oases 
the second story of a house is being put to use. 
Tiers of seats are put in the front rooms, and 
buyers of tickets will be permitted to see as 
much of theshow as the windows command. 
The large stands are generally completed. They 
will provide places for 4 generous number of 
thousands of sightsecrs. 

Awongtheearlier arrivals the Southerners 
are prominent. All parts of the South are rep- 
reseuted, and theso delegates are having a re- 
markably good time together. Gov. Tillman 
and Btate Treasurer W. ©. T. Bates of South 
Carolina are among the notables already here. 

Illinois has two clubs in the field, which have 
brought large delegations to see Mr. Cleveland 
become President again. One is the Cook Coun- 
ty Demoorasy, which 1s particularly strong op 
the silk-bat issue, and the other is the Illinois 
Democratic Club of Bloomington, which came 
East with Mr. Stevenson.

WASHINGTON, March 2.—New-York City’s 
Democratic political outfit is now domiciled 
here for the time being. Tammany is here in 
fine force, and the visiting Democrats from 
other sections of the country are inspecting the 
tiger with an interest born of an advertisement 
over a century old. 

‘The rank and file of Tammany got here to- 
night at various hours, but many of the “ big 
fellows”’ of the Tammany representation pre- 
ceded their followers by a day.

that is, if the weather continues in the charm- 
ing Spring-like mood of to-day. Should this 
kind of weather continue until after the inau- 
guration ceremonies are Over, there can be no 
reason for complaint,

The Tammany braves began arriving at the 
Baltimore and Ohio and the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road stations here soon after 6 o’clook, and by 8 
o'clock this evening all the Tammany specials 
had reached here, and the Wigwaw’s big dele- 
gation, roughly estimated at 3,000 men, 1s now 
looking over the oity and wondering why it is 
that there is no snow upon the streets here. 
The tall silk hats and the big badges of the 
braves are conspicuous things in the city’s plot- 
ure to-night. 

But all fammany men are not happy. Some 
of the delegations found that they were badly 
cramped forsleeping quarters at the hotels at 
which arrangements were made for them.

At one hotel eight men are quar- 
tered in the same room, and there are only 
three beds in these rooms. 

But this is not the only cause of complaint, In 
the opinion of some of the Tammany folks 
there is a deep-laid plot to deprive them of 
tneir fine new silk hats. This larcenous con- 
duct bas caused s large number of New- Yorkers 
to feel very badly to-night. Now the silk hat is 
to be @ part of the Tammany uniform in Satur- 
day’s great parade, and it must be under- 
stood that the Tammany men have been 
very careful about thoir high hats. 
Plenty of them purchased new ones, and 
one district brought two hat ironers on, so 
that hats could be ironed on the mourning of the 
parade. At a hotel near the Tammauy head- 
quarters twenty mon from the Wigwam went 
in tosupper, leaving their hats on the racks out- 
side. ‘hese twenty silk hats were mostly new 
ones, bat when their owners came out from 
supper they found in their places various old, 
dilapidated, and otherwise unopresentable tiles. 
Their remarks cannot be quoted here. 

The Thirteenth District braves went to the 
Mount Vernon Hotel, where visiting Indiane to 
the capital are always taken.

PRESIDENT HARRISON GETTING READY 


TO VACATE THE WHITE HOUSE, 


WASHINGTON, March 2.—President Harrison 
has been hard at work to-day winding up the 
business of his Administration and preparing 
such of it as must be turned over to his suc- 
cessor. He has everythingin readiness to go 
out of office. The signing of such bills as may 
be passed by Congress before its life expires 
Saturday noon, and the preparations for a 
epeedy departure for his old home in Indiana 
assoonas Mr. Cleveland becomes President, 
are about all that remain to be done. There are

afew stray ends of minor public matters to be 
attended to to-morrow, but, practically, Benja- 
min Harrison’s Administration has ended. 

The President will say no formal good-byes, 
and when Mr. Cleveland has been taken to his 
official home Saturday afternoon, as quietly as 
possible and without any display, Mr. Harrison 
Will go away from Washington. 

The President gave his last publie reception 
yesterday, for the regular handshaking will be 
dispensed with to-morrow, because the Prest- 
dent's entire time will be taken up with the bills 
sent down for his signature. This morning Mr. 
Harrison received a number of the foreign rep- 
resontatives and exchanged farewell greetings 
in an informal way. Several Senators and Rep- 
resentatives called and said good-bye and 
wished him good fortune when he shall have 
become a private citizen.@Whatever may be his 
thoughts on leaving his high office, he makes 
no sign thathe has any regrets at going. His 
behavior to-day has been not unlike his be- 
havior on any of the ordinary days inthe last 
four years, and he has said good-bye as he might 
say it if he were expecting to come back again 
at the end of the next week er four years hence. 

One event of the day, which was unique, was 
@ visit of the Illinois Democratic Club. This 
was the elub which came as escort to Vice 
President-elect Stevenson from Bloomington. 
The party numbers 110, and they wore showy 
badges inscribed with the names of the new 
President and Vice President. With these upon 
their coats they called by appointment on the 
President at 1 o’clock, and were received by 
Mr. Harrison in his private office. The Presi- 
dent left his desk as they approached and 
cordially shook hands with Mr. Batley, the 
President of the olub. Allof the party were 
then introduced, and with someof them Mr. 
Harrison exchanged a few words. 

“You had a pleasant journey from your 
homet” he said to one of the elderly men of 
the club. 

“ Yes, @ very pleasant journey,” was the re- 
ply, ‘‘a@ very pleasant journey.” 

“Tam very glad to see you,” said the Presi- 
dent, when the introductions were over. 

Mr. Harrison is said to be in his usual health, 
but he looks asif he were far from being well 
As he stood shaking hands to-day his face was 
extremely pale, and his look was thatof one 
who bas been worn and troubled, He seems to 
have lost flesh. 

President Harrison will devote his entire 
time, except such time as he is asleep, to the 
bille which await his approval. He will not, it 
was said at the White House to-day, attempt to 
give consideration to any matters of importance 
except these bills. There has been a general 
clearing out of papers, documents, and corre- 
spondence which bas no value, and a brushing 
up of the entire business departments of the 
White House. Some of the little articles which 
have composed the working outtit of the Presi- 
dent’s room, such as pens with which important 
papers have been signed, penholders, paper 
folders, &c., will be distributed to the intimate 
friends of Mr. Harrison as souvenirs. The few 
articles which were brought frem Indiana will 
be taken back. Among them is the Bible from 
which the President has often read at the fam- 
ily worship. It was this on which he placed his 
hand when he took the oath of office at his own 
inauguration. 

The only event of especial interest at the 
White House before the ceremonies on Satur- 
day will be a quiet little dinner to-morrow 
night, when the President will entertain Mr. 
and Mrs. Cleveland. This is in accordance 
with custom. Mrs. McKee will be the hostess, 
and the party will cousist of four. 

Mr. Hurrison has decided to leave the city 
direct from the White House, and he will be 
driven to the railroad station as soon as possal- 
ble after presenting the keys of the White House 
to its new occupants. The precise hour when 
he will co will depend somewhat on the prompt- 
ness with which the ceremonies take place Sat- 
urday. !tis expected that he will take the 3:30 
Pb. M. train on the Pennsylvania Road. He will 
spend Sunday in Pittsburg and go thence to 
Indianapolis. 

Private Secretary Halford closed his work at 
the White House to-night. He will go to New- 
York to-morrow and sail on Saturday for 
Europe. One of his callers to-day was Henry 
T. Thurber of Detroit, who is to be Mr. Cleve- 
land's private secretary. He oalled in the fore- 
noon. and was courteously received and con- 
ducted through the rooms where he will be an 
important figure for the next four years. 


,PRESIDENT HARRISON’S PLANS. 


TO LECTURE ON CONSTITUTIONAL LAW 
AT STANFORD UNIVERSITY. 


Mareh 2.—President Harrison 
letter to Senator Stanford in 
which he accepted a proposition to deliver a 
course of lectures on Constitutional law at 
Stanford University in California. The propo- 
sition was made to him soon after election, and 
at firet the President was not inclined to con- 
sider it favorably. Since his family has been 
broken up by the death, not only of his wife, 
but of his father-in-law, Dr. Scott, he has given 
the question more serious consideration. 

About ten days ago he received an.offer from 
the Chicago University to lecture in that insti- 
tution, but he did not consider that offer. Un- 
der the arrangement with Senator Stanford Mr. 
Harrison is to deliver a regular course of ten 
lectures each yoar on general law. The precise 
number of yearsis not made public. He will 


begin about the middle of October. The com- 
pensation has been variously stated at from 
$10,000 to $25,000 each year. 

It is not the President's intention to make his 
home in California. The lectures will be ar- 
ranged ao that he may give the entire course in 
as shortatime as possible. so that he may not 
be required to make more than one trip a year 
across the continent.

AND THE POLITICIANS ARE SPECULAT- 


ING AS TO THE REASON. 

Ex-Mayor William R. Grace will not witness 
the inauguration of Grover Cleveland as Presi- 
dent of the United States, nor will he attend the 
inaugural ball. 

As the ex-Mayor is not confined to his home 
by illness and, as a& matter of fact, is well 
enough to attend to his business, the politicians 
about town have found an interesting topic for 
discussion and speculation in the announce- 
ment that Mr. Grace will not beone of the many 
eminent Democrats who are going to Washing- 
ton to pay tributes of respect to the distin- 
guished leader of the National Democracy. 

The politicians have known for several days 
that Mr. Grace was not going to Washington to 
witness the inauguration ceremonies—at least 
they have been saying he would not—and yes- 
terday the ex-Mayor admitted to a representa- 
tive of Tay Nt w-YorK Times that he intended 
to remain at home, while Democratic leaders 
from every section of the country are pouring 
into Washington to honor the President-elect. 

Strange as it may appear to some of Mr. 
Grace’s friends, the politicians seem to havo 
found a source of entertainment in the report 
that he would not go to Washington to see Mr. 
Cleveland installed as President, and would not 
be seen at the inauguration ball “tripping the 
light fantastic” with the multitude of happy 
Democrats who will be there. 

Various reasons have been assigned for his 
absence from tbe grand love feast of the Nation- 
al Democracy which is to begin on Saturday 


with the installation of a Democratic President. 

It was thought that Mr. William kK. 
Grace was the only man who could answer 
the question satisfactorily. Mr. Grace was 
found in Wall Street at noon, while on the 
way to his place of business. The ox-Mayer 
was walking briskly, hia step was light and 
springy, and his general appearance was that 
of a man enjoying remarkably good hoalth.

TAMMANY BRAVES EPART. 


THEY WORE HIGH HATS AND CARSIED 
ACCIDENT POLICIES... 


The departure yesterday morning of the four 
Tammany trains on the Baltimore and Ohio 
Railroad was effected with little delay. Every 
Communipaw ferryboat after 8 o’clock was 
packed with statesmen in all varieties of gor- 
geous attire, most of them smoking large cigars, 
and many of them perspiring with excitement. 
Nearly all of them wore splendid high silk hats 
and new yellow gloves. 

A curious feature of their traveling equip- 
ment was the varied taste displayed in the 
lection or hand-baggage. Someof the stouter, 
grayer, and more ponderous of the statesmen 
earried no bags, presumably having checked 
them, but the rank and file of the party carried 
their grips in their hands lixe plain men who 
believed in keeping their le proj y be- 
tween their feet as they satin the train. The 
brown Gladstone bag, about twenty-two inches 
long, was the most ambitious sort of valise to 
be seen. From this the showing ranged down- 
ward to the plain ‘“‘yaller” bag with atin frame, 

One audacious man was Anglomaniacal 
enough to carry a yellow leather hat box, and 
his companions had a greatdeal of fun with 
him aboutit. A young man with wide ears and 
a black mustache had packed his wardrobe ina 
banjo case. Several telescoping satehels of 
stiff canvass shared the popularity of the 
modest ‘‘other-shirt’’ equipment of the ma- 
jority. 

The raiment of the statesmen varied as did 
the difforent costumes of Solomon in allhis 
glory. The brisk wind which blew out of the 
west made heavy overcoats a popular necessity, 
and they were generally of ample proportions, 
fit to envelop men of great girth, and were 
usually lined with silk or satin. Most of 
the overcoat collars were turned up, for the 
wind whistled sharply throughthe train shedand 
across the river. As the stream passed ous 
steadily through the station doors into the train 
shed all the men were seen to have their eyes 
squinted up to keep out the smoke which curied 
from the cigars which were clenched between 
all the jaws. The wind, or something, had 
given allof the gentiomen very rosy complex- 
ions, aud as they hustled around looking for 
the different sections to which they had been 
assigned they formed a tine-looking wing of 
the imposing army which is to march in tri- 
umph up Pennsylvania Avenue to-morrow. 

An interesting fact in connection with the em- 
barkation of the braves was that the great mu- 
jority of them bought accident insurance poli- 
cies good for a week. By such prudence, 
foresight, and good judgment these gentiemen 
have distinguished themselves in the past and 
gained their present proud altitude in the 
hearts of their countrymen. These insurance 
policies looked like jJarge and queer-shaped rail- 
road maps, and their possessors “‘salted” them 
carefully away in their inside waistcoat pock- 
ete in company With their return tickets, 

Each train was made up of seven passenger 
oars, and bore upon its side a big black letter, 
A, B, C, or D, for the guidance of the faithful. 
Section A was umplilied by the addition of a 
baggage car. A gang of men were busy wheei- 
ing trucks along the platform between thle 
trains, Jaden with boxes and barrels, and piled 
high withice. The boxes and barreis contained 
such jellies, salads, ice creams, and other like 
refections as should tempt the appetites of the 
Indians in the cars. Besides these things, it was 
said that cold fowls, ® great quantity of bread, 
un variety of potted meats, and some genuine 
Fourth Ward sausages had been proviied for 
emergenvies. The ride to Washington is long 
and arduous, and, since the trains are not to 
linger at the roadside inus, plenty of provender 
Waa necessary. 

Certain cases, kegs, hampers, and chests were 
also stowed away ip the train, said to contain 
things to drink. 

Four more trains fullof Tammany mon went 
out from the Pennsylvania Ruailrvad’s station

THE CASE OF CAPT. BORUP RECALLED—

WASHINGTON, March 2.—The orders issued to- 
lay from the War Department recall an inter- 
testing case which precipitated on the Govern- 
ment considerable diplomatic correspondence. 
Capt. Henry D. Borup of the Ordnance Depart- 
ment is relieved from duty pertaining to the 
ordnance exhibit at the Chicago Exposition and 
is assigned to duty at the Rock Island Arsenal, 
Illinois. Capt. Borup wae the officer who was 
objected to by the French authorities while he 
was stationed at the American Legation at 
Paris. He was thought to have purchased from 
some of the clerks of the French War Depart- 
ment valuable maps and secret information. 

The matter was such a Gelicate one that the 
exoneration of Capt. Borup was not given pub- 
licity. He was quietly assigned to duty in 
Chicago and is now transferred to the arsenal in 
the same State. 

The Secretary of the Navy will take up the 
court-martial oases of Lieut. T. G. Fillette of 
the Marine Oorps and Passed Assistant Pay- 
master H. R. Suilivan of the Pay Corps, to-mor- 
row. and make his action in those cases among 
the last official acts of his administration. He 
is likely to mitigate the sentence of Fillette 
from dismissal to one of long suspension, and 
further make bis connection with the navy oue 
of probation. In the Sullivan case it is thought 
thai he wil! shorten the term of suspension.

Rounding Up Mexican Bandits, 

SAN ANTONIO, Texas, March 2.—Sheriff Shelly 
of Starr County arrived here to-day, having in 
custody Juan Duke, one of the most desperate 
of the Lower Rio Grande border outlaws, and 
Rafael Valedez, another bandit leader. 

Duke was a lieutenant in the so-called con- 
stitutional army of Catarina Garza. He was 
reported to have been lynched nearly a year 
ao, and later be was said to have been killed 
in a skirmish with officers. 

He was betrayed by an accomplice and was 
captured by Sheriff Shelly about eight miles 
from Rio Grande City. 

Both prisoners were placed in jail to await 
trial at the next term of Federal Court. Sheriff 
Shelly states that Estavan Margo, a fnull-blood 
negro bandit, who led the Mexicans in the Hev- 
Mn fight in Starr County in 1892, came in and 
surrendered at Rio Grande City last Saturday.

Kailroad Officers Indicted. 
CHICAGO, March 2.—The Grand Jury has just 
returned an indictment for murder against 
Charles D. Law, General Superintendent of the 
Fort Wayne Koad. The indictment is the result 
of the accident at the Forty-seventh Street 


crossing of the Fort Wayne Road, in which four 
persons were killed outright and fourteen seri- 
ously injured. 

Peter Schwartz, a flagman; Ulibright, the 
gatewan, and Henry W. Rouscup, engineer of 
the train which ran down the street car, were 
jointiy indicted with Mr. Law upon the same 
charge.

MANY BILLS SIDE-TRACKED 
WORK ON APPROPRIATIONS YES- 
TERDAY IN CONGRESS, 


THE UP-TOWN POST OFFICE HAS A CLOSE 
CALL—THE CUSTOM HOUSE SITE 
GOES BY THE BOARD—SENATOR BILL 
BENDS HIS ENERGIES TO SAVING THE 
BRIDGE BILL, 


WASHINGTON, March 2.—Those who watched 
the Senate proceedings to-day were impressed 
by the business-like methods followed. Despite 
the fact that the galleries were crowded none 
of the Senators yielded to the temptation to 
take oratorical flights for the benefit of the 
Many strangers. Instead, they paid attention 
to the measures brought forward, and as a re- 
sult the Post Office and Indian Appropriation 
bills were disposed of and the Deliciency Ap- 
propriation bill was taken up. In addition, sev- 
eral bills of minor importance were passed. 

When the Post Office Appropriation bill was 
laid aside yesterday the pending question was 
the amendment of the Senate Committee on Ap- 
propriations, which struck out the proposed ap- 
propriation of $196,614 for the maintenance of 
the West India fast m sil. 

Mr. Cullom, (Rep., iil.,) who was in charge of 
the bill, proposed to-day a substitute permitting 
the amount to be used for the purpose in the 
discretion of the Postmaster General and giv- 
ing him power to select the line or lines of rail- 
way to carry the mail in case he believed the 
expenditure necessary. 

As it came from the House, the bill called for 
$35,000 for rent, light, fuel, and necessary 
fixtures and furniture of additional premises in 
the City of New-York authorized to be hired 
and used for general Post Office business in said 
city. 

The Sonate Committee, in the absence of 
definite information concerning this provision, 
struck it out. Neither of the New-York Senators 
seemed to be aware that such an appropriation 
was contained in the bill. 

Mr. Dunphy, (Dem.. N. Y.,) assured Mr. 
Cullom that the sum was necessary for the up- 
town Post Office in New-York, and that the 
Postmaster did not feel warranted under the 


general provisions of the bill in renting and 
maintaining additional premises for Post Office 
purposes in the city. 

Thereupon the item was restored. Mr. His- 
eock (Kep., N. Y.,) did not learn that it had 
been stricken out until the decision had been 
reached to restore it. Lie had been payingsuch 
cluse attention to the New-York and New-Jer- 
sey Bridge bill, which he opposes, that he had 
not examined the Post Oftice bill. 

Mr. Hill (Dem., N. Y.,) was too much enraged 
over the failure to secure consideration of the 
Bridge bill to care anything about any other 
legislation. Probably he does not yet know how 
close to failure came this necessary provision 
for the New-York Post Ottice. 

The Indian Appropriation bill carried asa 
rider the bill for the acquisition of the Chero- 
kee Strip. which failed inthe House through 
the unwillingness of Speaker Crisp to recognize 
Mr. Peel, (Vem., Ark.,) its sponsor, It went 
through to-day after quite a long discussion 
concerning some of its provisions. 

There was consideravie speculation to-day 
regarding the effortto bring the New-York and 
New-Jersey Bridge bill to the front. It was 
generally conceded that Mr. Hill, by losing his 
temper and seeking to antagonize the Appro- 
priations Committee, had injured his chances. 
He sought to cailup the bill to-day, but was 
again forced to see it sidetracked by the appro- 
priation bills. 

A lesson in Senatorial finesse was presented 
for his consideration quite late in the afternoon 
while he sat waiting for an opening. Mr. Cul- 
lom, who had a bili for a bridge across the 
Calumet River, induced Mr. Dawes, who was 
in charge of the Indian appropriation, to yield 
to him long enough to enable the Senate to pass 
his pet measure. 

immediately Mr. Faulkner (Dem., West Va.,) 
came forward with « pension bill, and it was 
passed with the consent of Mr. Dawes. David 
sat in his seat scowling while these gentle 
courtesies were being exhibited. In the ciosing 
days of the session the Chairman of the Appro- 
priations Committee is an autocrat, and discreet 
senators never seek to inour his displeasures. 
Mr. Hill has this to learn apparently. 

When the Indian Appropriation bill was dis- 
posed,; of the General Deficiency bill came for- 
ward, and a night session was ordered at which 
it was passed. Inthe meantime the Bridge bill 
is still on the side track. 

The Custom House site appropriation has 
slipped outofthe Sundry Civil Appropriations 
bill, not without a strong effort to retain it in 
the House, in which body it met with no better 
fate than it did yesterday in the Senate, where 
Mr. Hill (Dem., N. Y.,) intended to present an 
argument for its retention. 

When Mr. Hill bas learned to rely more on 
knowledge of the rules and practice of the 
Senate and less upon intuition he will be a more 
formidable opponent and a more valuable ad- 
vocate. 

When the bill was taken up on the disagree- 
ing report of the conferrees a warm discussion 
arose upon the question of appropriations for 
public buildings, of whioh the Senate had added 
many which the House bad retused to accept, 
and from which the Senate had receded. 

Mr. Bankhead (Dem., Ala.) particularly op- 
posed the San Francisco appropriation, which 
he said was one for asite about which scandals 
had clustered, and a transaction in which a 
plain attempt had been made to defraud the 
Government. 

Mr. Lockwood (Dem., N. Y.,) resisted, but 
without avail, the report throwing out the Sen- 
ate clause fixing the limit of the cost of the 
building at Buffalo at $2,500,000. His speech 
was an earnest and reasonable argument, in 
which was set forth the rapid increase in pop- 
ulation and business of the city he represents 
and the desirability of having a limit fixed to 
the costof the building, so that the contracts 
for building could be made and carried out. 
There was no appropriation asked for, but the 
appropriation now available could not be safely 
used untilit was known just how much the 
building was to cost when completed. 

The discussion of greatest interest to New- 
York City was that over the item regarding the 
Custom House. Mr. Warner, Mr. Fitch, and Mr. 
Cockran attacked Mr. Holman savagely for let- 
ting this appropriation of $800,000 go without 
making one etflort to save it, when it was known 
that it was supported by the representatives of 
the city, and .hat it was considered as a neces- 
sary and desirable amendment to perfect the 
transactions long since begun for the acqul- 
sition of the proposed site. 

After the New-York item had been passed 
there was more criticism of the Committee ou 
Public Buildings and Grounds by those who 
were inclined to object to the economical policy 
pursued by that committee. 

When the worn and weary Mr. Holman began 
his speech, in which he discussed the report of 
the committee of conference at length, the 
House was in great disorder, aud as Mr. Chap- 
man (Dem., Mich.,) seemed to be unable to re- 
store a better condition of things, Speaker Crisp 
resumed the chair, drove the talkers to the 
cloakroom, and by sapontes appeals to the mem- 
bers to maintain order conquered the tumult 
and started affairs with a listening instead of a 
talking House. 

The vote was taken upon the motion to adopt 
the report as a whole, and it was carried by 
131 to119. This was upon a roll call, the op- 
ponents of the report refusing to take the vote 
of 113 to 83 obtained on a division as a fair test 
of the strength of their side. 

The bill is pow complete, with the exception 
of a dozen or more paragraphs, upon which the 
conferrees were unable to reach an agreement. 
These items include all the appropriations for 
the World’s Fair and for the entertainment of 
the guests, domestic and foreign, of the Govern- 
ment; many of the tucreases proposed by the 
Senate to the House appropriations for the geo- 
logical survey; the gratuities to the widows of 
Justices Waite and Miller of the Supreme Court, 
and the Sherman bond amendment. 

Ail that part of the bill covered by the items 
agreed to is out of the reach of amendment. 





Fighting Fire Under Difficulties, 
FALL RIVER, Mass., March 2,—Fire was dis- 
covered at 9:40 to-night in the top of the Dur- 
fee Block, at Main and Central Streets. It was 
fifteen minutes before a stream could be etffect- 
ively directed at the blaze, as the hydrant 


streams would not reach it. Finally two 
Hayes trucks were reared against the building. 
Lhe water froze as fast as it feil. 

The firemen had a hard tight, but succeeded in 
contining the fire chiefly to the two upper 
floors. The lower story is occupied by Bennet’'s 
drug store; Antoine Perry, barber, occupies the 
second floor; on the third floor are the homes 
of William Durfee, the owner of the building, and 
others connected with the block; the lite Club 
occupies the fourth floor; the fifth was formerly 
used as a hall by the Hebrew Literary Club, and 
the top floor was formerly used as an ollice by 
the Southern Massachusetts Telephone Ex- 
change. 

The tire is still burning, but it is under control. 
The loss is variously piaced from $30,000 to 
$50,000; covered by insurance. 





A Mard Case to Decide. 

In the Yorkville Police Court yesterday Mrs. 
Julia Homer, housekeeper at 362 Third Avenue, 
swore that last Friday at 1:30 P. M. she saw 
James Tobin push open the door of the room in 
her house ocoupied by Samuel Hoster.

MOTION FOR A RECKIVER DENIED. 


—_——— 
PROCEEDINGS AGAINST A NATIONAL 
BANK PRONOUNCED RIDICULODS. 


A motion was made a few days ago by Mr. J. 
©. Chetwood, on behalf of Henry M. Potter, 
before Judge Beach of the Supreme Court, to 
restrain the United States National Bank of this 
city from investing in certain Southern seocuri- 
ties, and for a receiver for that kind of invest- 
ment. The motion was yesterday denied, with 
costs. 

Mr. Potter stated in his affidavit that he re- 
sided in New-Jersey and represented a large 
number of foreign bankers and capitalists, who 
are creditors of the United States National 
Bank to the amount of $4,000,000. He asked 
for an injunction and for the appointment of a 
receiver to protect the assets of the bank. He 
claimed that the bank is under the control of 


the Southern Pacific Railroad Company, and 
that in effect this company is managed by 
Messrs. Butler, Stillman & Hubbard, lawyers, of 


54 Wall Btreet. 

An affidavit Xf A. W. Dimock recited at length 
the relations alleged to exist between the Bank 
of the United States, the Southern Vacilic Rail- 
road Company, and the firm of lawyers named. 

Mr. John Notman of 54 Wall Street, counsel 
for the United States Bank, stated that the 
motion made in the case arose out of a trans- 
action by the bank with Mr. A. W. Dimock & 
Co. in April, 1884, when the latter obtained a 
loan for $50,000 on a promissory note 
seoured by collateral consisting of stocks 
and bonds of different kinds. The _ col- 
lateral decreased in value. The bank 
called for the payment of the loan and sold the 
securities in the ordinary way. Before the 
sale took place A. W. imock & Co. had 
made an assignment. There was a deficiency 
of several thousand dollara by the sale of 
the securities, and steps were taken to recover 
the difference in the courts of New-Jersey, 
where the bank obtained the judgment, The 
defendants claimed that the securities were 
sacrificed, and made over their claim against 
the bank on this ground to Mr. Henry M. 
Potter, by whom the sult was brought in this 
city, regardless of the decision of the New- 
Jersey courts. The whole proceeding, Mr. Not- 
man esid, was an attempt onthe part of the 
Dimocks to induce the bank to abandon its 
claim for the judgment obtained against them. 
He pronounced the proceedings ridiculous, and 
stated thatthe United States National Bank 
was one of the soundest in the city, and that 
its large and flourishing business was in excel- 
lent condition.

We have just learned that the oxtraordinary 
statement has been furnished to the newspapers 
this afternoon that an application has been made for 
a receivership of the United States National Bank of 
this city; thatthe matter arises out of the old Bank- 
ersand Merchants’ Telegraph Company, and that 
the bank is charged with very crooked proceedings. 

san you that there is no truth whatever in 
all this. 

The bank is one of the best known and most suo- 
cessful institutions in the city, having one of the 
largest and finest banking buildings in Wall Street, 
with alarge surplus, and its stock selling at over 
200, and it being in all respects a first-class finan- 
cial institution, widely known throughout the coun- 
try. 

On account of its attempt to collect in New-Jersey, 
where it obtained a judgment of over $6,000 againat 
the members of the firm of A. W. Dimook & UVo., be- 
ing the deficiency on an old business Joan made 
eight or ten yearsago by the bank to them, and by 
reason of its having, in supplementary proceedings 
in New-Jersey on this judgment, unearthed some 
property which Anthony W. Dimock, one of the firm, 
had worked around so that it should not be available 
to their creditors after they failed and made their 
assignment in May, 1584, but should be used for the 
bene:it of his family, a malicious suit has been insti- 
gated by Anthony W. Dimock against the bank, all 
the questions of which have been decided adversely 
to Dimock and in favor of the bank in the New-Jer- 
sev case wherein the bank recovered the judgment 
for its deficiency. 

The statements made to the prejudice of the bank 
in this matter are false in every particular.

REPORTED MISSING. 


Bay City, Mioch., March 2.—To-day F. A. 
Wheeler & Co. laid the kee! of the ateel steamer 
Centurion, their one-hundredth boat, in the» 
presence of 6,000 people. 

In the afternoon the schooner Mary E. Mc- 
Lachlin was launched, and during this proceed- 
ing an accident occurred the exact result of 
which cannot now be told. The steamer Forbes 
was lying in a slip into which the schooner 
plunged. On her upper deck were a dozen men 
and boys. 

The sudden descent of the boat caused the 
steawer to careen, and when she recovered her 
keel the shock broke the rail and threw the 
struggling mass of people into the water. They 
fellamid broken ice and planks that had been 
carried down by the schooner. As soon as pos- 
sible the work of rescue began, and in five min- 
utes the following had been taken from the 
water: 

George Doyle, ankle broken and head badly 
cut; Fred Babcock, left leg and arm broken, in- 
jured about body, probably fatally; William 
Balzill, cut about the face and hands; Lee :Mc- 
Cauley and Willie McLean, injured about hands 
and feet by ice; Jerome Frazer and George 
Clark, cut by ice. 

kye witnesses of the accident were positive 
that there were several more people under the 
ice and a diver was sent down to the bottom of 
the river. On account of the disturbed condli- 
tion of the water he was unable to do anything. 
If any one was drowned, the current has carried 
the bodies out under the ice in the river and re- 
covery is impossibie now. 

Three hats, whose owners could not be found, 
were recovered from the water. It is not 
known whether they were left by people in a 
hurry to getto a warm place or belonged to 
soine unfortunates whose bodies are now in the 
water. 

The wildest rumors were in circulation, but it 
is believed not more than two persons were 
drowned. Owing to confusion it is impossible 
to learn the names.

SNOW IN PARIS STREETS 


HOW IT IS REMOVED BY THE 
CITY GOVERNMENT. 


CONVERTED INTO LIQUID MUD BY SALT;: 
SWEPT UP BY THE CITY, AND CART- 
ED AWAY BY CONTRACTORS — THE: 
CONTRACT UNDER WHICH THE WORK 
IS DONE AND THE RESULTS. 


Jothe Edttor of the New-York Téimes: 

The removal of snow is certainly one of the 
most difficult problems that confront the au- 
thorities in all oities where there are heavy 
suowfalls and severe Winters. We know what 
a heavy snowfall means in New-York. It is not 
only a serious impediment to street traffic, but 
is ruinous to trade and commerce, and it is not 
possible to form an estimate of the loss to busi- 
ness of all kinds, from the smallest retail shop 
to the greatest commercial concern, that is 
caused by a heavy snowstorm. How to get rid 
rapidly of the heaps of snow in the streets isa 
question which puzzles all our Street Commis- 
sioners. Every yeat assurances are held out 
that the department is prepared to cope with 
the heaviest storm, but year after year those 
promises remain unfulfilled. 

It is easy enough to criticise the department, 
but having seen here the condition of the streets 
after a severe snowfall, notwithstanding the 
splendid system of street clearing that exists 
and the elaborate preparations made for the re- 
moval of the snow, one feels that the oity au- 
thorities in New-York have a tremendous task 
before them and that they accomplish a great 
deal with the insufficient means and metheds at 
their disposal. It seems certain, however, that 
they could achieve much more, and at a less 
cost comparatively, if some of the ways and 
moans in vogue in Paris were employed by 
them. Even here, with all the appliances they 
have, with perfect pavements and mild Winters, 
a snowstorm, or a thaw after a storm, is a seri- 
ous matter and is much dreaded by the munici- 
pal authorities. 

In 1871 thelate M. Alphand, who was the 
greatest Commissioner of Public Works that 
Paris has ever had, made a dismal failure of the 
Winter's work, and in spite of many attempts it 
was only after the severe Wintera of 1879-80 
and 1880-81 that the present system of remov- 
ing snow was adopted. During those Winters 
all means employed proved totally inadequate. 
It was even attempted to melt the snow by in- 
jecting steam into the heaps. In 1880 plows 
were used for the first time, and, although not 
answering all expectations, they are still em- 
ployed with some success in the thiokly-settled 
quarters of the city, where the snow is rapidly 
trampled upon by pedestrians and vehicles. 

Salt, however, is the great agent that clears 
the suow here, the other auxiliaries being 
swecopers, sleds, and scrapers. Salt, if strewn 
on the snaw when the temperature ia not below 
freezing point, melts it and produces a liquid 
mud. If this is quickly removed, the streets 
soon present their wonted cleanly aspect, but 


if it is left, they are in a horrible mess, and the 
discomfort to pedestrians is very great, as this 
mixture of snow and salt has a temperature of 
from 12° to 15° centigrade below zero. The de- 
partment then comes in for a full measure of 
abuse from all quarters. 

In view of a snowstorm, the plan of action is 
as follows: The streets are classified according 
to the order in which they are to be cleared, the 
more important ones being dealt with first. 
They are divided into twenty-eight sections, 
each having itedumping quarters in the Seine, 
in the sewers, on open spaces in the main 
streets, on city lands, on the fortifications, Wc. 
The Department of Public Works, in addition 
to its force consisting of 3,500 regular em- 
ployes, hires from 2,000 to 10,000 extra men, 
according to the severity of the storm, (which 
men are paid at the rate of 7 cents per 
hour,) ond with the machines at its dis- 
posal proceeds to place the snow in heaps along 
the streets. When this is done, the con- 
tractors for the removal of snow cart it to the 
different places on which they have contracted 
todumpit. The omnibus and tram companies 
are also obliged to eontribute a certain force of 
men and wegons to assist in clearing away the 
snow. Printed instructions are posted on the 
walls throughout the city, detining the duties of 
the street cleaners, of the auxiliary help, and 
of the citizens in case of a snowstorm. 

When a thaw takes place the hydrants are 
opened, the gutters flushed, and torrents of wa- 
ter rush through the streets, removing in a few 
hours dirt which would remain for days and 
days in New-York. 

Tho following copy of the contract between 
the city and contractors on whom devolves the 
removal of snow heaps may prove of interest:

CHAPTER IL. 

OBJECT AND DURATION OF THE 

1. The object of the contract is: 

I. The removal of snow aud ice collected in the 
public streets, including loading, transport to plaves 
of discharge designated by the department, and 
handiing after unloading at the various dumping 
grounds. 

lL. VYhe subsequent reloading and transporting 
from the dumping places to the Seine, the sewers, 
&

IfI. To supply the horses that may be reqnuial- 
tioned to draw snow plows, sweeping machines, &c. 
IV. Toprovide the day laborers ani overseers 
whom the department may require for cleaning those 

streets which it deals with iteelf.

2. The contractor will only be required to furnish 
alimited number of carts, horses, and men, as per 
table annexed to the present specitication. 

3. The department reserves the right: 

I. Toundertake on its own account and with its 
own men the final removal of the snow and ice from 
the dumping stations. 

II. To undertake, likewise on its own account, to 
transport and discharge into tie Seine or the sewers 
all snow and ice that can be removed by hand. 

Ill. Toemploy a certain number of carts of its 


own. 

IV. To utilize the horses for drawing the machines 
in any part of the same engineer's section. 

Vv. Leemploy the omuibus company's horses or 
those of another Contractor to draw the machines. 

Vi. To have the salt carted by other contractors. 

4. The contract shall extend from the date of ac- 
ceptance to the 15th of April, 1892. 

5. The contract is divided into lots, tne imits of 
which are shown in the annexed table. 

6. The amount to be paid under the contract re- 
mains entirely unfixed. There maybe nothing due if 
the season is sv open that no work under the con- 
tract has to be done. In such casethe expenses of 
tendering will be refunded to the contractor, but he 
canxot claim any other indemnity. 

7. No person can tender without producing a cer- 
tificate from the special commission appointed by 
the Prefect’s order of 15th November, 1882, For 
this purpose parties wishing to tencer must first 
forward to the Prefect of the Seine: 

I. A written declaration as to the lots for which 
they propose to tender. 

tL Papers showing that they possess the necos- 
gary resources. 

ut A certificate showing what judicial condemna. 
tions, if any, have been pronounced against them. 


CHAPTER II. 
MODE OF EXECUTION, 
8. The removal can bo demanded of any heap or 
line of snow or ice existing in the streets, whether 
mixed with foreign matter or not, and inolude the 


transport from any lot to the dumping stations, 
which can be increased or diminished in number by 
the engineer of the section. 

9. The conéractor must furnish daily the required 
number of one-horse or two-horse carts, as he 
chooses, but representing the cubic Capacity speci- 
tied in the table. 

10. The contractor must completely remove the 
heaps or lines of snow, so as to leave the ground per- 
feotly clear. 

11. The snow and ice can only be dumped at the 
places fixed by the anuexed table unless other wise 
ordered. 

12. The contractor must provide a suflicient num- 
ber of wenso that the snow andioce can be at once 
made into a heap not wore ihau three weters high, if 
atatemporary dumping ground or thrown into the 
seine or the sewers, without any block. 

13. The contracior must use special funnels 
wherever required, for throwing the snow and ice 
into the sewer openings. 

14. The contractor shall supply a guard for all 
sewer openings not provided with funvels, and shall 
put @ lantern thereon at night. 

15. The contractor shali be bound to place a bar- 
rier at tho openings madein the parapets of the 
quays, and to illuminate such barriers at night. 

16. The contractor shall keep a permanent watch. 
man during working hours at each sewer opening, 
and at each breach in the parapets. 

17. The contractor must furnish daily at the 
places and times indicated, the number of horses 
and drivers and workmen required for the work 
done by the department on itsownaccount. For the 
traction of the plows, a written order will inform 
him in advance where these are stored and the num- 
ber of horses and drivers required at each place, and 
he must, from the commencement of the snowfall 
aud without any special aivice, immediately briug 
his horsea and drivers to those points. Each horse 
must be fully harnessed and roughshod. 

18, ‘Lhe contractor shall, whenever required, per- 
form the work he has cuntracted to do, or furnish 
the horses and men for work undertaken by the de 
partment itself, during the nighttime. Only work 
executed between 6 P. M. and 7A. M. shali be re- 
garded as night work. The contract work done by 
Right shall be paid for at the same rates asthe day 
work, but the horses and men supplied for the work 
executed by the department itself shall be paid for 
extra when required at night. 

19. The streets to be cleared each day, the num. 
ber of carts to be put on each street, and the corre. 
sponding dumping siation, shall be specitied by the 
engineer, an‘ the contractor shall not be allowed to 
briug up claims on this account on any pretext. He 
must attend daily to receive these orders as to the 
day's work at the place named by the engineer.

23. No sub-contractors or jobbers shall be em- 
ployed.

Ved shall be measured either in the heaps or in 

ecarts. In the latter case, if the capacity of the 
carts has not been determined beforehand, the fol- 
lowing capacities shall be taken as the base of pay- 
ment: 

One-horse cart, 1 meter 40 centipeters. 

Two-horso cart, 2 meters 40 centimeters. 

Three-horse cart, 3 meters 40 centimeters. 

The subsequent clauses of the specification 
relate to the mode of payment, the fines to 
which the contractor is liable for non-perform- 
ance of any clause in the contract, and which 
fines vary from 5f. to 100f. and finally a 
list of prices paid for work undertaken by con- 
tractors, some of which are as foliows: 

Horse and cart, 20 cents per hour. 

Horse and cart with driver, 34 cents an hoar. 

Carting snow, 12 cents per cubic meter for each 
length of 100 meters. 

Day laborer, 12 cents per hour. 

Foreman, 16 cents per hour. 

It will be seen from the foregoing that the re- 
moval of snow in Paris is accomplished both by 
the city itself and by contract. This system 
has given great satisfaction. Up to 1880 the 
whole work was done by the city. Workmen, 
carts, horses, machines, harness, &c., were all 
hired by the day. The city directed and carried 
out the whole work, It was therefore necessary 
at critical periods to call for the help of many 
thousands of workmen, selected at haphazard, 
furnish them with tools, and drill them into the 
work of removing the snow. This method was 
necessarily slow and unsatisfactory; the work- 
men and carters did all they could to make the 
work drag. 

Following the example iof many European 
cities, it was decided to call upon private persous 
to perform part of the work, and the system 
now in operation of giving the work to contract- 
ore was commenced, as stated above, in 1880. 

It was also decided to interest in a direct 
manner the omnibus and tramway companies. 
The omnibus company is now held by its con- 
tract with the city to place each day during 
the season of snowstorms fifty two-horse carts 
at the disposal of the city engineers. Moreover, 
the company is required at the beginning of 
each Winter to transport from any given point 
in Paris to any other given point 4,000 cubic 
meters of sand. A change, however, has been 
mnade lately in this contract, and instead of 
titty carts having to be furnished by the omni- 
bus company, the City of Paris has placed at 
the disposal of the a cow panies and the 
omnibus company a numberof sweeping ma- 
chines and snow scrapers, and these companies 
have agreed, by employing their horses and 
men, to clear and put up the snow in stacks 
oo certain of the large thoroughfares of 

aris. 

The City of Paris also places at their dis- 
posal a quantity of salt, which the companies 
pay for, however, to melt the snow along the 
tramwiuy lines. 

Besides the above help furnished to the city, 
the property owners are required to perform 
their part of the work, according to the printed 
instructions to which We have already referred. 

It will, therefore, be seen that the City of 
Paris awaits the arrival of a snowstorm in the 
same Way as the General of an army awaits the 
attack of an enemy, and is prepared to meet it 
with a regular and trained force at the least 
possible expense to the public.

The gloomy interior of the Tombs would give 
@® country Sheriff the ‘“oreeps.” Outin the West 
they have a homelike way of doing business 
that makes the giving up of one’s life a pleasure 
as wellasaduty. The Sheriff is likely to grow 
sympathetic, and his good wife takes upon her- 
self the religious training of the convict. 

‘there is a story (with no affidavit as to its 
truthfulness) of one case where the prisoner 
was made a member of the family. The jail 


was a rickety old affair, and fears were enter- 
tained for the health of the prisoner if he should 
be compelled to occupy it alone. There were 
no other prisoners, and he was taken to board, 
occupying a seat at the family table. 

He Was a iniid-mannered lad, and how he ever 
worked himself up to kill anybody was more 
than peopie could make out. It appeared that 
he had shota playmate with an old gun, and 
there was evidence to show that the murder 
waa cold-blooded. The jury felt obliged to con- 
vict him, and Theodore—that was his name— 
was not the boy to question what had been de- 
cided on. He seemed to feel that all had been 
done for him that was possible, and, besides, he 
felt that he owed it to the Sheriff to hold him- 
self ready for the ordeal. 

Theodore was one of the least bloodthirsty 
boys imaginable. His worst vice was that he 
was unduly fund of the game of croquet.

None present had ever taken part in such a 
strange event, and, after consulting, they decid- 
ed that it would be the safest way to go through 
witharehearsal. ‘They formed a line in the 
jail, arranged the knot in the rope, and talked 
over all that westo be said and done. They 
stood in the corridor of the jail and talked for a 
time, all feeling horribly depressed with the 
work in hand, 

At last the fatal hour struck, andthe Sheriff, 
with a sigh, picked up the rope. Then he looked 
around, and an expression of surprise over- 
spread his face. He turned tobe witnesses, 
looked at his wife inguiringly, a yy then sald: 

‘Why, where is Theodore!” 

Then everybody in turn asked the same ques- 
tion. They looked around for a minute in 
alarm, and the Sheriff had a pained expression 
on his face, a8 much as to ask his wife: 

“Is it possible that we have been deceived in 
this boy?” 

At last, however, Theodore came in, and 
bowed politely to all present. Asked to explain 
his absence, he said he happened to think that 
he had left his croquet mallet out the night be- 
fore and he went to replace it; besides, he felt 
that if he staid he would only be in the way 
while they wore arranging matters. The exouse 
was considered satisfactory and Theodore was 
once more restored to the contidence of his 
friends.

VIENNA’S BIG PLAYGROUND 


EVERY FORM OF AMUSEMENT AND 
KIND OF SPECTATOR, 


OVER FOUR THOUSAND ACRES GIVEN 
TO THE PEOPLE MORE THAN A 
CENTURY AGO—THROUGH SCENES 
RESEMBLING CONEY ISLAND TO 
MORE ARISTOCRATIC SECLUSION. 


Vienna, Feb. 20.—The pleasure-loving dispo- 
sition of the Viennese requires that there should 
be a large playground forthe common people. 
This playground, which is also a magnificent 
park, is the famed Vienna Prater. , 

The Hasenheide district of Berlin, with its im- 
mense beer gardens, shows plainly enough the 
methodical tendencies of the Prussian. It is 
nothing of a park, the Hasenheide, and each 
garden is fenced off from the other. A common 
street with tram cars further separates these 
gardens into two distinct rows. The great park 
of Berlin, the Thiergarten, close to the centre 
of the oity, is aristocratic in its look. Nurse- 
maids wander in its fair but melancholy ave- 
nues and lovers hold their tryst beneath its 
forest trees. Fine carriages roli along the level 
drive to Charlottenburg and horsemen canter 
in romantio groups along its green and winding 
alieys. 

But there are no shows in the Berlin city 
park, and everything is quite decorous. If you 
want beer, you go to the beer garden; if you 
want a park, you goto the Thiergarten—‘ Da- 
men,” ‘ Herren,” “right,” “left!” Berlin is 
nothing if not methodical. 

Vienna is further to the south than Berlin. 
Her people are more volatile and restless. They 
do not rely altogether on shows to amuse them, 
but they like to amuse themselves instead. Ac- 
cordingly, the fatherly disposition of the Em- 
peror Joseph II., more than a hundred years 
ago, threw open to them the beautiful and ex- 
tensive park they call the Prater. 

Nothing is methodical in the Prater, except 
as children with their toys are methodical. 
Everything is free as air, and every possible 
form of amusement rubs elbow with every 
possible type of Viennese spectator. The Pra- 
ter is at once the most democratic ana tne most 


aristocratic place inthe world. You cannot help 
seeing thatthe aristocracy of Viennais quite sure 
ofitself. It has no idea of discouraging the 
common people, with their very common 
amusements and their most uncommon noise, 
from a full share in this chosen park of meadow 
and woodland where the proudest ladies take 
their dainty airings. And the people are so 
well grounded in respect for their social su- 
periors that no room is left for resentment or 
suspicion. 

The Prater is situated on the east side of the 
city. Itis much over 4,000 acres in extent 
Until 1766 it was the private property of the 
imperial family, and in that year was given to 
the people. rom alarge circular space at the 
end of the city there radiate three wide ave- 
nues cutting through the Prater. These are the 
Haupt Allee, the Feuerwerk Allee, and the 
Schwimmsashul Allee. The last is by the 
Danube, and atitsend there is a splendid es- 
tablishmeut known as the Free Municipal 
Baths. ‘there is room init for 1,200 persons in 
all, and if there should be more at any given 
time desiring to be clean, the terrace ofa fine 
café uffords while they are waiting a view of 
the Danube channel as far us the look-out 
mountain of ithe Kahlenberg. In the Haupt 
Allee there is the aristocratic drive. By its side, 
between it and the “fireworks avenue,” are 
settied all the delights of the Vienna populace. 

This Wursatel Prater is a noisy piace. It is at 
the very entrance of the aristocratic drive and 
sprawls along itsside for many anacre. Nothing 
ia fenced in. The man without a kreutzer may 
walk about all day and be amused. The amuse- 
ment is not of a high order, but it is loud, 
hearty, andinnocent. Wurstel means butfoon. 
The Wurstel Prater is weil named. 

The noise beging at the Prater Stern, a wide 
circular pen at the end of the busy Prater 
Street. Here is a terminus of a dozen street-car 
lines, where, on Sundays especially, the cars 
unload their thousands. Directly you are in 
the region of cheap restaurants, whose advance 
agents baw! their attractive itemsinto your ears 
before your feet have touched the ground. 
Soda-water fountains squirt their beautiful 
white foam into many a brilliant-colored syrup, 
and cakes and toys and cheap cigars riot with 
oue another in a babel of contending appetites, 
while round-faced little boys and girls dance 
and fairly scream with the pleasure of autici- 
pation. There are grinding organs over in the 
trees, and the thunderciaps of big bass drums 
are heard to punctuate the hoarse appealsof 
showmen gesticulating on their platforms in the 
open alr, 

* Fantasma! Isabella! The first beauty of the 
world!” 

Before we reach this fine fellow, who has the 
loudest voice of all, the roped-off grounds of 
mauy a people’s cafe chautant must be passed. 
It is true that an admission fee of a few pennies 
is charged to go inside of each. But as many 
workmen, with their wives and families, stand 
contentedly outside and watch the show as 
there are people seated on the benches. Beer 
in Vienna is cheap, and it flows merrily. The 
rickety orchestra, which has nothing to lose at 
any time, rattles on even more recklessly be- 
cause it is mixed with the confusion of a 
dozen others near at hand, while clowns off the 
stage answer to clowns on the stage with many 
a@ practical joke upon their friends and relatives 
in the audience. 

The Wuratel Prater is not one street lined 
with these ludicrous amusement places. It is 
like a large town or Village of tents and booths 
and gardens beneath the spreading trees, It 
would be a tiresome task to count even the 
number of fiying-horse merry-go-rounds, on 
which are mounted the flue girls of Vienna, not 
only kitchenmaids, but others of a higher rank 
in life. They throw their arms around the necks 
ot wooden camels, lions, and elephants, or else 
lean bravely back with defying glancea, and as 
the calliope screams out the chords of waltzes 
that they know so well their pretty faces beam 
and their gay-stockinged feet plunge wildly in 
the empty air through which they seek to dance. 

In these loud labyrinths you have the joy of 
life reduced to its simplest forms—food for the 
stomach, drink for the nerves, motion for the 
soul, activity for the muscles, nolse for the 
lungs and ears—and the promise of love is 
every where. 

Fantasma! Isabella! 
the world!” 

Isabella is a vanishing lady, who vanishes at 
least two hundred timesaday. Isabella is beau- 
tiful, but sbe is not the first beauty of the world. 
In Vienna, this city of beauties, no one girl can 
be the first. 

The Haupt Allee is a long, wide avenue running 
through the Prater, and it has four rows of fine 
chestnut trees. In the Spring and early Sum- 
mer it is very much of a fashionable resort 
despite the Wurstel Prater. You both drive 
and walk along the Haupt Allee; only, if you 
are fashionable and desire to walk, it is proper 
to drive out at leastas far as the first café and 
then deseend. The horses champ their bits as 
their drivers keep them moving slowly up and 
down, but the young Baroness and her compan- 
ions step gayly along the sidewalk of the drive 
and bow greetings to their peers as they whirl 
ones They know that they are in theirown 
place. 

On each side of the Haupt Allee you would 
say it is like a quiet scene in the country. Here 
there will be a little clump of woods and there a 
rising grassy knoll You do not see too far in 
any one direction, yet some pleasing vista is 
always opening up before you to give a de- 
ceptive impression of the Prater’s really great 
extent. This will be the same throughout the 
longest drives that you can take. It is even 
difficult to find its bounds when you have gone 
about the drives for hours. The Prater is more 
like the Paris Bois de Boulogne than the thick- 
ly-wooded Thiergarten of Berlin, but it has a 
pastoral simplicity more free and open than 
these others. 

Along the Haupt-allee, which cuts into its 
heart, before you have gone too far, the faint 
echoes of the orchestras and grinding organs of 
the Wurstel-prater are still waited to your ears. 
These are the last sounds you will hear from 
that free invasion of the populace. Even their 
ambition could not spread its drinking tents, 
menageries, and raree shows Over more than a 
fraction of the Prater’s wide extent. 

When the last echoes of these homely sounds 
have died away, a distant crash from the first 
notes of some great military band will sound 
softly from the distance on ahead. You are ap- 
proaching Café No. 1. 

There are three large cafés along this drive. 
No visitor to Vienna in the Summertime is 
likely to neglect an evening spent among 
them. They are called cafés, but their charm 
is inthe open air outside. Imagine large, old- 
fashioned two-story country houses surrounded 
by extensive wooded gardens. The buildings 
have wide porticoes, but the bulk or the patrons 
are at the benches underneath the trees, Mil- 
itary bands play the music of Vienna, lighter 
than what is liked best in Berlin, and the people 
joke and chatter all the while. 

Itis apleasant thingto sit out here. The 
grime of the Wurstel-prateris quite correctly 
placed at the beginning. Otherwise there 
would be really something lacking, and ag aris- 
tocracy is growing 80 rapidly in Ameriea, a leaf 
might be taken from Vienna’s book. To tne 
budding noblesse of our great cities Vienna

In these three catés we have the middle class 
The ladies, with their gay gowns and parasols 
that spot the scene with color as if it were a 
fiower bed, have an airy contidence and a lithe 
grace that correspond to it. As the Summer 
sun descends and the western bits of sky that 
shine between the trees are colored with those 
tints of red and purple, which are more common 
to America than to Northern or Central Ger 
many, the melting rhythm of some languorous 
measure sets the sturdy little feet a-tripping.

From the grounds of Café No. 1 you see the 
faint lights of Café No. 2, and from Café No. 2 
you see the lights of Café No. 3, and the cab 
lamps daré and turn like firetiies in the qrowina 
dusky darkness of the Haupt-allee.

Those 
of the aristocracy have been driving serenely by 
all through the afternoon.

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NEW QUAKANTINE REGULATIONS, 
a 
TO BE PROMULGATED TO-DAY BY THE 
TREASURY DEPARTMENT. 


WASHINGTON, Maroh 2.—In accordance with 
the new quarantine law, Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Foster will to-morrow issue a ciroular of in- 
structions, addressed to officers charged with 
its execution, giving the sanitary regulations to 
be enforced at the port of departure and to be 
observed on the vessel during the voyage, and 
also embracing the rules governing the national 
quarantine stations in the United States. 

They were prepared by a board of medical 
officers, selected by Surgeon General Wyman 
for their special qualifications for this duty by 
reason of experience in the treatment of 
epidemio diseases. 

Every vessel, passenger or freight, bound for 
the United States must carry a prescribed bill 
of health, given either by the United States 
Consul or medical officer detailed by the Presi- 
dent at the port of departure. 

In case the vessel sails from an infected port, 
an inspection must precede the granting of the 
bill of health, and an inspection is required in 
the case ef every passenger vessel sailing from 


any port in Europe, Asia, Africa, Central or 
South America, Mexico, and West Indies, 
whether said port is infected or not. 

The inspection must be made within six hours 
immediately preceding the departure of the 
vessel, according to methods presoribed, Should 
disinfection be declared to be necessary, it is 
made compulsory upon the vessel owners to 
have it done ander direction of the Inspector. 

With regard to cargo of vessels, the Consul at 
port of departure is required to have knowledge 
of its origin, and to have the cargo disinfected if 
necessary. During the prevalence of an epi- 
demic, rags and similar articles are not to be 
shipped at ail, nor within thirty days after the 
port has been oficially declared to be free from 
the epidemic. 

Crewe of vessels while at anchor in an infect- 
ed port sre required to remain on bo New 
members, before being allowed on board, must 
be examined by the Inspector and prove to his 
satisfaction that they have not wi:hin ten days 
previous been exposed to any quarantinable dis- 
ease. 

Passengers are divided into wo classes— 
cabin and stecrage. Each cabin passenger 
must produce satisfactory evidence as to his 
place of abode for four days previous to em- 
barkation, and if he has been exposed to con- 
tagion will be detained for a term to be fixed by 
the Inspector and his baggage disinfected. 

Steerage passengers shipping from an infect- 
ed oe are to be detained five days under med- 
ical observation in specially-provided quarters; 
they are to be bathed at the beginning of the 
five-day term and provided with disinfected 
clothing. If chelera should break out among 
them while under observation, none of them 
will be allowed to embark for the United States 
until at least seven days have elapsed since the 
conclusion of the last case. 

The same provisions which are made for pas- 
ag and crews in cholera infected ports 
appiy to ports in which plague, yellow iever, 
—. or smallpox provall in an epidemio 

orm. 

Passengers, crews, cargoes, and baggage at 
non-infected ports, but coming from infected 
localities, are made subject to the same restric- 
tions as are enforced at an infected port. § 

A vessel arriving at any United States port 
with cases of contagion aboard shall be de- 
tained for a period ranging from tive days to 
twenty days, the latter only where typhus fever 
prevails. 

The rules for quarantine are quite vigorous 

and comprehensive. They apply to the eight 
Rational quarantine stations, but Surgeon 
General Wyman says the rules at all ports must 
comprehend at least the requirements set forth 
in the circular. 
The circular contains also the regulations re- 
quiring United States Consuls to transmit sani- 
tary reports issued within their districts and to 
notify by cable the officials in this country of 
the outbreak of any epidemic.

The dispatch was carried a 
considerable portion of the way by courier and 
bears the date of Feb. 27. It says: ‘‘ The set- 
tlers made a raid on this part of the Cherokee 


Strip last Saturday and Sunday, and now every 
quarter section along Black Bear Creek hasa 
settler onit. In fact, all of the good claims are 
taken by the people.” 

The Cherokee Settlers’ Association met here 
to-day and issued the following address: 
“Unfortunately, the settlers’ meeting held some 
Gays ago at Calo, Kan., has placed the intended set- 
tiers in an unfavorable light in the eyes of the many. 
We are not a mob; we are not a band of outlaws; we 
are not making demands not in line with justice 
and honest deailngs. We are a band of men entitied 
to fair and honorable treatment. We believe we have 
rights ase American citizens, and we have the cour- 
age to speak our convictions. 

“ A misconstruction of facts as to the intentions of 
the prospective settlors in and about Arkansas City 
caused the occupation by settlers of a portion of the 
Cherokee Strip. Wehave nothing to say further 
than this: In the event of failure of action on the 
part of Congress before adjournment, believing such 
failure to mean 8 neglect of duty toward the honest 
settlers and a refusal to recognize the title of the 
Cherokee, we say to the settlers on the south: 
‘High noon on the 6th of March will find the home 
seekers on the north with you in body and in 
spirit.’”’

TALK ABOUI THE FITCHBURG. 


CERTAIN PARTIES SAID TO BE AFTER 
THE STOCK HELD BY MASSACHUSETTS. 


BostTox, March 2.—It is intimated in some qguar- 
ters that itis not impossible that the public may 
shortly hear of still another railroad deal, and that 
this time it will be the Fitchburg Road that is tho 
assimilated property. There has been an unwonted 
inquiry after Fitchburg stock of late, and certain 
parties have boen souuding the State authorities to 
see if the Commonwealth would be willing to part 
with ite holding of $5,000,000 in common stock of 
the road. 

This stock came into the hands of the State in 1887 
as part payment when the Hoosao Tunnel was 
turned over to the Fitchburg. The State received, 
besides this stock, $5,000,000 in bonds. The Fitob- 
burg stock held by the State has never been in the 
market, and nobody wants it, presumably, unless io 
getcontrol of the road. State Treasurer Marden 
pays there have of late been indefinite oifers to pur- 
Chase, but the State would probably not part witha 
portion of ite holding. oever took any wo’ 

ave to takeall. It is doubtful if the State would 
nell at all, butit might be willing to exchange for 
preferred stock or other security. 

The New-York Central people would be the ones 
who would be benefited by direct conduct of the 
road. 

Treasurer Gleason of the road said this afternoon 
that he had not heard of any efforts made in the di- 
rection of acquiring the road. He added that there 
is a vastly larger amount of stock than the State 
owns which would have to be acquired to give con- 
trol. Butthe other important thing in connection 
with this matter, he said, is that the common stock 
does not, until certain conditions have been com- 
plied with, carry the voting power. It must havo 
received dividends of at least 4 percent. for two 
consecutive years, though still hoiding the right to 
Vote on an equality with the preferred stock upon 
further issuance of stock on leases or consolidations. 
But there has been suggested the possibility of an 
—— upon the basis of one for five, and although 
it would seem that this would give those who might 
acquire the State holdings but a small fraction ofa 
controlling interest, yet if they had already acquired 
any considerable amount of the preferred stock such 
acquisition would be desirable.

CHICAGO, March 2.—The Grand Jury to-day indict- 
ed Charles D. Law, General Superintendent of the 
Chicago, Pittsburg and Fort Wayne Road; Peter 
Schwartz. a@ tlagman; John Albrecht, a gateman, 
and Henry W. Rouscup, an engineer, the three lat- 
ter men being also in the employ of the Fort Wayne 
Road. The charge against the men is murder, on ac- 
count of the accident at the Forty-seventh Street 
crossing of the road Dec, 29, 1892, by which four 
persons were killed. It is claimed that Soh wartz 
and Albrecht were not attending to their business, 


they having gone into a switch shanty to warm 
themselves, Houscup is accused of runuing at wo 
rapid arate inside the city, and of not keeping a 
proper lookout. The indictment against Mr. Law is 
based upon the fact that he had general supervision 
of the running of the trains, and that it was his busi- 
ness to see that his subordinates did not violate the 
laws. There have been three street cars crushed by 
locomosives at the Forty-seventh Street crossing 
within the last eighteen months, and the attempt to 
punish a high official of the road is more an attempt 
to hold somebody above the rank of switchman or 
gateman responsible for the killings than a belief 
that Law is individually responsible. There is some 
doubt whether Mr. Law can be brought from Fort 
Wayne, where he resides, to answer the indictment, 
but every efiort will be made to bring him to trial.

LEHIGH VALLEY’S RENTAL. 
PHILADELPHIA, March 2.—The rental of the Le- 
high Valley Railroad under the lease to the Reading 
is to be reduced from 7 to 5 per cent. This is the re- 
sult of several conferences that have taken place 
between the Executive Committee of the Lehigh 
Valley Directors ou the one side and the receivers of 
the Reading Railroad on the other. These consulta- 
tions resulted in aformal proposition that the rental 
be reduced for the present to5 per cent. This was 
ratified at yesterday’s meeting otf the receivers, and 
efforts will be made to raise the money to pay this 
reduced dividend. The steading people assert that 
for some time to come the business of the Lehigh 
Valley will not warrant the payment of 7 per cent. 
in dividends. The question was whether the court 
would allow net earnings to be taken from creditors 
of the Reading and applied to the payment of rent- 
als under leases made subsequent to the Reading 
mortgages. In former reoceiverships the court has 
not allowed this diversion of earnings and has for- 
bidaen the receivers to pay rentals notearned.

AMERICAN TO GAIN THIS RACE. 


The victory of Edward Donovan, the young 
Natick (Mags.) runner in the Shrovetide Handicap in 
England, is a very popular one. He has been in 
England over a year waiting to get on a good mark, 
and finally tried at the last handicap. Donovan isa 
very boyish chap, Before going abroad he ran 
under the name of Dolan, and was very successful 
hereabout. His idea in running as an amateur was 
to meet Luther Cary, the Manhattan Athletic Clab 
champion, but he never had an opportunity of test- 
ing Cary’s speed. 

In England Donovan ran under the name of J. 
Early of Leeds, late E. 8S. Donovan of America, He 
did this because S. J. Farrell of Rockville thres 
years ago won a handicap in England, using Dono- 
van’s name, 

In the final heat Early, who was on the 82%-yard 
mark, met M. Clarkson of Leeds, (83 yards,) J. 
Broad of Stalybridge, (84 yards.) and A. Toseland of 
Kettering, (84% yards.) Inthe betting the Ameri- 
Can Was an outsider in the trial heats, and he was 
backed by his friends at 10to1l. When the final 
was oalled he was the favorite. 

A report of the race says: ‘In the draw for sta- 
tions Clarkson drew No. 1, Early No. 2, Broad No. 
3,and Toseland No.4. By the time the men went 
to their marks—shortly after 5 o’clook—the final 
betting rested at 2to 1 against Early, 6 to 2 against 
Toseland, 3 to 1 against Clarkson. and 6 to 1 against 
Broad. When — who starts Yankee fashion, 
dropped down on his hands all were as still as 
statues and a breathless silence prevailed, but with 
the report of Wilkinson's pistol a mighty yell 
broke forth, the partisans of either man shout- 
ing at the top of their voices for their man.

LEWIS IS NOW CHAMPION. 


HE OUT=-WRESTLE3I ROEBER AT THE 
NEW-ORLEANS CARNIVAL. 


NEW-ORLEANS, March 2.—The Olympic Club 
opened its fistic carnival to-night witha finish fight 
between “Billy” Hines of Providence, R. 
I, and “Billy” McMillan of Washington. 
The fight, while of but little importance so 
far as prize fights go, preceded the event 
of the evening, the wrestling match between Evan 
Lewis, the strangler, and Ernest Roeber. The falil- 
ure of the club to bring off the Ryan-Dawson fight 
acted as a damper, and not more than 1,500 specta- 
tors occupied seats in the immense arena, calculated 
to seat 6.000 people. 

McMillan forced matters from the start and 
soon landed smartly on Hines’s left eye. 
Another blow floored Hines. In the. sec- 
ond round Hines became utterly defenso- 
less, resorting to olinching and foul fighting 
to save himself. He stood severe punishment till 
the fifth round, when he was knocked out, and the 
fight was awarded to MoMillan. 

As soon as the fighters and their seconds left the 


Ting the canvas was spread over the river clay 
forming the tioor, and with but little delay the wrest- 
lers Lewis and Roeber were ushered into the ring and 
introduced to the spectators. Lewis looked a tritle 
soft, owing to his lack of training during nis wife's 
illness. He was accompanied by his trainer, Dun- 
cai McMillan, the heavyweight wrestler; Dr. J. J. 
Davis of Chicago, and Joe Choynski. 

Roeber, trainod to the minute and not a bit too 
fine, was cared for by Martin Julian, Fitzsimmons’s 
backer, and Frank Gosworth, the red-headed freak’s 
sparring partner. 

The rst bout was catch-as-catch-can, Lewis’s 
favorite style. Roeber weighed 178 pounds, Lewis 
tipping the scales at 185 pounds. Prof. Dutty, who 
acted a8 referee, announced that the strangie hold 
Was barred, at which Lewis smiled, while Koeber 
looked as if a great load had been lifted from his 
mind. Both men locked arms, and Lewis tripped 
Roeber to the floor. Heat once went to work to 
secure his famous hammer lock and half-Nelson, 
rom which koeber squirmed with the agility of a 
cat. 

Lewis lost a crotch hold, but secared a half-Nelson, 
whioh brought the big Gerinan over to a bridge, 
breaking the hold. lkoeber acied on the defensive, 
lying flat on his stowach as Lewis tried in vain to 
secure the hammer lock. After two trials, 
the Strangler secured the hammer lock successful- 
ly, the German squirming out of it only to find him. 
self in the embrace of a full Nelson and leg hold, 
which brought him toa bridge. Exerting his pon- 
derous strength, the Strangier slowly, but surely, 
bore Roeber to the mat, seouring the first fall in 7 
minntes and 6 seconds. 

Both men, at the expiration of ten minutes’ rest, 
locked arms for the Greco-Roman bout. Kveber se- 
cured a double-arm hold and Lewis went to the tioor 
to escape a ftiying fall. He wriggled out of Roeber’s 
attempt to get a half-Nelson, and with wonderful 
agility the Strangler regained his footing. but lost a 
good opportunity to throw the big German when 
the latter fell to his knees. 

At the expiration of ten minutes both men were 
perspiring freely and a hold of any kind was difficult 
to retuin. Roeber slipped to the tloor, Lewis taking 
@ stomach clasp, pumping the German's wind. 
Roeber took a neck hold, Lut could not main- 
tain his advantage, and the Strangler, slipping 
away threw Roeber to the floor, the latter landing on 
his knees and hands. When the Strangler, witha 
body hold, swung Koeber over to a@ bridge, the iat- 
ter did a pretty piece of hewl spinning, slipping 
away, leaving the Strangler underneath. 

A full Nelson cave Lewis the opportunity of show- 
ing how neatly he could bridge, turn, and get away. 
both men worked like dewons—first one on top and 
then the other. Rvoeber secured a firmly-locked 
half Neilson, and gradually working tho Strangler to 
a bridge, wore him down with a shoulder tug, secur- 
ing the Greco-Roman fallin 28 minutes 12 seconds. 

The third bout, catch-as-catch-can style, was 
clearly Lewis’s victory in less than thirty seconds. 
He secured a neck hold, and with the grapevine 
gave Roeber a ftiying fall, landing him squarely on 
his shoulders. Referee Lutty was not prepare: for 
such sudden action, and, failing to see veth points 
down, disallowed the fall. 

With a crotch-and-neck hold Lewis threw Roeber 
over on the mat as though he was only a child in- 
stead of a steel-hardeued piece of humanity, but 
failed to get both points down. With a half-Nelson 
Lewis again brougut Roeber to a bridge, and, making 
a leg ho.d, crushed the German's two points down in 
lz minutes and 9 seconds. 

Roeber won the fail in the fourth bout, Graeco- 
Roman, in 24 minutes and 43 seconds. 

The Strangler having secured the quickest fall had 
the selection of the deciding bout, and chose his 
favorite style, Gatch-as-catch-can. In the preceding 
bout Roeber's seconds claimed a foul, which was 
not allowed. 

Lewis magnanimously admitted having fouled the 
Teuton, but declared if was unintentional Lewis 
wentat Roeber like & madman, and, securing a 
neck hold and hip leck, gave Roeber a ftiying 
fall in 1 minute and 3 seconds, winning the 
final bout and the match, which was for the 
ohampionship of the world at mixed styles. Atthe 
conclusion of the bout Roeber challenged the 
world at Greco-Roman siyle.

If Senator Hitt had devoted himself 
more assiduously during the two sessions 
of the Congress in which he has had a seat 
in the Senate to familiarizing himself with 
the rules and precedents of that body he 
would have been of much more service to 
his State by this time. Of late he has been 
taking an unusually active part in the pro- 
ceedings, but his efforts have been lame 
because he has constantly displayed igno- 
rance of the rules and unfamiliarity 
with the usages and courtesies that 
constitute a sort of unwritten law in 
the Senate. ‘Yesterday he injured the 

4 chance of the Hudson River Bridge bill 

‘by insisting upon obstructing an ap- 
i propriation bill with it, and had to be 
“called down” by Senator Harris. The 
failure of the additional appropriation 
for the Custom House site was mainly 
due to the failure of the New-York Sena- 
tors to give it proper attention, and an 
important allowance for the Post Office 
came near being lost while they were 
oblivious of the fact that it had been 
stricken out of the Appropriation bill A 
Senator from another State had to be 
appealed to for its restoration. 








The reasons given by Senator Hiscock 
for opposing the Hudson River Bridge bill 
can hardly be regarded as ingenuous, One 
of them is that the proposed pier on the 
New-Jersey side would be an obstruction 
to navigation. Senator Hiscock knows 
what the navigation of the Hudson River 
from Fourteenth Street up consists of, and 
he knows that it is insignificant compared 
with the navigation of the East River 
in the neighborhood of the Brooklyn 
Bridge. The span of the proposed 

“bridge over the Hudson would be more 
than 400 feet wider and fully 15 feet high- 
er than that of the East River Bridge, and 
it is ridiculous to talk about the obstruc- 
tion to navigation by a pier 2,000 feet 
from the New-York shore. His other al- 
od nm is that the bill would permit 

; COustraction of railroads in the city, 
and was opposed on that account by the 

‘Sinking Fund Commission. That objection 
has been removed in the pending bill, 

and the opposition of the Sinking Fund 

Commission has been withdrawn. This is 
‘within the knowledge of Senator HIscockK, 
has really been-scting in the interest 


of the other bridge scheme, which seems to 
be practically defunct.

It is reported from Washington that the 
Republican majority of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Finance has decided that it will 
not report to the Senate either the House 
bill that postpones the imposition of the 
proposed higher duty on linen, or the 
House bill that repeals the paragraph of 
the McKinley act that provides for the 
collection of a duty of 4 cents a pound on 
tin, the metal, on and after July 1 next. 
It appears to be the opinion of these gen- 
tlemen that every part of the McKinley 
tariff is sacred. The prospective higher 
duty on linen will never be collected, 
because a Democratic Congress will have 
an opportunity to prevent the collection of 
it, before Jan. 1, 1894, but with respect to 
the proposed duty on tin the conditions 
are different. Unless the new Congress 
shall be in session before the first day of 
next July, a failure on the part of the pres- 
ent Congress to repeal Paragraph 209 will 
cause the duty to be imposed at that time. 
We produce no block tin whatever, and the 
duty would be a burdensome tax upon con- 
sumers who use more than 45,000,000 
“pounds per annum.

The people who seem to have the greatest 
‘interest in undoing the outrageous work of 
the New-Jersey Legislature are the respect- 
able men engaged in legitimate and decent 
horse racing. It is well known that the 
racing which the Legislature has authorized 
is especially offensive to these people. That 
is to say, it is wellknown to those who 
know the difference between Monmouth 
Park and Guttenberg. But a great many 
of the Jerseymen who are indignant at the 
action of the Legislature are not aware of 
thedifference. Itconcerns those who are in- 
terested in horse racing, and who object to 
horse racing that is at once cruelty to ani- 
mals and a pretext for small gambling, to 
disavow, so that they cannot be misunder- 
stood, any complicity in the action that is 
likely to make a political and social end of 
whoever has taken part in it. 














Nobody concerned seems to be at liberty 
to say exactly what the committee of the 
City Club has reported on the case of Jus- 
tice Grapy. The committee was author- 
ized by the club to inquire into the case 
and to take such action as might, after 
inquiry, be deemed advisable, even to the 
prosecution of Grapy. The offense of 
which he was accused was grave. It was 
nothing less than the personation of an- 
other magistrate in requesting the dis- 
charge of certain prisoners committed by 
that magistrate and legally to be released 
only upon the same authority by which 
they had been committed. Inasmuch as 
the report has been sent to the District At- 
torney and isto be put before the Grand 
Jury, it seems thatthe committee has found 
probable cause tobelieve that the charges 
against GraDy are well founded. In that 
case the committee has done a public serv- 
ice and vindicated the existence of the 
club in calling for legal proceedings against 
the offending magistrate. 

The statement that the Cherokee Strip 
has been raided this week and that “every 
quarter section along Black Bear Creek has 
a settler on it,” may be exaggerated, and 
thisis certainly to be hoped, for the sake of 
the unfortunate intruders, who will be vic- 
tims of their own folly. The duty of the 
Government is perfectly clear insuch cases, 
and has always been performed. Theraid- 
ers will be ejected by the troops, so that 
when the land is opened by the President’s 
proclamation all may start on even terms 
to get ashare of it But there should be 
no undue haste in ejecting the squatters. 
They should first be carefully identified, in 
view of the provisions madein former cases 
that persons thus trespassing shall lose all 
right to a legal entry on the region when 
opened. They acquire a knowledge of the 
lay of the land and of how to reach in the 
shortest time the best portions of it, which 
those who stay outside and respect the law 
do not have. Hence, apart from their law- 
lessness, it is only fair that they should not 
make a second start with the rest. The 
troops invariably clear a reservation before 
it is opened to settlement by the Presi- 
dent’s proclamation, and the Cherokee 
Outlet will form no exception to the rule. 














THE PRINCIPLES OF TARIFF RB- 
FORM. 

In the first of a series of letters to Mr. 
CLEVELAND, Mr. THomas G. SHEARMAN 
describes with much clearness the general 
situation, and his introduction gives prom- 
ise that the letters will be of value 
as a contribution to the work of the 
Democratic Party in its new lease of power, 
It was a sensible thing for Mr. CLEVELAND 
to do to consent cordially to the plan of 
Mr. SHEARMAN, and to suggest that the 
letters should be given to the public at 
the same time that they are sent to him. 
By this arrangement any misunderstand- 
ing as to Mr. CLEVELAND’s responsibility 
for the views advanced and any occasion 
for expressing either his approval or dis- 
approvalof them are avoided. Atthesame 
time the party and the country have the 
advantage of the discussion of this im- 
portant question by a man of ability who 
has given to it much study. 

Mr. SHEARMAN’S first letter is deyoted 
chiefly to the situation in which che coun- 
try is left on the retirement of the Harri- 
son Administration. In this situation there 
are practically three elements—a very high 
tariff on a large variety of articles, with 
free trade in raw sugar; an empty Treas- 
ury, with outstanding ebligations of an 
undefined character, and, finally, a consid- 
erable number of business enterprises of 
various sorts that have adjusted them- 
selves to the conditions imposed by the 
tariff, and which ought not to be disturbed 
more, or more violently, than justice and | 
necessity mayrequire. But to the latter 
must clearly be added, as more impor- 
tant than all of them put together, 
an agricultural population that has long 
suffered, and still suffers, severely from the 
oppressive operation of the tariff. The 
problem thus set before the Government is 
not a simple one. On the one hand, revenue 
must be provided. The scale of expend- 











itures fixed by recent legislation can be

somewhat reduced, but how much or how 
fast cannot easily be determined. The 
task of retrenchment is never an easy one, 
The actual requirements of the Govern- 
ment steadily increase, even with econom- 
ical management. Some of the appropria- 
tions already authorized by law are 
continuous. Andeven in the field where 
economy is practicable a body so large as 
the Congress of the United States is not 
inclined to economy and cannot be made 
to incline to it save by extraordinary press- 
ure that will not, probably, be brought to 
bear. 

The question then resolves itself to the 
following: How can the oppressive tariff 
taxes be lowered without sacrificing 
revenue? Mr. SHEARMAN is not inclined to 
restore any of the duties repealed by the 
Republicans. He wonld rely substantially 
for increased revenue on increased im- 
portations, to be stimulated by a reduc- 
tion of the duties on raw materials and 
on the necessaries of life. This policy he 
urges particularly in the interest of the 
farmers. That interest, he thinks, would 
be servedintwoways. In the first place, his 
plan would reduce the prices of what the 
farmers are obliged to buy. In the second 
place,it would enhance the demand for their 
products to pay for the enlarged importa- 
tions. Wehave no hesitation in saying 
that these are sound general principles. 
We have already suggested them in con- 
nection with the work of the next four 
years, while reserving our opinion as to 
whether taxation ofraw sugar could not 
be made a source of revenue without ad- 
vancing the price of refined sugar to the 
consumer. The task of applying these 
principles, however, will not be a short or 
an easy one,and it will encounter the in- 
evitable difficulties arising from the 
nature of our Government, There will 
many considerations arise that must be 
given weight, and on which a comparison 
of views from all classes and all sections 
will be necessary. 


NULLIFYING THE LAW. 


It costs about $18,000 a year for the ad- 
ministration of the law of this State regu- 
lating appointments to office under the 
civil service rules. A Board of Commis- 
sioners, a Chief Examiner, and other 
officers are maintained at public ex- 
pense for the purpose of conduct- 
ing competitive examinations and _ cer- 
tifying “eligible lists,” from which 
appointments should be made in va 
rious departments of the public service, 
but according to evidence furnished in re- 
cent dispatches from Albany, printed in 
our columns, all this work and expense goes 
practically for nothing. By the process 
of suspending the rules, transferring offices 
to be filled from the competitive class, or 
directly disregarding the requirements of 
the law, subordinate offices in the public 
service have been filled without examina- 
tion or competition, and that, too, not so 
much for the benefit of the party in power 
as for the strengthening of the “‘ machine” 
by which the party organization is con- 
trolled. Goy. HILL was known to have a 
peculiar scorn for “‘ reform” methods in 
filling public offices and to be addicted to 
the use of patronage to promote political 
ends, but the nullifying of the law went 
on rather slyly and quietly under his 
crafty direction. It seems to have been 
disregarded more openly during the past 
year. 

It has been the practice of the CivilServ- 
ice Commissioners to have lists of “eligi- 
bles” ready early in December, from which 
vacancies in the various departments may 
be filled. Itis stated that “‘ since January, 
1892, these lists have been practically 
abandoned under the dictation of the ma- 
chine, and persons who have given up 
their time to prepare for and stand ex- 
amination have had their labor for their 
pains.” Mr. JoHn B. Ritey, who was 
lately dismissed from the office of Chief 
Examiner, has been quoted as saying 
that ‘‘the open defiance of the law which 
has been permitted is not only demoral- 
izing in its effect, but the whole system, so 
far as this State is concerned, is fast be- 
coming a farce.” Neither Mr. RILEY nor 
the public has been favored with any offii- 
cial explanation of his own removal, but 
he says that on various occasions during 
the past year the machine managers had 
threatened the removal of himself and of 
the Commissioners ‘“‘because of attempts 
made to enforce the civil service law.” It 
may be significant that some time before 
his removal he laid before the Commission- 
ers a communication on the subject of ap- 
pointments in violation of law, which was 
brought to the attention of the Governor, 
No official action was taken upon the com- 
munication, but shortly after it was made 
the Chief Examiner and one of the Commis- 
sioners were removed. 

Various instances of the suspension of 
the rules have been mentioned, and it is 
said that on several occasions when the 
commission failed to change the classifica- 
tion of public employés to enable heads of 
departments to make selections without 
reference to the merit system the Gov- 
ernor has ordered the changes to be made. 
In January, when a messenger in the De- 
partment of Public Buildings at Albany 
was to be appointed to fill a vacancy 
caused by death, several eligible candi- 
dates who had passed examinations were 
ignored and the appointment was made 
without competition, although the office 
was on the competitive list. Not 
long before, a bookkeeper in the Sec- 
retary of State’s office was appointed 
without examination in like manner, 
and in both these cases the appointees 
were the choice of the machine leaders. 
Last year the rules were suspended when 
places were to be filled in the service of 
the Dairy Commission and of}the Agricult- 
ural Experiment Station. When Mr. Dow- 
LING, the new Commissioner of Labor 
Statistics, took office, a short time ago, he 
proceeded to turn out a number of em- 
ployés, and now he has asked for a suspen- 
sion of the civil service rules to enable him 
to fill their places without examination. 

This is the way things have been going 
on until, as Mr. Ritxey says, the whole 
system “is fast becoming a farce.” It is 
unnecessary to say that the Governor of 
the State is wholly responsible for the 
administration of the civil service law. 





The Commissioners and the Chief Exam- 


iner hold office entirely at his will, and are 
forced to do his bidding. It isin his power 
to make and to change rules, to enforce or 
to suspend them. He can make the merit 
system serve the purposes for which it was 
intended, or he can defeat that purpose 
and make the system a farce and the ex-~ 
pense of its maintenance a waste of public 
money. There can be a full and fair 
enforcement of the civil service law only 
at the hands of public officials who are in 
sympathy with it and who desire to ac- 
complishits ends. We are obviously not get- 
ting that result in this State at the present 


time,

AS TO THE PRICE OF COAL. 

At the meeting of the representatived of 
the coal companies last Tuesday it was de- 
cided that the prices which had been fixed 
and exacted by the Reading combination 
should_be maintained, and we find in one 
of ourcontemporaries an interview with one 
of these representatives, in which he pre- 
dicts that ‘‘ the price will be held where it 
is throughout the Summer.” 

_ We notice that Mr. Cnartes F. Buacn, 
Jr., has written a long letter, which the 
Evening Post has published, in which he 
deprecates the criticism to which the 
Reading combination’s policy and the re- 
cent selection of receivers for the Reading 
Company have been subjected. Mr. Bracn’s 
remarks are interesting chiefly because he 
acted as counsel for the Congressional 
committee that recently made an investi- 
gation concerning this anthracite combi- 
nation. 

It appears that although he examined 
many of the witnesses who came before 
that committee he is not in agreement 
with the committee as to the conclusions 
that may fairly be based upon the evi- 
dence so procured. As this is rather inter- 
esting, we quote the following from his 
letter: 

“It may be submitted that the public has not 
yet been able to formulate and substantiate any 
very serious charge against the Reading man- 
agement in respect to the only matter in which 
the public has a special right to be heard in 
criticism of that management, namely, in 
the matter of the prices of anthracite coal. 
As a matter of fact the actual selling 
prices of coal have on the average been 
only very slightly advanced since the ore- 
ation of what is loosely spoken of as ‘the Read- 
ing combination.’ This transpired in the course 
of the investigation set on foot by Congress and 
lately conducted by a sub-committee of the 
Committee on Inter-State and Foreign Com- 
merce, for which I acted as counsel.” 

But the committee in its report, which 
was signed by all the members, did not 
find that such “a matter of fact” had 
“transpired in the course of the investiga- 
tion.” On the contrary, it was forced by 
the evidence which had been drawn by 
Mr. Beacu and the members of it from the 
testifying witnesses and the records sub- 
mitted to make a statement more exactly 
in accord with the-experience of the pub- 
lic. We suggest that the following ex- 
tracts from the committee’s unanimous re- 
port be compared with the assertions of 
the committee’s counsel: 

“The committee, after a careful investiga- 
tion, has come to the conclusion that the rail- 
road companies engaged in mining and trans- 
porting coal are practically in a combination to 
control the output and fix the price which the 
public pays for this important and necessary 
article of consumption. There is substantially 
no competition existing between these compa- 
nies. The only limitation to their demands is 
the indisposition on the part of the publfo to 
buy the product at an exorbitant price. 

‘“‘Your committee finds that between the 
months of February, 1892, when the combina- 
tion went into effect,and November of the same 
year the following advances have been made in 
the wholesale prices of the classes of coal used 
by housekeepers:

“ This advance is not due to any unusual con- 
ditions of supply or demand or to increased 
cost of production, but is solely the effect of 
the combination which they have been enabled 
to maintain. * * * It has been made to ap- 
pear in the evidence, incidentally, that the con- 
ditions surrounding the production and carry- 
ing of coal to the tide-water region surround 
equally and exercise even a more baleful influ- 
ence on the production and transportation of 
coal for the Western market. 

“To summarize, your committee tinds that 
the price of coal has been advanced in the class 
most usually used by housekeepers from $1.25 
to $1.35 a ton within ten months, which ad- 
vance has been uniform and well sustained by 
the parties in the combination, as well as those 
who are not known to be parties to the con- 
tract.” 


It will be seen that the:committee found. 
an advance of “‘ from $1.25 to $1.35 a ton 
within ten months,” and as the increase 
with respect to the price of stove coal was 
and is 41 per cent., it deserves fully as 
much attention as has been given to it 
by the public. This advance was “solely 
the effect of thecombimation.” Wesuspect 
that consumers generally, enlightened by 
their-experience, will look with more favor 
upon the committee’s statement as to the 
meaning of the testimony than upon the 
interpretation published by the commit- 
tee’s counseL 

As we have already pointed out, .thede- 
cision that these high prices are to be 
maintained indicates that the policy “of 
what is loosely spoken of as ‘the Reading 
combination’” has not been changed, so 
far as the price of coal is concerned, by the 
appointment of the Reading receivers. 


THE TORY LEADERSHIP. 

Just at present the “ruling classes” of 
Great Britain are probably less interested 
in the probable size of Mr. GLADSTONE’S 
majority in the House of Commons for his 
Home Rule bill than in the question whois 
the Conservative leader in that House. In 
fact, the former question is much less 
“actual” than the latter. There is little 
question that the Home Rule bill will com- 
mand a majority, and not much more that 
it will not command a “ working” 
majority. The members of the pres- 
ent House were elected upon issues 
among which that of home rule played a 
leading part. The Gladstonians, like the 
Gauls, differ among themselves in manners 
and customs, but they more nearly agree 
upon the proposition that the local affairs 
of Ireland shall be managed by Irishmen 
than upon any other proposition whatso- 
ever. On the other hand, there are not 
enough Gladstonians to bully the House of 
Lords. That may be acoarse way of putting 
it, but it is accurate. Nobody expects the 





House of Lords to agree toa Home Rule bill 
except underduress. Theduressin thiscase 
is an implied threat to abolish or to adul- 
terate the House of Lords itself. That 
threat would be effective if the Commons 
showed a great majority against the House 
of Lords and in favor of the Home Rule 
bill, or even a moderate majority of “ Brit- 
ish” members, But, if it be beyond dis- 
pute that the House of Commons has a ma- 
jority in favor of home rule, it is equally 
beyond dispute that this majority is not 
sufficient to exert a coercive influence upon 
the House of Lords. That is to say, there 
will be no Home Rule bill enacted into law 
during the present session of Parliament. 
This certainly deprivesthe debates of the 
House of Commons upon home rule of 
much of the interest they would have if 
the result of them were to be conclusive. 
The question whois to lead the Conserva- 
tives has much more of present interest. 
Since the death of Lord BEACONSFIELD, and 
it may be said even since the elevation of 
BENJAMIN DisRAELI to the peerage, the 
Tories haye lacked a leader. It is true 
that “Dizzy” always led them with his 
tongue in his cheek, and occasionally 
caused them to play the most fantastic 
tricks; but it cannot be denied that he led 
them. It cannot be aflirmed that the 
party has had an unchallenged leadership 
since his death; such a leadership, for ex- 
ample, as Mr. GLADSTONE has made good 
among the Liberals, Sir SrarrorD NorRTH- 
COTE, Lord ‘*‘ Randy” CHURCHILL, the late 
Mr. W. H. Smira, and Mr. BaLtrour have 
in turn been the nominal leaders of the 
Tories. But in every case the leadership 
left a good deal to be desired. Sir Star- 
FORD NORTHCOTE and Mr. SMITH were most 
respectable persons, but neither of them 
was adapted by nature or art to vitalize 
the policy of a party. Lord RANDOLPH 
CHURCHILL and Mr. BaLFour rose 
into conspicuousness by the usual 
method, and that was the pub- 
lic exhibition of impudence to Mr. 
GLADSTONE. That was sufficient to make 
each of them conspicuous, but it hardly 
sufficed to furnish credentials for the lead- 
ership of a great party. It would be diffi- 
cult to show that either of them has of- 
fered anything more. Intellectually, Mr. 


‘BALFOouR is no doubt the superior man, but 


his intellect has not been displayed in Par- 
liamentary strategy so much as in 
exercises irrelevant to the vote of the 
House of Commons. The Irish policy of the 
Tory Administration is his claim to the 
leadership of his party, and unfortunately 
for him that policy was discredited and 
repudiated at the generalelections. Fort- 
unately for Lord RaNDOLPH CHURCHILL, 
he was out of the way when this struggle 
was going on, and he returns in time to 
challenge Mr. BatFour with very good 
prospects of success. He is considerably 
more alert in seizing Parliamentary ad- 
vantages, and he has not incurred the mis- 
fortune of being known by such a nickname 
as ‘‘ Miss Clara.” However unjust such a 
nickname may be, it undoubtedly marks 
the sense entertained by active politicians 
of the political drawbacks of Mr. BALFOoUR. 
The most amusing element in the proced~ 
ures of the present House of Commons 
may confidently be expected to be furnished 
by the struggle of Mr. Batrour and Lord 
RANDOLPH for the leadership of the Tory 
Party.

—The mosaics which now display the most 
vivid and noisy colors at the Louvre about the 
Vaults and ceilings of the Daru stairs, those 
which form the ordinary entrance to the great 
galleries as one passes from the Place Carrou- 
sel, through the hall with soulptures to the 
second floor wherethe paintings hang, are the 
subject of much bitter comment in the Paris 

ress, These mosaics have taken years to fin- 
sh, and, since the scaffoldings have been re- 
moved, yreve entirely out of keeping with their 
surroundings. The only thing to be done is to 
oarry the brilliant decoration down to the lower 
parts of the staircase, which at present have 4 
curiously desolate and unfinished look. But no 
money has been appropriated for the purpose. 
Another subject for complaint is the delay in 
placing the statues destined to occupy the spot 
where the Tuileries Palace stood. The sites for 
these etatues were fixed two years ago and the 
ground opened for their pedestals. But then a 
hitch came. There are two bureaus, one for 
the Batiments Civils, the other for the Beaux 
Arts. Each claimethe right to manage the 
decoration of the old Tuileries site, and mean- 
time the statues are in limbo. Among the 
statues waiting in the Government storage 
rooms are Marquoste’s “ Nessus,’’ Langon’s 
4* Judith,” and Mereié’s “Quand Méme!”’ 

—M. Henner, the painter of nude nymphs 
with russet-colered hair, lying on dark green 
grass, between a sky and a poolof vivid blue, 
is the authority given for the following anec- 
dote, in addition to the dozen stories already 
current regarding the ** Angelus” of Jean Fran- 
gois Millet. When that painting had acquired 
sufficient mark to cause it to be engraved, it 
was intrusted with scant ceremony to the en- 
graver, who took it from its frame, wrapped it 
in an old newspaper, and left it in the gate- 
room at the porter’s lodge where he lived. On 
returning to his rooms he forgot the picture en- 
tirely, and it was not tilltwo weeks had nearly 
elapsed that he bethought him of the 
commission. He then hunted through his 
rooma high and low, and was s0me- 
what disturbed to find no trace of poor 
Millet’s production, for he knew that however 
insignificant it might be as a work of art the 
painterin all probability considered it, after 
painters’ wont, a masterpiece. Luokily, the 
porter did not think fit to throw it away, bat 
called the attention of the engraver to the fact 
that an unwelcome canvas was knocking about 
his room; the latter then found himself repos- 
sessed of the forgotten loan. 


—The Arthur Monument Commission made 
the mistake of asking too important a site for 
the bronze tigure of President Chester A. Arthur 
modeled by Ephraim Keyser. The Plaza, at 
Fiftn Avenue and Fifty-ninth Street, must 
be reserved for &® monument to a much 
more famous person, if for a personal 
monument at all. There are plenty of squares 
in New-York on which the Arthur Statue 
would look well, for it is by no means a bad 
piece of work, being far above the average of 
sculpture now in Central Park. A speoial art 
commission should be appointed for this city 
with power to weed out the worst sculpture in 
the Park and remove the least abjectionable 
pieces to other sites less conspicuous. Seme of 
them might not seem so out of place if they 
were used to decorate the river fronts on or near 
the new quays. 

<The popular enbscriptions for the Grant 
Monumentat Riverside Park have reached asum 
considerably greater than the $500,000 needed. 
This result has not been obtained on the merits 
ot Mr. Duncan’s designs for the monument, but 
through patriotic feeling and responses to the 
appeal to civic pride. Mr. Duncan estimates 
that the monument will be completed in tne 
Fall of 1895; the foundations are already com- 
plete to the water table. The Grant Monu- 
ment will bea very noticeable landmark from 
the north and south tothose ascending and de- 
acending the Hudson, and will be seen from 
other directions where the view may not be in- 
terrupted by the Protestant Cathedral and 
other great edifices to be built on the same 
plateau. 

—The Pennsylvania School of Industrial Art 
will secure new quarters on the corner of Broad 
and Pine Streets, Philadelphia, the sum of 
$525,0CG0 for the firat payment having been 
secured. Mr. William Weightman guaranteed 
$100,000 in case another $100,000 should be 
subscribed; together these sums complete 
the desired amount. The building now on the 
ground has been used as an asylum for the deaf 
and dumb and will be occupied by the museum 
and school for the present without much change. 
At p later period, when the sohool increases in 
size,-changes may be necessary.

THE BOSTON LAWYSBR WHO IS TO BB- 
ATTORNEY GENERAL. 


From the Boston Herald, Feb. 25. 
Probably no man in Mr. Cleyeland’s Cabinet 
has made so many sacrifices in taking @ port- 
folio as Richard Olney. 
It is something to give up a law practice of 
the first magnitude—and a law practice of the 
first Boston magnitude at that—and accept @ 


salary of $8,000 ayear. Mr. Olney is probably 
in recelpt of alarger income from his practice 
than any other New-England lawyer. Great 
corporations pay great salaries. He is attorney 
for three of them. These are the Boston and 
Maine Railroad, the Chicago, Burlington and 
Quiney Railroad, and the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fé Railroad. 

He \s sixty-seven years old, is apparently in 
the prime of life, and is in the zenith of his 
career. When he was named the other day the 
usual query of the ignorant was made: ‘ Who 
is Olney?” It was only the politicians who 
made it. There is scarcely aman in New-Eng- 
land who does not know him by reputation, 
aud he igs known at the bar from ocean to ocean. 

Mr. Olney descends froma “ fighting” Baptist 
family. His ancestor implanted the church in 
America, and other ancestors hewed their way 
through colonial wars. He is a quiet and studl- 
ous man, and has given his time almost unceas- 
ingly to his profession ever since he was admit- 
ted to the bar and to law partnership with 
Judge Benjamin F. Thomas in 1859. 

He was once a member of the lower branch 
of the Massachusetts Legislature, and that is 
the only time he held office. But he has been 
an ardent Democrat all his life. He spoke with 
John Quincy Adams in Boston against the 
** Louisiana outrage’ by Gen. Grant. He ad- 
dressegt the New-York Democracy in 1876 in 
Cooper Union in behalf of Tilden and Hen- 
dricks, and in 1890 he read a paper at his alma 
mater, Brown University, on the duty of edu- 
cated men in politics which attracted wide- 
spread attention. 

Mr. Olney twice has refused to accept a place 
on the Supreme bench of the State of Massa- 
chusetts. When the last vacancy occurred Gov. 
— was anxious to appoint him, but he de- 
clined. 

When the vacanoy on the Supreme bench oc- 
ocurred, Mr. Olney’s name was presented to Mr. 
Cleveland by Gen. Patrick A. Collins and other 
Bay State Democrats. They would have been 

leased with the appointment, but Mr. Cleve- 
and gave it to Melville W. Fuller and the West. 
Mr. Olney ouce ran for Attorney General of 
Massachusetts, but was defeated. He declined 
to support the late Gov. B. F, Butler the last 
time he was a Democratic candidate for Goyern- 
or of Massachusetts, but at all other times has 
been identified with the party. He and Gen. 
Collins are great friends. 

Mr. Olney has a wife and two daughters, 
both married. One is living in Berlin. 

The new Attorney General isa man of strik- 
ing figure. He is6 feet in height and weighs 
over 200 pounds. He speaks with great force 
and deliberation, and is a charming companion. 

Pesan oon no man stands higher than Mr. Olney. 
He is quiet and unaffected. He is something of 
a club man, delights in his books and in works 
of art, and is a fine classical scholar. 





ViCE PRESIDENT MORTON.

HE HAS MADE MANY FRIENDS DURING 
HIS TERM IN OFFICE. 


Washington Letter to the Philadelphta Record. 

Vice President Morton has never been inti- 
mate with President Harrison nor with more 
than two or three of the Cabinet, and since Mr. 
Harrison’s friends at Chicago substituted White- 
law Reid for Yr. Morton on the ticket, Mr. Mor- 


ton has not f «as cordial toward the Adminis- 
tration, perhaps, as before, although the result 
of the election in November, restoring as tt did 
his equanimity, disposed him to be very magnan- 
imous toward it. So far as is known he has 
never publicly intimated even that the result 
would have been different if the old ticket had 
been renominated, and he has treated Mr. Har- 
rison with the utmost courtesy and kindness. 
He will not, however, shed any tears over his 
parting with the Administration. 

It is interesting to note that Mr. Morton is 
more frequently mentioned nowadays as a pos- 
sible candidate in 1896 by Republicans than 
Mr. Harrison.

& reception in honor of h's successor, Vice Pres- 
ident Stevenson, was thoroughly characteristic 
ofhim. It seemed a natural thing to do, yet his 
predecessors had not done it, and he 1s being 
praised for cote by men of both parties. 

Since the death of Mr. Blaine, Mr. Morton has 
been considered the leader of Washington so- 
clety, which does not recognize the President 
of the United States as anything more tian its 
otticial head, uniess, like Mr. Arthur, he is act- 
ually its social leader. The Mortons occupied 
in Washington society under this Administra- 
tion the same position as the Whitneys did un- 
der the last. Their departure will, therefore, 
mean more to society people than that of any 
other Administration family. They are not 
going for good, however, for Mr. Morton has 
half a million dollars and more invested in 
Washington real estate, and they like Wash- 
ington well enough to want to come back here 
in the Winter season.

“THE HIGH PROSPECT OF GOOD THATAB 


HOLDS OUT. 


From the Boston Herald, (Ind.,) March 1. 

There is a large amount of speculation, seme 
of it not rising above the dignity of gossip, 
® good deal more partaking of the character 0 
pure guesswork, about the coming Administra- 
tion of Grover Cleveland. The Republican pol 
ittclans are more at a loss than others to know 
what to make of the situa tion. Mr. Cleveland 
is doing very much the op posite of what they 

rophesied he would do in the late election, and 

8 giving them go little material with which to 
find fault as to be positively embarrassing. He 
has made a Cabinet to which it is impossible to 
find serious objection. In pointof ability it is 
distinguished, and in poiat of purity its mem- 
bers are as irreproachabie as any Cabinet that 
has ever been formed. Thereis not a machine 
politician in 1t; not one man who has not the re- 
spect of all who know bim for a good life and a 
patriotic purpose. The testimony of political 
opponents is as omphasio to this end as is that 
of political sympathizers. Itis a Cabinet that 
represents liberal ideas and progress in poll- 
tics, and is compietely free from those corrupt 
ing tendencies which have done much to lower 
the political tone of both parties of late years. 

Itis to be noted further that Mr. Oleveland 
has not saida word about the distribution of 
the otfices under his Administration, except 
that he recognizes a more important duty than 
in considering them at this stage. and wishes to 
be relieved from the importunities of office 
seekers tillthat duty is discharged. in other 
respects he has maintained a commendable 
reticence as to his future licoy, which is to bé 
judged only by the indications above given. 

The firm grasp which Mr. Cleveland has upon 
affairs in the situation on which he is entering 
is evident, and it ia encouraging. He is not a 
novice in National Administration at all now. 
He has a clear appreciation of what is needed, 
and is preparing to enter upon his work witha 
calimcontidence in himself that will hardly 
have escaped attention. We do not assume that 
Mr. Cleveland is not taking advice in his prepa- 
ration to assume the Presidency. If he is, he 
is.evidently selecting excelient advisers. But 
no one Can fail tosee that there is a great deal 
of Mr. Cleveland himself in the course he is 
pursuing. An ordinary politician, in making 
up a Cabinet, would have selected representa- 
tives from thisor that section of the Demo- 
cratio Party, and conciliated all interests by 
having all represented in its composition. Even 
Abraham Lincoln did this with the Republicans 
when he first came into office. 

Mr. Cleveland has struck out in a different 
way. Hehas laid down a programme for the 
Democratic Party of the future that ignores to 
& considerable extent the Demooratic Party of 
the past. His Cabinet is nota politicians’ Cab- 
inet at all in the sense in which politicians have 
lately been divided. It ig a Cabinet which re 
resents the ideas upon which the Democratic 
Party won the victory in the late election, and 
upon which oe are to hold possession of the 
Government if they expect to reap a permanent 
advantage frum that victory. There is as abso- 
lute disregard of the David B. Hill elment aa i 
it did not exist in the Democratic Party. There 
is more than this. There is no recognition of 
that section of the party which believes that the 
HilWaction must be conoiliated or dealt with 
gingerly in dread of giving it offense. Mr. Cleve- 
land is to conduct his Administration, if present 
signg are not misleading, as if there were no 
Hill faction to be reckoned with at all 

It is a bold movement on hig part, and one 
which no ordinary public man would have 
made. Butitis a direct appeal to the people, 
which, we think, will not fail to receive the re- 
sponse it merits. Indeed, it ig receiving this 
already. The people are with Mr. Cleveland, on 
the eve of his entering office, to an extent that 
is making inroads on the other party more dan- 
gerous than any it has yet sustained. There 
are thousands of Republicans longing for a 
man who will emancipate our politics from the 
degradation to which service to machines has 
brought it. They recognize the degradation in 
their own party as much as in the other. The 
manly and courageous course of Mr. Oleveland 
has touched theirsympathy. Heis the first of 
our public men to appear upon the national 
stage and take the risk of allenating support in 
his own party, with a view to purifying Ameri- 
can pulitics and bringing our public life on to a 
higher plane. 

There are murmurs among the factions he 
offends by this course, though it isa remarkable 
tribute to his power and influence that they are 
so little apparent. Is is, indeed, penetrating 
the consciousness, if not of the leaders of fac 
tion, at least of some of their more timid fol- 
lowing, that the course he is marking out is the 
true course of the party te retain the support of 
the country. 

But it is the general reform in the condition 
of politics that Cleveland is inaugurating that 
attracts the attention of the patriotism of the 
land. Thisis tobe the distinguishing teature 
of his second Administration, if the present 
sigus are not deceptive. It is an attempt sure 
to be popular with the people. The Democratic 
Party will reap the benefit of it if it sustaine 
the President, who is taking a course so credit 
able to himself and so useful to the country. 





Attitude of Clergy Toward the Stage, 
From the London Daily News. 

The changed attitude of ministers of religion 
toward the stage in these days is further ex- 
emplified in an article by Dr. John Clifford upon 
Mr. Irving’s addresses which appears in the 


March number of the Young Man. “Can we 
doubt (asks this writer) that we should under 
stand ‘ Antigone’ and the ‘ Merchant of Venice’ 
better if we saw them acted, or that, whatever 
may be the gains acquired by personal study of 
the drama, the advantages would be multiplied 
@ hundredfold if we saw and heard the same 
truths in the action and speech of the giited and 
trained actor?” 

Regarding the way to attain to an ideal 
theatre, Dr. Clifford observes that ‘‘firsat, as 
with all good work, the demand is for men and 
women instinct with the deep conviction that 
the stage is their vocation, the sphere in which 
they are to serve their generation,” and further 
that unsleeping vigilance and unhesitating 
promptitude are necsasary to eject all that yul- 
garizes the mind or stirs without refining the 
passions or displays without condemning the 
vicious acts of men. Dr. Clifford confesses that 
the theatre is Known to him only through re- 
port. 

“T cannot doubt,” he continues, “‘ that the dra- 
matic instinct and energy must come to be used 
so as to help men in reaching ther highest moral 
and social ideal. Nor can [ think that those 
who in the present state of the facts feel that 
the whole of their time must be given to the 
purification of society are other than the best 
triends of the theatre, or that the wisest course 
for the young and temptable is at present not 
to go inside the theatre, but te keep outside, 
crusading with all their might against the evila 
that make the ideal theatre difficult of attain- 
ment, if not wholly impossible.”’

MAY BE BEATEN YET. 


ASSEMBLYMAN LANNING TALKS EN- 
COURAGINGLY—SAYS THAT HE WILL 
CHANGE HIS VOTE AND THAT OTH- 
ERS WILL DO so, TOO—‘* RACERS” 
TALK OF ADJOURNING SINE DIB. 


TRENTON, March 2.—The law and order people 
regard the defection of Assemblyman Lanning 
of Mercer, announcedin THe New-York TIMES 
of this morning, as a harbinger of possible vio- 
tory. The race-track people had only two more 
votes in the Assembly than they needed to pass 
the bills, and Mr. Lanning’s desertion of the 
orew is hailed as a sign that the demonstra- 
tions of the last few days may resalt in a great 
swakening of conscience among the Senators 
and Assemblymen. 


Assemblyman Lanning was interviowed to-" 


fay by one of the local newspaper men as to 

the reasons that had prompted his vote for the 
graceful racers and that had since prompted 
change of heart. 

“Yes,” he said, when approached, “I did go 
to the Rev. Dr. Studdiford and tell him thatI 
hed made a mistake in voting for the passage 
pf the Race-Track bills. I went to Dr. Studdi- 
ford because he is interested in the movement 
‘which is just now engaging much public atten- 
Sion. Ihave known him many years,and did 
hot want to be in a false position. 

“TIT told Dr. Studdiford that I voted sincerely 
Gn the matter, that neither Thompson nor any 
@ne that represented him had approached me 
@n the subject of Race-Track bills. I voted be- 
pause I am somewhat disposed to enjoy a horse 
face. Mr. Thompsen did not ask for my vote, 
but instead I voted for the bills of my own free 
‘will, believing that horse racing was not objec- 
tionable in itself, and that the breaking up of 
poolrooms and the confining of betting to the 
fYace tracks would be better than the present 
System. 

‘*When I saw the indignation as expressed in 
tthe newspapers and at the meeting held yester- 
May,” continued Mr. Lanning, “‘I was convinced 
thatthe people did not want these measures 
and my judgmenthad been wrong. I concluded 
that the wisest thing todo was to acknowledge 
my error and offer to at least undo as far as pos- 
sible what I had dons that was not in accord- 
ance with the wishes of my constituents. 

“I shall now support the Lane repealers when 
they come up, and have reasons to believe that 
other men who voted for the bille will support 
the repealers also, I would be violating confi- 
dences if I told all I knew about the change of 


heart of some other men, but they will prob- 
ably speak for themselves before Monday next. 

“it must be remembered that everybody that 
Voted for the bills was not paid. ido not know 
for a fact that any one was paid any money, but 
I know that many were not. There were some 

ple from my county who asked me to vote 

or the bills. They were stockboiders, not offi- 
cers, of the Inter-State Fair. Otherwise I was 
mot iniluenced. I have received a number of 
letters »nd some petitions signed by prominent 
men asking me to change my position and sus- 
tain the repealers. 

“Representing, as I do, the people, I must 
heed their demands, particularly when they 
©ome to me in so direct a way.” 

There is no doubt whatever that Mr. Lan- 
ming’s prompt submission to the wish of the 
people has thrown the bookies into a state of 
great agitation. They believe that their only 
safety now lies in flight, and one hears on all 
sides rumors that a sine-die adjournment of the 
Legislature will be forced before the close of 
the week to prevent the agitation that has 
stirred the State from Bull’s Ferry to Cape Muy 
from accomplishing the repeal of the acts.

Hig seat is being contested by Mr. Riddle, and 
it is said that the race-track men started Mr. 
Riddle on the warpath with the design of seat- 
ing him so that they might have his vote in 
favor of the acts just passed. The menace of 
the loss of his seat is said to have been the

he report was not acted on. If Mr. Hoffman 
keeps in line with the conspiracy that put the 
race-track bills through, he will be allowed to 
hoidon. If he balks he will be thrown out and 
his place given to Mr. Riddle. As no disgraceful 
monetary consideration seems to have secured 
Mr. Hoffman's vote, the iaw-and-order people 
are hopeful of persuading him to stand by the 
right in spite of all menaces, and his may be 
the eleventh vote needed for the passage of the 
magentere. 

‘he serious hitch in the programme of repeal 
is the fact that the repealers in both houses 
are in “safe” committees. In the Assembly 
Thompson, the owner of the race course at 
Gloucester, is himself the custodian of the 
Lane bills. It goes without the saying that he 
will not permit them to see daylight again un- 
less the House by a majority vote takes them 
away from him.

THE NAVAL REVIEW. 


GOVERNMENTS WHICH WILL PARTICI- 
PATE IN THE DISPLAY. 


WASHINGTON, March 2.—Secretary Tracy will 
leave for Mr. Herbert, the next Secretary of the 
Navy, the task of arranging a programme for 
the naval review. One proposition has come 
from Admiral Gherardi, and with others from 
naval officers, such as Admiral Walker and 
Commodore Ramsay, it will be laid before the 
Secretary. 

Itis likely that Lieut. R. T. Mulligan, who is 
at present attached to the Bureau of Naviga- 
tion, will be detailed on the staff of Admiral 
Gherardi as the signal officer of the fleet. Mr. 
Mulligan is the expert of the navy on the sub- 


ject of signaling, and is the author of the new 
code. 

The Navy Department has received answers 
from all the Governments invited to participate 
in the great naval display in honor of the dis- 
covery of America to be held in Hampton 
Roads and New-York Harborin April In re- 

ponse to dispatches of inquiry from the State 

epartment sent last Saturday to the five 
nations that had not acknowledged the invita- 
tion of the United States three declinations and 
two acceptances have been received. Austria, 
Turkey, and Greece (including Roumania and 
Servia) are obliged to decline the invitation to 
participate, the reason given in each case being 
that no vessels are available. Germany and 
Russia, the other two dilatory powers, accept 

Germany will send the armored cruisers 
the Kaiserin Augusta and the cruiser Seeadler. 
Russia will send a large fieet, and will prob- 
ably have the largest representation of any na- 
tion in the ceremonies. She Russian fleet will 
include the first-class armored cruisers Dimitri 
do Skoi and General Admiral, and the corvette 
Rynda, with Vice Admiral Koznakaif command- 
ing. Two or three other vessels will leave 
Cronstadt when the ice ee They will prob- 
ably be the battle ship Emperor Nicholas and 
the armored cruisers, Nachimoff and Pamiate 
Azowa. 4 

Great Britain has accepted the invitation, but 
the fleet has not been definitely selected. The 
flag ship Blake and several vessels of the North 
Atlantic squadron will be present, and it is 
probable that one or two belted cruisers will 
also be sent over. 

Italy will send the cruisers Etna, Bausan, and 
Dogali, and, perhaps, the transport Eridano, 
under Rear Admiral Magnaghi. 

Spain will be represented by the cruisers 
Reina Regente and Infenta Isabel, and the 
gunboat Espaia The Duke of Veaegua and his 
suite will sail for America on the American Line 
steamer New-York on April 8. 

France has virtually accepted the invitation 
to participate, but no yessels have yet been 
designated. 

Brazil will send the iron-clad Aquidaban and 
the cruisers Kepubiica and Tiradentes. 

From the Netherlands will come one frigate 
of the first class, the Van Speyk. 

Haiti has notreturned a definite answer to 
the invitation, because of the absence of the 
President and Cabinet, butit has no vessels to 
send, while Uruguay has declined on the ground 
that no vessels are available.

NO ELECTiON IN MONTANA, 


RICKARDS WILL APPOINT A RE- 
PUBLICAN TO THE SENATE. 


GOV. 


HELENA, Mon., March 2.—The Montana Legis- 
lature adjourned to-day without electing a 
Benator, and Gov. Rickards will appoint a 
Reppblican within afew days. This result was 
reaéged after the bitterest political fight ever 
known in the Northwest and amid dramatio 
scenes at the close. 

On the first ballot, sixty days ago, W. A 
Clark had 154 votes, with 11 for ex-Gov. 
Hauser and 9 for W. W. Dixon, all Democrats. 
Thirty-six votes were needed, and the three 
Populists held the balance of power. Several 
days later they went tojthe Democrats, Dixon 
getting two and Clark one. The Dixon men re- 
fased to caucus with the Hauser and Clark 
forces, and the latter combined with Clark. 
The fight narrowed down to Clark and Dixon, 
and has been waged since unrelentlessly. The 
only change until to-day, oceurred when sev- 


eral Republicans voted for Clark. Marous Daly, 
the bitter personal and business enemy of Clark 
and the backer of Dixon, declared that Clark 
could not be elected, and the black flag has been 
kept at the masthead. 

Last night the Clark men held a caucus and 
agreed to vay | with their man to the finish, 
though many leading Democrats were urging a 
compromise on a third man. 

To-day the big auditorium was packed with 
people to witness the last struggle. There was 
order until Annear, a Republican, voted for 
Clark. Yells of “Traitor!” and ** Throw him 
out!” followed, and when five other Republic- 
ans followed it looked like astampede. The 
vote showed that Clark was two short of a ma- 
jority. A motion from the Republicans that 
the joint assembly adjourn without date was 
followed by great disorder. The eleven Dixon 
men voted with the Republicans and carried 
the question by a majority of one, and amid 
confusion and several personal rows the meet- 
ing dispersed. 

Mr. Clark says that his position receives the 
indorsement of all Democrats in Montana who 
insist that the majority mustrule. He believes 
that it will have a salutary effect on the party, 
and is already entered in the fight two years 
hence, when two Senators will be elected. 
Other Democrats are reconciled to the situation 
because they say it means the end of million- 

aire domination in the party. The sympathy 

of the party is almost wholly in favor! of Olark 

~ against the Democratic minority led by 
xon. 

The Republican candidates for the Governor’s 
appointment are Senator Sanders, Mayor Man- 
tle of Butte, ex-Gov. White of Dillon, Chairman 
T. H. Carter, and L. H. Hershfield of Helena. 
It is impossible to predict to whom the appoint- 
ment will go.

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| CANADA'S CHOLERA WALL 


STRONG BARRIERS ERECTED BY 
THE DOMINION. 


NINE QUARANTINE STATIONS, PROVIDED 
WITH EXCELLENT SANITARY APPLI- 
ANCES—ALL VESSELS TO BE DISIN- 
FECTED AND IMMIGRANTS FOL- 
LOWED—PREVIOUS VISITATIONS. 


OTTAWA, March 2.—Up in this northern lati- 
tude the possibility of a cholera outbreak next 
Bummer is being as anxiously discussed as in 
the United States. If the dread disease obtains 
@ foothold on Canadian shores it will not be for 
lack of precautionary measures by the Do- 
minion Government. All that modern science, 
aided by liberal grants, could suggest, has been 
adopted. With the opening of navigation there 
will be in operation along the Atlantic and 
Pacific seaboards a quarantine system equal to 
any in the world. These precautions apply 
equally well to all the main lines of travel be- 
tween Canada and the United States, stretching 
along the three-thousand-mile frontier. 

If Canada is prepared for the grim spectre 
the credit rests with the newspaper press, 
which only after several months’ agitation, 
with the co-operation of boards of health, 
awakened the Federal Government to @ sense 
of the gravity of the situation. For years the 
Canadian quarantine system has been notor!i- 
ously imperfect, the absence of any epidemic 
alone serving to allay popular apprehension re- 
garding the country’s needs. 

For years past Dr. Montizambert, the chief 
quarantine officer, has annually drawn atten- 
tion in his reports to the deficiencies of the 
service. There was a complete lack of hospital 
accommodation, while the disinfecting appar- 
atus was of the most antiquated type. Last 
year’s cholera outbreak in Europe, however, 
directed public attention once more to the sub- 
ject. Investigation proved that all the stations 
were unprepared should the emergency arise. 


In the remaining weeks of the Summer months 
the Government awakened from its lethargy and 
hastened to make up fer lost time. The recent 
appropriations for quarantine will exceed $200,- 


Under the Canadian Constitution, commonly 
known as the British-North America = the 
subject of quarantine was assigned exclus vely 
to the Federal Government. ‘he Governor in 
Council, under the act of 1872, has the power 
to make such regulations as he thinks preper 
concerning the entry or departure of vessels at 
the different ports or places in Canada, and 
concerning the landing of passengers or cargoes 
on board the same, as may be thought best cal- 
culated to preserve the publio health, and for 
insuring the due performance of quarantine 
by vessela, passengers, goods, or things arriv- 
ing ator in the neighborhood of any port or 
place of Canada to which he thinks it right for 
the preservation of the public health that such 
regulations should apply, and for the thorough 
cleansing and disinfecting of such vessels, pas- 
sengers, goods, or things. Moreover, in addi- 
tion to having control of the maritime quaran- 
tines, the Federal Goyernment is charged with 
the obligation of enforcing the due performance 
of quarantine in respect to persons, goods, or 
things conveyed by land, so as to prevent, as far 
as possible, the introduction or dissemination of 
disease into or in Canada. 

There are nine maritime quarantines estab- 
lished by proclamation, viz.: Grosse Isle, which 
guards the Guit of 8t. Lawrence; Halifax, Pic- 
tou, Sydney, and Hawkesbury, in Nova Scotia; 
8t. John and Chatham ia New-Bruns wick, Char- 
lottetown in Prince Edward Island, and Victoria 
in Rritish Columbia. The most important of 
these are Grosse Isle, Halifax, and Victoria. 
Grosse Isle is open from April 15 to Dec. 1—the 
season of navigation by the 8t. Lawrence route 
—and during that period an average of about 600 
vessels, carrying 25,000 immigrants, ls subjected 
to inspection. Halifax, although open all tho 
year, has little immigrant travel except during 
the Winter months. Victoria is always exposed 
to the introduction of infectious diseases from 
China, Japan, and the Philippine Islands. 

These three principal quarantines are now 
being equipped with the most modern and elli- 
cient disinfecting appliances known to sani- 
tarians. 

At Grosse Isle three steam disinfectors, 24 
feet long by 812 feet square, have been lately 
placed in position. These are capable of steriliz- 
ing 4 baggage of 600 immigrants a day. 
There is a sulphur oxide blast placed on board 
a small steamer for the fumicating of the hold 
and cargo of a vessel on which infectioue dis- 
ease has been found, and a bichloride of mer- 
cury drench, which plays an important part in 
the process of disinfection. On the island are 
detention houses for steerage passengers and 
hospitals for the sick. Buildings for the recep- 
tion of cabin passengers are to be erected in the 
Spring. Hulifax and Victoria are to be sim- 
ilarly equipped. 

As respects land qaarantines,it does not ap- 
pear that anything more can be done than to 
make an inspection of trains crossing at the 
principal points ofentry into Canada. What 
Canada fears is laxity at the United States 
port quarantines. Ifthese are etlticiently guarded 
and the plague prevented from effecting a lodg- 
ment in the country, land quarantines will be 
unnecessary. 

Grosse Isle is about twenty miles below Que- 
bec, in the 8t. Lawrence River. The isolation is 
perfect. A Dominion cruiser will watch all in- 
coming vessels, and, if they have disease aboard, 
order them to report at quarantine. In addi- 
tion, vessels showing a clean bill of health will 
be obliged to submit to the sterilization process 
on arrival at Quebec. A large disinfeotor is 
now being erected on the Louise Embankment 
in that city. The steamship owners have shown 
no inclination te carry immigrants irrespective 
of the conpepeneen- In @ recent conference 
with the Minister of Agriculture, the represen- 
tatives of the various transatlantic lines agreed 
to co-operate with the Federal authorities in 
adopting precautionary measures. An under- 
standing was reached that no immigrants from 
infected couutries will be carried. 

A national sanitary conference, representing 
the Federal and Provincial Governments, con- 
cluded its labors here Feb. 2. It adopted the 
following report: 

“ Tnat the following maritime quarantine stations 
—viz., Grosse,Isle, Halifax, 8t. John, and Williams 
Head—should be ae Se me with deep-water wharves, 
steam cylinders, bichloride tanks, sulphur blasts, 
suitable water supply, hospital accommodhtion, build- 
ings for the detention of various classes of passen- 
gers, and with such other requirements as pertain 
to 8 first-class station; that in the opinion of the 
committee it is mecessary that provision should be 
made whereby quarantine inspection by properly 
trained medical officers be established at Rouse’s 
Point, St. Albans, McAdam’s Junction, and at such 
other points of entry from the United States as may 
be decided on as necessary according to the circum- 
stances, and that euch points of,entry be equipped 
with disinfecting plants, houses of detentivn, and 
such other appliances as may be necessary for efli- 
ciently protecting the country against the introduc- 
tion of cholera. 

“Further, that at Winnipeg, the entrepét of im- 
migrants east and weat, a fully-equipped quarantine 
be established and maintained. That in the opinion 
of the committee it is urgent in the public interest 
that the supervision of the various quarantines be 
under the charge of an experienced quarantine 
otticer appointed by the Federal Government, who 
shall direct such quarantine measures as the emer- 
gency shall demand for the protection of the coun. 
try, and he shall from time to time inspect such sta- 
tions with a view to maintaining them in a state of 
efficiency. 

“That in the case of vessels coming from foreign 
orte they shall report for medical examination be- 
ore they receive customs entry. Should infectious 

diseases have occurred on the voyage, or in case of 
infectious diseases being found on board, the medical 
officers gape by the Government shall order 
such vessel to report for inspection and disinfection 
at the nearest querantine station. 

‘That in the opinion of the committee it is neces- 
sary for the ety of Canada that the baggage of 
every immigrant coming into Canada during periods 
of foreign epidemic be disinfected by the methods 
olpeser recommended by the committee, and that 
such disinfection be performed at the regularly ap- 
pointed quarantine or branch stations. Vessels 
coming from infected European ports, in case in- 
fectious diseases have occurred on the voyage, shall 
be disinfected and detained at the regular quarantine 
stations. Vessels having had cholera on board dur- 
ing the voyage shall be infected and detained at 
quarantine during five days atleast. That in the 
opinion of the committee itis necessary during the 
epidemic period that immigrants should be followed 
to their destination. That this can be done by the 
Government insisting that every shipping company 
shall provide each immigrant, while on shipboard, 
with a health ticket of a form satisfactory to the 

narantine and Provincial Health Officers, which 
sball bea passport of health to the point of destina- 
tion and to officers wherever inspection takes place. 
All manicipal Health Ofticers shall be notified of im- 
migrants arriving within their districts by letter or 
telegram from the quarantine to a Provincial or 
State Health Officer. 

“The following do not angly te immigrants who 
are provided for elsewhere. en a train arrives at 
a station, and the passengers do not come from a 

Jace where disease is epidemic, they will be allowed 
i proceed; where passengers are not sick, but are 
coming from an infec istrict, the disinfection 
will be made of their clothing, an 
lowed to proceed on condition that they reportto 
the clerk of the municipality to which they are 
bound. The quarantine officer will notify said clerk, 
and also the interested Provincial Board of Health. 
When there are posssngete sick, or apparently sick, 
they will be landed at an infected disease hospital. 
Passengers occuping the same car will be detained 
forty-eight hours, while effects they brought on the 
game car will be disinfected. They will then be re- 
leased on condition that they report to the clerk of 
the municipality to which they are bound.

1832, The first commission of a sanitary 
nature aguinst the introduction and spread of 
cholera was established at Quebec in Februar 
of that year. bsequently & Board of Healt 
was organized and regulations passed for the 
inspection and sequestration of ships coming 
trom infected ports. The cholera, having pre- 
viously appeared in New-York, Boston, and 
other Diness a the United States, notwithstand- 
ing that it has been reported to the contrary, 
fires appeared in Canada at Quebeo, where it 
was introduced by the shipping on June 3, 
1832, and spread at once its destructive influ- 
ence in the neighboring parishes. It was in 
Montreal on June 10, Thence it extended its 
ravages to most of Upper and Lower Canada, 
and disappeared entirely at the end of October, 
having lasted in all about four months. 

The second outbreak came in 1834. At its 
first appearance, in the latter part of May, in 
the a station at Grosse Isle, it was of 
so mild a character that it was not considered 
to be confirmed Asiatic cholera, and it pre- 
served its mild form fora short period. It as- 
sumed, however, a more violent character 
through Canada atthe end of July and during 
the month of Augnat, but finally disappeared 
with the month of September, and the Sanitary 
Commissioners had a high mass of thanksgiving 
chanted in the cathedral of (Quebec on Oct. 2. 

The third outbreak, which is for Canada the 
cholera of 1849 while for somo countries it is 
the soounge of 1847, and for othera of 1848, 
seems to have entered Canada at Kingston, 
Ontario, where it made its Ln pen at the 
end of 1849. The pestilence had previously to 
that date appearéd ip several parts of the 
United States, and was at that time rapidly as- 
cending the Mississippi! and the Missouri Riv- 


ers. 

The fourth epidemic took place in 1851. It 
was introduced from the United States and 
Quebec was the firat city to receive it The 

sease spread throughout Canada. It appeared 
in rather a mild form in August. 

The fifth epidemic was in 1854. The disease 
first entered Oanada at Quebeo on June 20, 
when two emigrant ships arrive’ from England. 
From Quebeo, apparently following the course 
of the immigrants in their journey west, the 
plague soon reached other Canadian cities. The 
epidemic ceased in the latter part of Septem- 
ber, having lasted about three months. The 
number of deaths from cholera throughout 
Canada since 1832 js estimated at upward of 
25,000, but the data are very incomplete. 





A BIG FIRM GOES UNDER. 


—_—-—_> -— 
THE CAUSES WHICH LED TO THE FPAIL- 
URE OF LOUGHLIN & M’MANDS. 


PHILADELPHIA, March 2.—C. A. McManus of 
the brokerage firm ef Lowghlin & McManus, 
with an office in the Drexel Building, Philadel- 
phia, to-day applied in Common Pleas Court 
No. 3 forthe appointment of a receiver for the 
firm. Judge Gordon appointed John 8. Hop- 
kins, cashier of the People’s Bank, receiver. It 
is alleged that dissatisfaction among the mem- 
bers of the firm regarding its management was 
the cause for the receivership application, 
but it was admitted at the office that the 
firm has failed. The extent of the assets or lia- 
bilities could not be learned. The drop in 
Reading, Lehigh Valley, New-York and New- 
England, and other local listed stocks is the 
cause of the embarrassment. The firm had no 
contracts on the Stock Board, and only individ- 


ual depositors willsuffer. The firm, which did 
u argo business, is composed of Robert Lough- 
lin, C. A. McoManus, and William King, and was 
established Noy. 4, 1571. 

The primary cauee of the failure was due to 
the firm having its assets locked up in the cer- 
titicates of indebtedness issued by the Public 
Buildings Commission. The latter bodys, in an- 
ticipation of reimbursement out of city ap- 

ropriations, issued between $700,000 and 
£500,000 of these certificates. The refusal of 
City Councils to make an appropriation to the 
commission for this year rendered it impossible 
for the holders to be reimbursed. 

For years a large share of the transaction of 
this firm has consisted in discounting the paper 
of public officials, and warrant discounting was 
aspecialty. They took up at a discount the 
major portion of the certificates of indebted- 
ness issued by the commission to contractors 
and found themselves with fully $500,000 of its 
paper when the cyclone of Councilmanic and 
popular indignation struck that body witb the 
immediate result of a rejection of an apprupri- 
ation and an anti-climax in the appeal to the 
Legislature for ite abolition. 

o make matters worse, the validity of the 
certificates was Sm ponenen. by City Solicitor 
Warwick and by the leaders of the movement to 
have the commission legislated out of office. 

The firm of Loughlin & MoManus, therefore, 
found itself ata critical financial period, with 
ite assets—in great measure acquired by loans— 
locked up in paper that has actually gone to 
protest, because unredeemed by the commis- 
sion. . 

The Chairman ofthe Stock Exchange at 3 P. 
M. made this announcement: “Loughlin & 
McManus announce that they Lave placed their 
business in the hands of a receiver, and that 
they have no unsettled contracts nor indebted- 
ness.” 

The house was particularly known to have 
been long in Reading and Lehigh Valley at the 
beginning of the recent crash in these securi- 
ties. The firm was a strong bull in Keading, 
and the shock, coming so suddenly as it did, 
threatened to carry them under with the first 
heavy break in the market. They weathered the 
attack, however, and, although crippled and 
shaky for some days, managed to bear up under 
the strain until this morning the conclusion 
Was reached that it was useless to try to hold 
out against the adverse conditions any longer. 

The tailure, although regarded as a bad one, 
has fortunately not a dollar of obligations in 
the Board of Brokers. The liabilities are scat- 
tered, chiefly among the banks, it is said. 

The banks called margins on the firm and re- 
quested them to build up severalloans of pretty 
large dimensions, and unable to do so, largely 
frem the fact that many of their customers 
failed to respond, the house was forced to go 
under. 


COCK FIGHTERS CAUGAT. 


ONE IS AN OFFICER AND MAY LOSE 


HIS COMMISSION. 


Hawirax, N. 8, March 2.—A number of promi- 
nent men of sporting inclinations in this city 
have been conducting cock fights in the suburbs 
with birds imported from Boston. The last 
birds were received from England. 

The police have been trying to bring the own- 
ers and spectators before the courts and have 
at last succeeded. A main was held two days 
ago, for large stakes, at which there were sixty 
spectators, and the authorities have the names 
of twenty-five who were present. There is 
much interest in the case, owing to the social 
standing of the principals. 

One of those who has been summoned to ap- 
pear is Lieut. McGowan, an ollicer of the Royal 
Artillery, and another is John T. Lithgow of the 
Dominion Government Bank. Five spectators 
were tined to-day, and the second baton, includ- 
ing the military officer and the banker, who are 
said to be part proprietors of the birds, came up 
for trial on Monday.

GOV, TILLMAN OBSTINATE 


HE WILL FIGHT THE RAILROAD 


CASES TO THE END, 


THE CONTEMPT CASES TO BR TAKEN 
TO THE UNITED STATES SUPREME 
COURT ON HABEAS CORPUS—AN EP- 
FORT TO MAKE THE QUESTION ONE 
OF STATE RIGHTS. 


CHARLESTON, 8. C., March 2.—Goy. Tillman 
&ppears to have definitely decided to press the 
railroad contempt cases—lately heard before 
Judges Goff and Simonton in the Circuit Court 
here—to a hearing before the Supreme Court of 
the United States. The method to be pursued, 
it is understood, is to file a petition in the Su- 
preme Court at its meeting on Monday next 
for a writ of habeas corpus to bring one or 
more of the Sheriffs lately committed for con- 
tempt by the Circuit Court before the Supreme 
Court, with a view to their discharge. That 
court will probably issue the writ and bring 
before it the Sheriffs who have been committed 
and admit them to bail pending the hearing 
of their cases, the court fixing a convenient 
day for the argument. 

It cannot be told, of course, what day the 8u- 
preme Court will fix, but, in some cases, two 
or three weeks have elapsed between the day 
when the petition was filed and the day ef the 
hearing, and that, too, in cases where the At- 
torney General of the State has moved for the 
writ. 

Rumor has it that neither Mr. Samuel Lord 
nor Speaker of the House Ira B. Jones, who 
represented the State in the argument before 
the Circuit Court, will take any part in the ar- 
gumentin Washington. It is said that J. Ran- 
dolph Tucker will appear with Attorney Gen- 
eral Townsend in moving for the writ. The 
wicked say that Mr. Tucker has been given only 
& small fee from the Governor's Contingent 
Fund, and that the rest of his compensation 
will be contingent upon his success in securing 
the liberation of the Sheriffs now in custody. 

Of the four Sheriffs committed for contempt, 
Sheriff Nance of Abbeville has purged himself, 
but his fine of $500 has not been remitted, 
though he himself has been discharged from 
custody, Sheriffs Tyler of Aiken County and 


Gaines of Anderson are at home sick, and 
Sheriff Riser alone is at the hotel here by 
leave of the United States Marshal. 

Itis not known whether petitions for habeas 
corpus will be filed in the cases of all the 
Sheritfs, or whether only a test case will be 
made. The pressing of the proceeding is said 
to be entirely the work of Gov. Tillman, and 
opposed to the advice of all of his legal advisers 
in this State. It seems that Gov. Tillman read 
one of the cases uf habeas corpus in the Vir- 
ginia coupon cases, and announced, or imagined, 
that he was a better lawyer than any counsel in 
the case, and thereupon issued his now cele- 
brated ‘‘confidential circular” to the Sheriffs, 
instructing them to levy on the property of the 
railroad companies and to disregard the orders 
of ‘the United States court in Charleston.” 
He ordered that the property be not released 
when the rules to show cause and restraining 
orders were served upon the Sheriffs, and he is 
Dow urging On the contest before the Supreme 
Court. 

Lawyers here very generally concur in the be- 
lief thatthe Supreme Court will not interfere 
in the matter, unless the Cireult Court had no 
jurisdiction of the original proceedings against 
the Sheriffs, on the ground that the proceedings 
against them were really suits against the State. 
Inasmuch as the Sheriffs in every case levied 
upon property which did not belong to the roads 
inthe hands of receivers, and in most of the 
eases On property of railroads outside of the 
State, the lawyers say that the Sheriffs were 
bold trespassers in making these levies and no 
more Officers of the State than any other per- 
sons committing illegalacts. Whether the great 
constitutional lawyer, Mr. Tucker, can sueceed 
in justifying the Sheriffs in their procedure re- 
mains to be seen. 

Meantime there are very perceptible signs of 
dissatisfaction among the more moderate of the 
supporters of Tilliman’s administration, with 
his rashness and contempt for any other au- 
thority than his own. 

Efforts have been madein some directions by 
persuns who do not openly profess Tillmanism 
—or Tillmania, as itis popularly known by the 
Governor's opponents—to throw over the Gov- 
ernor’s lawless proceedings the mantle of 
States’ rights, and to bewail the degradation 
of the State at the hands of the United 
States court. This is ail, of course, the 
result of the densest ignorance. The luw 
reports of this State, and of every State in the 
Union, as well as of the Supreme Court of the 
United States, are crowded with cases where 
Sheriffs or Jax Collectors—and the Sherifis in 
this proceeding are only Tax Colleotors—have 
been enjoined in the collection of illegal taxen. 
The only difference between this case and 
numerous others reported in the books is in the 
arbitrary, Unnecessary, and violent conduot of 
the present Governor of South Carolina, who 
seems to consider himself as much above the 
law as the Emperor Sigismund coneidered him- 
self above grammar. 


CANADA’S PROTECTIVE DUTIES, 





DALTON M’CARTHY GIVES NOTICE OF A 
BILL TO REDUCE THEM, 


OTrawa, Ontario, March 2.—Mr. Dalton Mc- 
Carthy, M. P., the Canadian jurist, who has 
bolted from the Tory Party, gives notice to- 
night of the following resolution: 


‘That since the introduction of the protective 
system sufficient time has elapsed for the establish- 
mentand development of such manufacturing in- 
dustries as under existing conditions can be success- 
fully carried on in Canada, 

“* Moreover, any manufacturers sheltered behind 
the rampart thus erected have tormed combinations 
and trusis which prohibit competition and create 
and maintain monopolies. 

“That the existing tariff, defensible only as a pro- 
tective measure, has proved in many instances op- 
pressive and burdensome to the great mass of the 
consuming classes, and especially to those engaged 
in agricultural pursguits, is unfair and unequal in its 
incidence, and has been productive of discontent 
verging on disloyalty among those who suffer from 
its injustice; that no sufficient reason has been 
adduced or exists requiring investigation respecting 
the foregoing facts, which —_ notorious, nor justify- 
ing delay in the pasgage of romedial legislation, 
which is imperative. 

“That in the opinion of this House the tariff ought 
to be at once amended in respect to the mattors 
herein indicated and also by the substantial reduc- 
tion of custom duties in favorof the United King- 
dom, in which markets all Canadian products are 
admitted duty free, and of those nations which, 
under treaty obligations with Great Britain, woulda 
be entitled to the same advantages, graduated, how- 
ever, 80 83 not unnecessarily to prejudice the busi- 
ness ofthe country nor to do wrong to those who 
have imported and paid dutiesin accordance with 
ite provisions. 

“And this House declares its readiness to make 
reduction in favor of such other portions of the em- 
pire or with such other foreign countries, especially 
the United States of America, as are willing to recip- 
rocate in mattersf of trade with Oanada on fair and 
equitable terms.’ 





The Rev. Dr. Dix’s Maryland Lawsuit. 

BALTIMORE, Md., March 2.—Counsel for the 
Rev. Dr. Morgan Dix of New-York and others 
in the suit brought against them by Catharine 
Fredericks to-day accepted a nollie pros. in the 
case. The defendants were unable to show 
ownership of all the land in controversy and 
decided on a nolle pros. so that another suit 
might be entered in the future. 

The suit is an oldone. It concerns the own- 
ership of the property known as the Iron Hill 
Farm, consisting of about 100 acres, near Mount 
Winans, Baltimore County, and variously esti- 
mated to be worth from $15,000 to $25,000. 

The suit is against the Rey. Dr. Dix and 
others, as heirs of Gen. John A. Dix and Jonn 
Priestly. Mrs. Fredericks claims the property 
by virtue of a deed she claims to have obtained 
from Samuel Lemmon in 1871.

THE WHITNEY OOAL DEAL, 


PROF, WELDIN OPPOSES IT IN THE CA-- 
NADIAN PARLIAMENT. 


OTTawa, Ontario, March 2.—The Whitney 
coal deal was the subject of an interesting de- 
Date in the Canadian Parliament to-night. 
Prof. Weldin, M. P., who has opposed the 
consummation of the deal since its in- 
ception, brought the matter to the at 
tention of the House of Commons. Com- 
plete information, he said, had been 
forwarded to Lord Rosebery, and he was satis- 
fied the Imperial Government wonld protect the 
interests of the empire. The whole deal, he 
said, was hatched in Boston on Dee. 8 last ata 


conference between Whitney, President Yan 
Horne of the Canadian Pacific Railroad, and A. 
A. McLeod, President of the Philadelphia and 
Reading Coal and Iron Company. 

The people of the Maritime Provinces feared 
that the coal supply of Nova Scotia would by 
this deal be gathered in by the great Pennsyl- 
vania coal monopoly. Their magnificent coal 
areas were given by King George IL of Eng- 
land to the Duke of York, who, becoming 
hard up, pledged the mines to London jew- 
elers, and thus turned the black diamonds into 
white diamonds to adorn the necks of his fair 
but frail comp nions. 

The London jewelers did not appreciate the 
mines, and the Maritime Provinces suffered in 
consequence for over thirty years from this 
blighting monopoly. Finally, the people rose in 
their might aud obtained control of the coal 
areas, which it was now proposed to hand over 
to another and more dangerous American 
monopoly. 

The question was the most important since 
the confederation to the people of the Maritime 
Provinces, and Prof. Weldin warned the Goy- 
ernment that no monopoly would be endured 
by the people of those provinces. He made a 
strong appeal to the Government to exercise 
the right of veto over the acts of the local 
Legislature legalizing the deal. 

Sir John Thompson, while admitting that the 
deal was one fraught with danger to the Proy- 
ince of Nova Scotia, declared that the Parlia- 
ment of Canada had no power to interfere. The 
act legalizing the dea’ was one within the juris- 
diction of the Provincial Legislature, and effect- 
ed solely Provincial rights. He thought the fact 
that Canadian capital was largely interested in 
the Whitney Company was a sufficient guaran- 
teo that American influence would not be used 
in bringing these valuable coal areas under the 
eontrol of the great coal monopolies of the 
United States. 

He apprehended no danger would result from 
the deal to imperial interests, and said the fact 
that, though information regarding the matter 
was in the hands of the British Government, no 
action had been taken was sulflicient proof that 
the imperial authorities saw little danger in the 
transfer of these coal properties to an American 
combination.

PATERSON OFFICIALS MUST SHOW CAUSE 
IN A TAXATION MATTER. 





PATERSON, N. J., March 2.—A pretty quarrel 
is on between the Board of Aldermen of Paterson 
and the Board of Chosen Freeholders of the 
County of Passaic. Last May the latter board 
voted to raise $349,000 for county purposes, 
being the largest sum ever asked for by the 
county by $100,000. The city charter of Pater- 


s0n makes it the duty of the Board of Aldermen 
toraise the amount required for State and 
county purposes, as Well as for city expenses. 

The board had just been deprived of ail con- 
trol over public works and over the police by 
two commissions then created, and were not in 
an amiable mood, so that when the county 
asked for such a large increase for its budget, 
the Aldermen felt that the time had come to as- 
sert their own independence, and they declined 
to raise the required sum, appropriating instead 
about $70,000 less than the county demanded. 

Nothing was saidor done by the county au- 
thorities to indicate what they were going to 
do in the matter, and the Aldermen felt that 
the county people were afraid to have their 
acts tested in the courts. At all events, as 
their counsel said, the Aldermen would get out 
of paying the money this year, as it would take 
a@ year to get a decision from the courts, even 
ifthe county dared to try it. The Paterson 
city charter requires the City Treasurer to pay 
over to the County Collector all State and 
county taxes by Deo. 20. 

That date went by, and the city was $158,000 
short in its payments to the County Collector, 
including about $85,000 of State school taxes. 
The latter have been usually paid on Feb. 1, 
when the County Collector is required to pay 
such moneys to the State Treasurer. But that 
date went by, and the City Treasurer still de- 
clined to pay up. Finally the county authori- 
ties woke up and resolved to take action to aa- 
sert their rights, and they instructed their 
counsel to take proceedings to collect the 
money. 

Application was made last Saturday to Judge 
Dixon for a rule to “show cause,” which he 
granted, and this afternoon the rule was served 
On the Mayor and Aldermen, the Controller, and 
the City ‘Treasurer, requiring them to show 
cause before the Supreme Court on Maroh 21, 
why a writ of mandamus shall not isssue com- 
pelling the Aldermen to appropriate, raise, and 
orderthe payment ofthe remainder of $153,000 
to the County Collector. 

The case Will raise a good many questions of 
interest bearing on the relations between the 
city and county Governments in New-Jersey, 
which are almost always strained.

CRISFIELD, Md., March 2.—A battle took place 
last night between the dredgers and the Vir 
ginia police schooner. About 9 o’clook Crisfield 
was startled by hearing the heavy boom of can- 
non and reports of rifles. The dredgers were 
doing effective work in Tangier Sound on 
Woman's Marsh when Capt. Reed came up and 
opened fire with bis cannon. The dredgers re- 
plied with rifles, and so rapidly were the rifles 
discharged that the flashes of the guns looked 
like fireflies in amarsh. Itis reported that the 
police schooner was obliged to withdraw.

During the season he carried oif 
first prize at all the jumping competitions. A& 
H and Lake Grove, Walpole, at a picnic Aug. 
1, 1883, he won the three-jump competition, cov- 
ering 39 feet 3 inches, thus beating George W. 
Hamilton’s best record of 39 feet 1 inch. 

On July 4, 1882, at South Boston, he won the 
three jumps with 38 feet, defeating P. J. Griffin 
and J. J. Galvin. He also won the stan 
high jump. Oot. 18, 1888, he defeated Arthur 
Finnegan of Brookline at the old Boston Union 
Ground in a standing jump, standing hop, step, 
and jump, and in the three running jumps.

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SUSTAINS THE ANTI-TRUST LAW. 


PECISION GIVEN BY JUDGE PUTNAM OF: 
THE UNITED STATES CIRCUIT COURT. 


Boston, March 2.—Judge Putnam ofthe United 
States Circuit Court has just given a decision 
sustaining the Sherman Anti-Trust law. The 
decision is given in the case of the United States 
‘Versus Patterson and others, officers of the Na- 
tional Cash Register Company, who are charged 
with violating the law in connection with their 
dealings with the Lamson Cash Railway em- 
ployes. 

The indictment contained many counts, and 
several are sustained. Those which are thrown 
out were held insufficient on other grounds. 
Judge Putnam gave his decision by word.of 
mouth, saying: 

“Oounts5and 10 allege a purpose to de- 
stroy competition, without alleging any intent 


| to engroas or monopolize the cash register{ busi- 


mess asawhole. The words ‘ trade’ and * com- 
mmérce’in the statute mean the same thing, 
‘though usually two words. The word —_ 
‘merce’is broader than ‘trade.’ In my judg- 
nt, the sense of the word ‘ trade’ is a of 
common-law expression ‘restraint of 
‘trade,’ and by the rule of interpretation must 
be so construed. 

“The words ‘ restraint of trade’ lead directly 
‘up to the constraction of the statute. The 
statute mentions ‘contract combination or 
conspiracy in restraint of trade,’ and these 
terms may be classed thus: ‘Oontract in re- 


‘straint of trade,’ ‘combination in a of 


” and ‘ conspiracy in restrajnt of trade.’ 

“ Classified thus, the last two classes, a ‘com- 
Dination’ and ‘conspiracy in restraint of trade,’ 
take their color from the class ‘ contract in re- 
straint of trade.” 

Judge Putnam stated that the statute was 
Very far-reaching in its pur ana strived to 
te reach and punish offenses in other States, and, 
as many of the defendants ae employes 
merely of the defendant, he would say that the 
court would lean strongly against such a con- 
atruction of the statute, and requested the Dis- 

ot Attorney to select from among the de- 
mdants such as he would like to try and nolle 
pros. the indictment against the others.

PINANCIAL AFFAIRS, 


New-York, Thursday, March 2—P. M. 

The professional traders controlled to-day’s 
stock market. Their principal operations were 
in the industrials, and it suited their purpose to 
make prices appear exceedingly strong. The 
opening prices were below yesterday’s final fig- 
ures, but the weakness was only momentary. 
Sugar was started at 120%, a decline of 11s, and 
it fell to 120, but within fifteen minutes it was 
up to 124%. For the remainder of the day it 
fluctuated within 2 points, closing at 124, a net 
gain of 24s points.

The extra dividend, it is now thought, will tako 
the shape of an jadditional 24% # cent. each 
quarter in place of an out-and-out payment of 
10 # cent. 

National Cordage opened 1% lower, at 58, on 
the reported disruption of a pool. That, how- 
ever, was the lowest price made for it during 
the day. It advanced to 63%: in the early after- 
noon,and closed at 62%, a net gain of 31g points. 
The pool which has been dissolved is not the bix 
one which has been manipulating the price for 
many months, but a less important combina- 
tion. The old pool demonstrated its strength 
by marking up the price of the stock to-day. 
Cotten Oil was fairly active, and both the com- 
mon and preferred stocks made material gains. 
The other industrials were nearly all higher. 

There was not much done in the railway mar- 
ket. Prices were strong, in sympathy with the 
movement inthe industrials. Reading closed 
4g higher, notwithstanding its unfavorable 
statement for January; butthen no one paid 
much attention to the figures in view of the 
misleading statement made public less than a 
month ago by President McLeod.

Abstract of Circular 
ISSUED BY THE 


Northern Pacific Railroad 


TO ITS STOCKHOLDERS. 


The Directors of the Northern Pacific Railroad 
Company in their review issued February 28 last, 
of the report of the committee appointed by the stock- 
holders at their annual meeting on October 20, 
1892, show that the acta complained of by the 
committee were authorized or approved by, and 
were for the best interests of, the stockholders. 

The policy of constructing branch lines was adopt- 
ed many years ago on the recommendation of the 
stockholders for the purpose of opening the com- 
pany’s lands to settlement, securing the business of 
adjacent territory, and protecting the Northern Pa- 
cific territory against the encroachment of rival 
transcontinental lines. It was not expected that 
these branches would be profitable when taken by 
themselves; but when treated as a part of the North- 
ern Pacific system, by reason of the inorease of busi- 
ness, a gain is shown in the net earnings of the main 
line of about $3,170,000 for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1892. The Directors refer to the following 
branch lines, the acquisition of which was specially 
criticised by the committee in its report, namely: 


PUGET SOUND AND ALASKA STEAM- 
SHIP COMPANY. 


By the acquisition of this steamship line the com- 
pany maintained its hold upon the Puget Sound 
traffic and secured the long haul to St. Paul and Chi- 
cago. This steamship traffic forms an important 
item in the earnings of the main line, and these earn- 
ings show a net profit to the Northern Pacific Com- 
pany of more than 23 per cent. upon the entire cost 
of this steamship line for the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1892. 


ROCKY FORK AND COOKE CITY RAIL- 
ROAD. 


The acqnisition of this railroad, including a contract 
with the Coal Company, has effected a saving to the 
Northern Pacific Company of fally $500,000 a year 
in cost of coal, If this branch road were credited 
for transporting this coal, is would show a net 
profit of 8 per cent. upon its cost to the Northern 
Pacific for the fiscal year onding June 30, 1892. 


NORTHERN PACIFIC AND MANITOBA 
RAILROAD. 


The building of this line was originally undertaken 
by the Provincial Government of that Province, to 
connect with the Duluth and Manitoba at the bound- 
ary line of Manitoba. The Government, failing to 
complete the work, offered the road and franchise to 
this company, which offer was accepted by the 
Northern Pacific, to secure to the Dul uth and Mani- 
toba Branch the benefits originally anticipated from 
its construction. The earnings from the traffic in- 
terchangeda with this line show a net profit to the 
Northern Pacific Company of over 4 per cent. 
upon its cost for the fiscal yearending June 30, 
1892. 

SEATTLE, LAKE SHORE AND EASTERN 
RAILWAY. 

This road was acquired to protect the Northern Pa- 
cific Company’s interests on Puget Sound. At the 
time of its purchase it was earning a surplus over 
its fixed charges. When creditea with the business 
it brings to the main line, it shows a net profit of 
12.4 per cent. for the six months ending December 
$1, 1892, on the cost of the stock purchased by the 
Northern Pacific. 

SEATTLE BELT LINE. 

This line was projected to supply railroad facill- 
ties to the manufacturing and other industries 
which are being located along the shores of Lake 
Washington. Its completion has been delayed be- 
cause ot the general depression of business in that 
region. Ten miles romain to be built, and when 
completed this line will be of mach advantage to the 
company, a8 it will give it the command of trafic 
certain to be developed within a few years. 

WISCONSIN CENTRAL LINES. 


The lease of these lines was y b of 
the encroachments of other Chicago roads into 
Northern Pacific territory and to enable this com- 
pany to reach that important railroad centre and 
make connections with ;the Eastern trunk lines. 
The lease waszmade on April 1, 1890, and was ap- 
proved by the stockholders of the company by & 
unanimous vote at the annual meeting in October, 
1890. These lines are distinct from the terminals at 
Chicago and Milwaukee, and, taken separately, show 
a net profit since the lease to the Northern Pacific 
of $191,705.61. 

CHICAGO AND NORTHERN PACIFIC 
RAILROAD. 


The lease of this property was made to secure nec- 
essary terminals at Chicago. The amount due to 
the Northern Pacific for advances to this company is 
not $1,071,597.84, as stated in the committee’s re- 
port, but $376,398.61, for which the Northern Pacific 
holds ample collateral. The committee shows that 
the value of this property in Chicago is worth sev- 
eral millions of dollars in excess of its funded debt. 
The Northern Pacific owns over $15,000,000 of the 
capital stock of this company, being a controlling 
interest, which at current prices is worth $2, 000,- 
000 in cash. 

CHICAGO AND CALUMET TERMINAL. 

By the acquisition of this property the Northern 
Pacific, through the Chicago and Northern Paotfic, 
obtaineda belt line connecting with every trunk line 
entering Chicago and reaching many of the im- 
portant industries in that oity. The Chicago and 
Northern Pacific terminals in Chicago are so located 
as certainly to bring in other railroads as tenants, 
and thus derive from the revenue of such tenants 
and from suburban business 4 net income more than 
sufficient to pay interest upon the cost Contracts 
have alreacy been effected with three railroads, and 
negotiations are now pending with three others for 
the use of these terminal facilities. 

LOANS. 

The loans criticised by the committee in its report 
aro shown to have besn made on terms favorable to 
the company. They form a part of a syndicate loan 
representing a large portion of the floating debt, 
which syndicate loan was effected and renewed 
largely through the influence of the Ohairman of 
the board, confidence having been inspired by his 
individual subscription of $725,000, nearly one-tenth 
of the entire syndicate loan. 

CONDITION OF THE PROPERTY. 


The Directors’ review alludes to thejmention made 
by the committee of the excellent physical condition 
of the property, of the good operating management, 
of its extensive and conveniently-located terminals, 
ofthe steady growth and improvement of the terri- 
tory tributary to the road, and that all indications 
show a healthy growth, while a carefal study of the 
property encourages confidence in its future. 

CONOLUSION. 

The Directors conclude their review of the report 
by calling attention to the fact that the surplas 
earpings for the fiscal year ending June 80, 1892, 
were over $450,000, and for the six months ending 
December 31, 1892, amount to nearly $1,500,000, 
after deducting all rentals, interest on funded debt, 
sinking funds, guarantees on terminals and their 
bonds, and all charges of every kind whatsoever ac- 
cruing during that period.

setts by the authoritative declaration of Post- 
master Hart thathe is a candidate for the Re- 
pubijican nomination for Governor this Fall 
Mr. Hart’s intention to resign the Federal office 
has been well knewn for some time, but the 
reasows for his haste to leave the Federal serv- 
fice have not been known and hardly even gus- 


pected. 
Mr. Hart himself let the cat out of the 


bag last week. It was at a dinner of the 
Chickatawbut Club at Hotel Thorndike where 


r. Hart wasa guest, He would not make a 
orma! announcement te the club, but he was 
trawn into friendly conversation with a news- 
paper man to whom he made no secret of his 
plans, saying: *‘ I have thought it all over ver 
carefally, and decided ‘that I will be a candi- 
date for the nomination, and you may say that 
the batile is now on.” 

This somewhat unexpected announcement 
has caused a flutter among the local politicians, 
who, since the election of Senator Lodge, have 
settled down to the pleasant pastime of watoh- 
a their friend the enemy. : 

ir. Hart has always been a Republican, and 
as such was elected from Ward 15 to the Com- 
mon Council in 1379, 1830, and 1881. In 18582 
he was nominated by the Republicans for Al- 
German and was elected, also serving in that 
Sapacity for the years 1835 and 1586, He 
served on a great many important committees. 
' As a rule when speaking he was brief and 
to the point, but at times he is known to have 
epoken with so much emphasis as almost to ob- 
tain a reputation for eloquence. The depart- 
ments of the City Government in which he took 
the greatest interest were the finances, the 
etreets, and public improvements generally. 
He was much interested in the park system, 
and was always ready to back up the Park Com- 
missioners in their estimates for appropria- 
tions. 

In 1886 he was nominated for Mayor, and 
again in 1887, but was defeated. In 1888, how- 
ever, he defeated the redoubtavle Hugh O’Brien 
by nearly 2,000 majority. He continued Mayor 
until Mayor Matthews assumed the chair in 
1891, after defeating Moody Merrill. 

Gen. John M. Corse was Postmaster of Boston 
during the time that Mayor Hart was at the 
head of city affairs. The two men were there- 
fore thrown frequently together on public occa- 
sions and club dinners, and Mayor Hart fre- 
quently took occasion to express his high 
appreciation of Gen. Corse’s businesslike ad- 
ministration of the Post Office. He was one of 
the very few of the Republican supporters of 
Postmaster Corse when the Harrison Adminie- 
tration came in, and in the fight that followed 
for Gen. Corse’s place Mr. Hart was final- 
ly brought forward as a compromise candi- 
date. After a good deal of long-distance firing 
between Boston and Washington, Mr. Hart was 
finally selected as Postmaster Corse’s succes- 
sor, to the latter's great satisfaction. Post- 
master Hart has kept the Federal office out of 
politios, and has himself escaped the charge of 
offensive partisanship. As soon as Mr. Cleve- 
land’s election was certain last November, Mr. 
Hart promptly announced that he should re- 
sicn his office on March 4—a statement that he 
has reiterated since in public and in private. 

Mr. Hart’s parents were members of the Con- 
gregational Church, but during his early mar- 
ried life he attended the Universalist Church 
For some years past be has been a leading mem- 
ber of the Church of the Unity. He was Treas- 
urer of this church for six years, and also Chair- 
man ofthe standing committee. He has been 
connected with a large number of charities and 
has always been willing to extend a helping 
hand. Heis atemperate man. The only pleas- 
ure he indulges in is the driving of a pair of 
browns, which recreation he enjoys immensely. 

He is a man of great regularity and is very 
simple in his tastes. He rises at 7 o'clock, 
breakiasts at 8, and looks over all the morning 
papers. He then goes down town, generally 
drivingin his own carriage. He spends the 
morning atthe Mount Vernon National Bank, 
of which he is President, and frequently lunches 
at the Parker House at noon. 





TOPROTEST AGAINST MR. EDWARDS. 
——— 
FYPOGRAPHICAL UNION MEN DO NOT 
WANT HIM FOR PUBLIC PRINTER. 


WILMINGTON, Del., March 2.—A dispatch sent 
out from this city Monday atated that the 
announcement in the Philadelphia Record that 
President-elect Cleveland had tendered the po- 
sition of Public Printer to Charles W. Edwards, 
publisher of the Wilmington Lvening Journal, 
is said here by friends of Mr. Edwards to be 
true. 

This rather surprising announcement that 
Mr. Cleveland had promised a very important 
ag oflice in advance of his inauguration 
nay be accepted as true by “friends of Mr. Ed- 
wards,” but the prevailing impression here is 
that the announcement is entirely upanuthor- 


ize 

The Philadelphia Record publication did not 
®ay that Mr, Cieveland had tendered the posi- 
tion to Mr. Edwards, but was simply a brief 

aragraph annonncing that ** Proprietor Charles 
W. Edwards ofthe Wilmington #vening Journal 
will become Public Printer.”’ 

It is a fact, however, that Mr. Edwards is a 
candidate for the oftice, and for some time past 
he has been engaged in making a quiet but in- 
dustrious canvass. He has secured the in- 
dorsement of Mr. Bayard and Senator Gray, 
and of a large number of the leading and jnfiu- 
ential Democrats of this State. 

The fact of Edwards’s candidacy did not he- 
come generally known until Monday, and it 
has raised a decided commotion in the ranks of 
the local labor organizations, especially in con- 
nection with the assertion that the place has 
been tendered to him by Mr. Cleveland. 

Among printers Mr. Edwards has a reputa- 
tion as a “rat” of the most ample proportions, 
and the local typographical union has already 
started on the warpath to combat his official 
aspirations. 

A protest was entered before Mr. Bayard by 
an officer of the local union, and communica- 
tions have been forwarded to the officers of the 
Jnternational Typographical Union, informing 
it of the state of affairs, and urging it to take 
immediate steps to protest against the appoint- 
ment. 

Mr. Edwards is a native of Jamestown, N. Y., 
and is about forty years of age. After an ex- 
perience in the composing rooms of New-York 
and Chicago papers, during which his connec- 
tion with various strikes gained for him the ill 
will of the typographical unions, he came to 
Wilmington and for a while was foreman of 
the Morning News. A strike which resuited in 
making the paper non-unien was a feature of 
his management of the Vews composing room. 

In the Summer of 1888, Edwards, in company 
with Fred kL. Bach, Senator Higgins’s private 
secretary, started the Lvening Journal.

Fifty Families Evicted by Fire. 

BeEercen Pornt, N. J., March 2.—A fire which 
occurred at Constable Hook at 2:30 oNwlock 
this morning destroyed seven buildings and 
rendered fifty families homeless. The fire 
originated in oneof arow of frame buildings 
used for stores and tenements, the occupants 
being mostiy Hungarians.

BEAR-SCARED GLEN COVE

VILLAGE FULL OF MEN -AND-Wo- 


MEN WHO-ARE “MIGHTY *UNB«ASY? 


MANY PERSONS HAVE SEEN THE-BRUTE 
PROWLING ABOUT THE TOWXN—HE’s 
NO MYTH, BUT A REAL GENUINE 
BEAR—HUNTS EVERY NIGHT—SOME 
TALK OF SETTING A TRAP. 


GLEN Covsz, L. L, March 2.—The reign of ter- 
for is thoroughly established in this village. 
Few men venture out after dark, and many 
Women will not leave the security of their 
honses at any time. The entire population has 
developed habits of domesticity. 

The cause of all this trouble is said tobe the 
big brown bear of which some account has been 
given in to-day’s NEw-YoRK Times. That some 
such animal is abroadon Long Island there is 
mo.doubtatall He has been seen at various 
times by quite a dozen people. It is reported 
that one well-known habitant of the Oyster Bay 
district who met the quadruped, took the first 
train to White Plains and immediately placed 
himself under treatment, firmly believing that 
he had “got ’em again,” bigger than ever. 
Many other more reliable persons, however, 
have interviewed the animal, and the authen- 
ticity of the story is beyond dispute. 

The original discovery of the brute was made 
by Mr. Frazer, gardener to Mr. C. A. Dana. 
This was a week ago last Monday. At firat his 
yarn was not credited, in spite of James Hol- 
loway, Mr. Pratt’s foreman, who has the super- 
Gntendance of Pratt’s woods, bearing witness 
that he had seen the track of some huge four- 
footed animal on the beach at East Island. 
| A few days afterward, however, Jerry Rea- 
gan, a well-known man about those parts, ran 
Amto his home with beads of cold perspiration 
standing on his brow and his burly frame shak- 
ing with fright and fear, and announced that he 
had met the devil. On being pressed for a de- 
scription of his Satanic Majesty he said that he 
‘was brown and hairy, about the size of a don- 
key, and walked on four legs. Young O’Brien, 
footman to Mr. Duryea, corroborated this story 
in all except that he did not think it was the 
Bpirit of Darkness who had accosted them, but 
just a big, brown bear. Se said the animal 
stood on his haunches and put up his hands for 
all the world like a picture of Jim Corbett. 

The place where these worthies encountered 
Bruin was just outside a saloon on Pratt’s 
Road. David Byrnes, who lives close by, im- 
mediately set out to investigate the mystery, 
and sure enough he found the track of the quad- 
ruped distinctly visible in the snow at the place 
Reagan and O'Brien had indicated. He de- 
ecribes the footprints as resembling those of a 
human beetle-crusher, except that it was 
broader and not so long. Four and a half by six 
inches is the estimate he gives, and he says that 
the imprint of huge nails was distinctly visible. 
Following the trail for half a mileor more, he 
found the place where the bear had evidently 
laid himself down in the snow fora roll. Here 
seratchings were noticed far too deep and large 
to be the work of a dog or other domestic 
animal. 

For nights after this, hunting parties were 
organized under the leadership of the three 
brothers Byrnes. Stalwart villagers sallied 
Yorth with ail sorts of weapons. Pitohforks, 
crowbars, sticks, lassoes, and, it is believed, 
even empty beer bottles were carried out to do 
battle against the, as yet, unoffending brute. 
“Dave” Byrnes brags that he took a gun and 
fourteen shelis loaded with No. 1 shot. But 
mota sign of the bear was seen until last 
Wednesday night. Then as Patrick Hurley was 
walking along Dosoris’s Road about 10:30 
e’clock he saw the brute not twenty yards be- 
hind him coming at double-quick pace. 

Pat did not wait to make minute inquiries as 
to Bruin’s business, but beat the local record 
from this point to the house occupied by the 
Brothers Byrnes. Here he arrived with his 
maturally ruddy complexion bleached as white 
as the outside snow, and, before he had finished 
his story, John O’Brien, a brother of the man 
who beheld the intruders some ten dayr before, 
@rrivedin an equally agitated condition. He 
had been behind the bear and as fearful to pro- 
eeed as Hurley was to stay. 

Again the trio of the Byrnes family with their 
‘visitors went out and saw the traok, in all par- 
tieularsthe same as before. But nowhere could 
the animal be found.

The mystery is, where did he come from? Itis 
—, 100 years since native bears have 
m seen in this, locality, and there are no re- 
ports of abear being lost from any traveling 
show or menagerie. Seme think it may have 
come across the ice from John H. Starin’s col- 
lection on Glen Island; but this is thirteen 
miles away, and itis donbdtful if the Sound has 
ever been completely frozen over. One old in- 
habitant insists that he saw the same animal in 
the “Zoo”’ at Central Park, and is firmly con- 
vinced that the whole of the New-York col- 
lection has been letloose into Pratt’s Wood, to 
forage for themselves, until the profitable show- 
ing time comes again next Summer. This man 
keeps bis room and sends out for his drinks. 

The interloper is artful and keeps out of sight 
during the dmy, or doubtless he would have a 
bad time of it. As itis, his next appearance is 
likely to be made lively for him, as all the vil- 
lage is under arms. Some ofthe more enter- 
prising epirits are, however, eagerly discussing 
the best form oftrapto catch him alive, and 
the most likely bait to entice him. 

One rustic suggested that Reading Kaillway 
stock was the thing *‘ bears’”’ most appreciated, 
and mentioned that he had some slight experi- 
ence on Wall Street.

A PROVISION 
ORS 


REGARDING CONSTRUCT- 
MYSTERIOUSLY INSERTED. 


WASHINGTON, March 2.—The Naval Conatuct- 
ers are mystified at the appearance of a pro- 
vision in the Naval Appropriation bill, making 
all Naval Constructors eligible to appointment 
as Chief Constructor, referred to in last night's 
dispatches to Tur Times. So little had the 
constructors to do with the paragraph, that 
the publication this morning was the first in- 
timation they had of the clause. The curious 
feature about the paragraph was that it ap- 
peared between the time it left the House and 


the time it entered the Senate. In the House 
bili as it came from Mr. Herbert’s committee 
there was no mention of the constructors. 
When it was taken upin the Senate the other 
day the provision described was apart of one 
ofthe first paragraphs of the bill. 

In the printed copies which were distributed 
the type indicated that the clause had beena 
provision of the House, and when it was taken 
up in the Senate there was an amendment, in 
the shape of an addition. The clause as it 
stood on ite appearance in the Pe body made 
every constructor down to a Lieutenant, @ 
Commander inclusive, cligible to appointment 
ge Chief Constructor, and the Senate extended 
the eligibility to Lieutenants.

“MEW-YORK PUBLIC FAILS PROPERLY 
TO APPRECIATE LIVE POULTRY. 


‘The-crowing of the cooks, the cackling of the 
hens, the squawking of the geese and ducks, 
and the cooing of the pigeons which have been 
brought together, to the number of nearly 3,000, 
at the Madison Square Garden, at the fourth 
annual exhibition of the New-York Poultry and 
Pigeon Association, attracted yesterday only a 
small number of visitors. At no time during 
the day was tlie attendance of visitors numer- 
ous enough to do away with the impression 


that had it not been for the exhibitors. who are 
al ime, the prize birds 


It is a great show, but the public does not care 
for it, apparently. The managelm appreciate 
this, as they have toin view of the emall pa- 
tronage, but they are still hopeful. One of them, 
speaking yesterday, said: * Poultry and pigeou 
shows are given in all the small cities and 
towns every season. We wind up the exhibi- 
tion season with this grand show here, and all 
the prize winners at the other shows bring their 
crack birds here. This is a sort of climax to 
all the poultry and pigeon shows, you see, for 
about all the birds entered here have been prize 
winners eleewhere, and to win a prize here is 
the height of a breeder’s ambition. Well, we 
win the ——, but we don’t get the people to 
come and see us win them here as we do at the 
smaller shows. I guess you people here in 
New-York don’t care for poultry unless it’s ona 
plate with a rich brown gravy. We will educate 
you up to it, though; see if we don’t.” 

The educating process will go on to-day and 
to-morrow. Then all the prize chickens, ducks, 
geese, pheasants, pigeons, &c., will be crated up 
and taken back to their native feeding grounds, 
unless in the meantime they shall be sold to 
covetous fanciers, as many of them are being. 
In fact, the buying and selling is no small 
feature of this annual show. The statement 
was mado by an officer of the association yes- 
terday that not less than $10,000 worth of fine 
stock will have changed handsduring this show. 
W. K. Vanderbilt will not have to part with his 
fine Houdans because “ bis man” entered them 
in the catalogue ata nominal instead of an ex- 
aggerated value, as it is eustomary to do. It 
turne out that the buyer, James Forsyth of 
Owego, has no desire to deprive Mr. Vander- 
bilt’s Idlehour poultry yards of their prize 
birds, but gave notice that he would take them 
at the catalogue price simply to head off other 
buyers.

NEW COFFEE EXCHANGE RUMOR, 


SAID THAT IT MAY BE ABSORBED BY 
THE PRODUCE EXCHANGE, 


Talk was heard down town yesterday of a 
possibile absorption of the Coffee Exchange by 
the Produce Exchange. For purposes of nego- 
tiation the affair is called a proposed union. It 
is said that a committeo of the Coffee Exchange 
has the matter in hand, with the assurance 
that, should absorption be desfred, strong forces 
will be put at work to carry out the scheme. 

The Coffee Exchange isin good shape finan- 
cially. Itowns land next to the Cotton Ex- 
change, bought to build upon, but held simply 
for rentals, building plans having been aban- 
doned. Various good bonds are also in the 


treasury. Estimates so far made are that the 
property of the Exohange shows a value of 
about $600 for each of the 180 memberships, or 
more than $100,000 altogether. 

The proposition discussed is for the transfer 
of the members of the Coffee Exchange as a 
body to the Produce Exchange, the latter ac- 
quiring the former’s assets. Produce Exchange 
seats have been sold at auction within six 
months at about $650. 

Opposition to any change is centred in the 
older members of the Coffee Exchange. Mem- 
bers who want active employment in some mar 
ket are behind this effort as they were behind 
the former effort to join with the Cotton kx- 
change.

Among 
the bronzes is an articulated dragon largely 
composed of iron, but finished in bronze, flame- 
shaped excrescences, and alarge crayfish, two 
feet long, made of bronze and highly finished. 


Some of the koros of bronze are extraordinary 
triumphs of casting, having animals and men 
in high relief. A queer Japanese bronze has 
two birds emerging from the opposite sides of 
a jar, their heads rising up to form handles. 
To-morrow afternoon Chinese porcelains will 
have their turn; they are of all colors, and, 
in many instances, beautiful in shape. On 
Monday afternoon the ivory carvings will take 
haif the time of the sale to themselves, fol- 
lowed by the jades, by more porcelains from 
China, by stands and cases of teakwood and 
mahogany. 

There have been large sales of Oriental cera- 
mics and curios of late, some with good finan- 
cial results, others with discouraging returns, 
but, on the whole, there seems to be a steady 
demand for objects from China and Japan as 
good as those imported by Raymond and Van- 
tine for the last-ten years. For the success of 
sales on a given afternoon much depends on the 
weather; if it is blustering there is generally a 
poor attendance, and objects go for prices com- 
paratively low.

VESSELS THAT ARRIVED YESTERDAY 
HAD SEEN NOTHING OF HER. 


With one or two exceptions, all westward- 
bound vessels that could be considered as over- 
Que have safely reached port, but none of them 
Drought any news of the missing Naronio, the 
big White Star freighter which sailed from Liv- 
erpool Feb. 11 and has not since been heard 


4 from. 


At 3:50 o’clock yesterday afternoon, a steam- 
ship was sighted south of Fire Island. The ves- 
gel showed no signals, but the observer tele- 
graphed to the city that he was sure thatit was 
the Naronic. The news was a greatrelief to the 
White Star agents. They immediately cabled 
the report to Liverpool. A few hours later they 
had to cable a contradiction, as the vessel 


turned out to be the Atlantio transport liner, 
Mobawk, fourteen days out from London. Her 
Captain brought no tidings of the belated voy- 
ager. 

The Hamburg-American Packet Company’s 
steamship Suevia was among the arrivais yes- 
terday. ‘The vessel ran short of coal during the 
voyage and had to put into Boston for a fresh 
supply. Other arrivals were the Neptuno and 
Kitty from Southern ports and the Aller from 
bremen. The latter vessel was signaled off 
Fire Island at a late hour last night. 

Shipping men think it quite likely that the Na- 
ronic’s machinery is disabled, and that she is en- 
deavoring to make the Azores under sail. Being 
achooner rigged, her sail power is very small, 
but under favorable circumstances it is caicu- 
lated that she could accomplish about fifty 
miles a day. Steering for the Azores would take 
her out of the route of transatiantio vessels, and 
this would account for the fact that she has not 
been reported by any of the incomers,

HE LEPERS OF MOLOKAI 


SETTLEMENTS WHERE HAWAIIAN 
SUFFERERS ARE KEPT. 


THEIR LOT MADE AS COMFORTABLE AS 
POSSIBLE—GOOD FOOD, PLENTY OF 
SHELTER, AND HORSES FOR EVBRY- 
BODY—HOW VISITING STATESMEN 
ARE RECEIVED. 


“The Island of Molokai, which holds the leper 
settlement, in the Hawalian group is about 
eighty miles from Honolulu,” said E. C. Mac- 
farlane, who is assisting the deposed Queen's 
representatives in presenting her case at Wash- 
ington, to a New-YORK Times reporter this 
woek. ‘‘ There arefaboutl, 100 wretches who are 
suffering in all the various stages of the disease 
at the settlement, and whenever a new case is 
discovered inany of the other islands, under 
the laws of the country the victim is removed 
to Molokai. There is no help for it. 

“The sufferers go to the island to associate 
with others who are stricken like themselves, 
and there they remain until they die. This 
period depends much upon the constitution of 
the unfortunate victim. In most cases it is 
from four to seven years between the appear- 
ance of the disease and death. Sometimes it is 
longer, but not often. 

**Most of the victims now there are native 
Hawaiians. A.few are Americans. The whites 
seem much lesseusceptibie to the disease than 
the-natives. A visitto the settlement és full of 
interest.” 

Mr. Macfarlane said that he had visited the 
settioment at Molokai abouta year and a half 
agoas one of acommittee from the Hawalian 
Legislature, and had thus learned something 
of the life of the lepers, and to some extent had 
become familiar with their condition. The 
disease he did not consider contagious, and, 
while the present methods of segregation are 
in existence, there was little or no danger to 


visitors or to whites who might settle on any of 
the group of islands making up the ex-Queen’s 
domain. 

“Ttissaid that seven years may elapse be- 
tween the time the leprous poison enters the 
systemandany visible sigue of the disease,” 
said Mr. Macfarlane. “‘ When it appears, the 
viotim is taken to Molokai, and henceforth is 
doomed to remain there in circumstances de- 
pendent much upon bis financial condition and 
the disposition of his friends and relatives. 

*“Bome of the lepers live in fine houses, which 
they have built with their own means, or which 
bave been provided by sympathetic friends. 
Each of these has his own tract of land to till. 
He has books to read. His house is fur- 
nished to suit his taste, and all the luxuries of 
the kingdom are within his reach. The best that 
the markets afford is on his taple. He may en- 
tertain as oxtensively as.ja possible with such a 
limited social circle as the settlement affords. 
He bas nothing to do but wait, with grim death 
slowly and certainly coming upon him. 

“The Government is bound to provide for 
those who have no means. There are several 
settlements or villages on the island, and to 
some extent the sufferers are classified in these. 
Generally they till the soil, which is a good 
thing, not only because it gives them some- 
thing to distract their attention from their own 
sufferings and the sufferings of their associates, 
but also because it is a healthfal thing for them. 

«The Superintendent of the Island lives apart 
from all the patients in a house surrounded by 
a high stone wall, within which no leper may 
come. His position is not one which would’ be 
sought for by most men, but he need associate 
very little with the stricken subjects over 
whom he has control. Physicians and nurses 
are employed who attend to the wants of the 
stricken people and they report tothe Superin- 
tendent. 

“One might imagine that this se’‘'ement 
would be a gloomy place, filled with beiu.xs who 
were in abject misery, the abode of suffering, 
with no sunshine or any bright side to life. 
This is a mistake. The lepers seem to be happy. 
Many of them spend their leisure time in gam- 
bling. They own horses, and nearly everybody 
is an expert rider. They have picnies, gala 
days, and all manner of celebrations. The cas- 
ual visitor would say they were a happy, easy- 
going race, who had as much enjoyment as the 
average of human beings—perhaps more than 
the average. 

“The visite of the committees from the Legis- 
lature are made the occasion of great festivi- 
ties. The day is looked forward to from the 
time when itis first announced, and when the 
visiting statesmen come they are received with 
a procession which, for picturesque beauty, is 
unsurpassed. The houses are decorated. Every 
one is at his best, and the visitors are met at 
the steamship landing and escorted to the 
Superintendent's house. 

“The procession is one of the most peculiar 
which could be gotten up anywhere. Men, 
women, and children, ali on horseback, make it 
up, and their costumes are striking and unique. 
The women ride astride, and they have a atyle 
of dress which is not down in any of the fash- 
ion plates. They wind about their bodies and 
legs long streamers of the most brightly colored 
fabrics. These form not only their dress, but 
the saddle, and are of all colors of the rainbow. 
Imagine a hundred or more stout Kanaka 
women, decorated in this way, fiying 
at a canter up the road, while behind each the 
ends of these red, white, and blue streamers 
trail out over the horse’s tails to a length of six 
or eight feet. They look like a group of circus 
ridersin unusually bright costumes. In the 
distance they seem to be well, and itis only on 
a near view that traces of the disease may bo 
discovered. Even when their disease has 
reached an advanced stage they joinin these 

arades, escorting the visiting members of the 
Ponisiatare. 

“On these occasions they have an opportunity 
to state any grievance they may have, and they 
avail themselves of the opportunity. They are 
born speechmakers, and they harangue the com- 
mittee, sometimes with force and eloquence. 
They are, in fact, wéll treated, but they com- 
plain of everything. They want a new Superin- 
tendent, they say, who will be more kind and 
sympathetic. They want relief from work in the 
fields. They want more bread and meat in their 
weekly allowance from the Government. They 
want better houses and they want more horses. 
In short, they take occasion to present a general 
list of grievances. The lawmakers listen pa- 
tiently and they appear to be satisfied. 

“Their numbers are not increasing very 
rapidly and there seems to be no especial rea- 
son for the new cases which fromtime to time 
appear.” 





The Proposed Sewing Machine Trust. 

A dispatch from Newark, N. J., printed yes- 
terday, stated that a combination of the leading 
sewing machine manufacturers in this country 
had been proposed, and also that the Domestic 
Sewing Machine Company was the prime mover 
in the matter. 

It was learned yesterday that a number of 
companies have been endeavoring to effect such 
a@ combination ever since October, but so far 
nothing has come of it, though it has not been 
givenup. The originators of this proposed con- 
solidation are the Standard Company of Cleve- 
land and the Domestic Company of New-York. 
The other companies interested are the Davis 
Company of Dayton, Ohio; the New Home Com- 
pany of Orange, N. J., and the White. The 
Binger and the Wheeler & Wilson. two of the 
strongest manufacturers in the country, have 
refused to go into the scheme, 

The plan of consolidation is that a new con- 
cern be formed, with a stock capital of $12,000,- 
000. Of this, $6,000,000 is supposed to repre- 
sent the value of the assets. put in by the 
companies who will go into it. The other 
$6,000,000 would be obtained by the sale of 
bonds. 

itis expected that the companies would save 
money by the reduction of expenses in the sale 
of machines. At present thisis the greatest ex- 
pense the companies have to contend with. In- 
stead of having three or four offices in New- 
York, as at present, the new combination would 
have but one office, and thus would save a large 
sum of money for reut and help.

ANGRY DEBATE IN PARLIAMENT. 
— 


AN EFFORT TO TAKE THE GOVERNMENT 
BY SURPRISE DEFEATED. 


LoxXpDoN, March 2.—In the House of Commons 
to-night, T. W. Russell, Liberal-Unionist mem- 
ber for South Tyrone, moved to adjourn in 
order to direct attention to the statement of 
Justice O’Brien at the opening of the Munster 
Assizes that such lawlessness prevailed in 
County Clare that there was no security of life 
or property. A heated debate followed. Mr. 
Morley, Chief Secretary for Ireland, and sev- 
eral Irish members denounced the Justice's 
statement asa misrepresentation of the facts 
for political purposes. Not only had there 
been no increase of crime in County Clare 
under the present Government, they con- 
tended, but, on the contrary, a slight but 
steady decrease. 

Mr. Balfour, leader of the Unionists, ques- 
tioned the correctness of this assertion. The 
Government, he said, had deliberately shut 
its eyes to a series of the most dastardly crimes 
that ‘had ever disgraced Ireland. 

Col Saunderson, the champion of the men of 
Ulster, supported Mr. Balfour, and denounced 
the Irish members as defenders of persistent 
criminals. He said that they were always in 
sympathy with murderers. 

William Redmond, Parnellite leader, chal- 
lenged Col. Saunderson, amid Irish cheers and 
Opposition laughter, to repeat these words out- 
side the House. Col. Saunderson offered to re- 
peat them anywhere. Before the vote the Op- 
position whips were busy bringing in every 
available member as they hoped to be able to take 
the Government OF surprise with au adverse 
majority. The division, however, resulted in 
the defeat of Mr. Russell’s motion by 260 to 
215. The announcement of the figures evoked 
loud Liberal cheers. 

After the House had gone into Committee on 
Supply, with J. W. ellor, Liberal for the 
Sowerby Division of Yorkshire in the chair, the 
Conservatives tried to raise a discussion of the 
Egyptian ocoupation on the vote of an extra 
grantto complete the agency house in Cairo. 
Mr. Mellor resisted the attempt and eventually 
was assisted by Thomas Sexton, anti-Parnellite 
for North tend who made a scene by accusing 
the Conservatives of trying to intimidate the 
Chairman because they regarded him as inex- 
perienced in his parliamentary duties. 

Sir John Gorst protested that Mr. Sexton’s 
accusation was unfounded, and that the raising 
of the Egyptian question on the proposed extra 
gTant was perfectly regular. Mr. Balfour asked 
the Chairman for a clear definition of the 
pga on which he had given “* this novel rul- 
ng against the disoussion of the Egyptian 
question.” 

Sir William Harcourt, Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, appealed to the Chairman to say 
whether or not it was competent to discuss the 
foreign policy of the Government on a vote of 
£200 for drains in a Government office. [Laugh- 


ter. | 

Mr. Mellor reiterated his previous declaration 
that such disoussions on supplementary votes 
wero irregular. Mr. Sexton then attempted to 
speak again, but was howled down with angry 
cries from the Conservatives: *‘ Withdraw!” 
**Name him!’’ “He insulted the Conservative 
Party!’ * Shame!” 

Sir Henry James and Joseph Chamberlain re- 
peated Mr. Balfour’s question as to the grounds 
of Mr. Meillor’s ruling. Mr. Mellor again defined 
his position firmly and clearly. The storm then 
subsided, and the vote for the Cairo building 
Was passed without further diseussion. 

In the House of Lords to-day the Bishop of 
Chester introduced a bill which proposes to 
place the retail sale of spirituous liquors under 
the control of local licensing boards, the profits 
to be devoted to the reduction of the rates. The 
general outlines of the plan are similar to those 
of the Gothenburg system. 

Tho Archbishop of Canterbury, the Earl of 
Kimberley, and the Duke of Westminster spoke 
in favor of the Dill, and it then passed its 
first reading, Several members of the temper- 
ance contingent of the House of Commons 
listened to the debate. Subsequently in the 
lobbies they declared that they would not ac- 
cept the measure.

CANADIAN CONSULAR AGENTS. 


—_>—_—. 
THEY MAY 800N BE APPOINTED TO 
WASHINGTON AND ELSEWBERE. 


OTTAWA, Ontario, March 2.—Minister of Fi- 
nance Foster in the House of Commons to-day 
announced that the British Government had 
consented to the appointment of Canadian Con- 
salar Agents at Washington and other foreign 
capitals. 

At the last session of the Canadian Parliament, 
Dalton MacCarthy proposed a motion, which 
was indorsed by the Government, providing for 


negotiations with the Imperial Government to 
bring about a fuller representation ef Canadian 
interests at Washington and elsewhere. 

in the House to-day the Minister of Finance 
stated that he and the late Premier, Sir John 
Abbott, while in London last Summer held a 
conference with Lord Rosebery. The latter 
then pointed out that serious difficulties lay in 
the way of giving Canada representation at 
jeetgn capitals with Aimbassadorial functions. 
The imperial authorities, Lord Rosebery said, 
were willing to grant to Canadian Consular 
agents at foreign capitals whatever advantages 
could possibly be given through the Embassy or 
the Minister representing Great Britain at any 
foreign capital. 

lt is likely that at no distant date a Canadian 
Consular Agent will be appointed to repre- 
sent Canada at Washington. The assistance 
promised by the British Government to Cana- 
dian foreign agents through English Ambassa- 
dors will probably lead to the appointment of 
Canadian agents at capitals of all foreign 
countries with which Canada has a large or an 
inereasing trade.

ARKANSAS LEGISLATORS APPLY THIS

LiTrLE Rock, Ark., March 2.—The Rev. Wal- 
lace Carnahan, rector of Christ’s Protestant 
Episcopal Church, the most fashionable church 
in Little Rock, denounced in to-day’s papers the 
Democratic members of the lower house who 
voted against the World's Fair Appropriation 
bill, and predicted that two yoars hence every 
one of them would desert the Democratic Party 
and vote solidly with the Populists.

LET A BEGINNING BE MADE 


—_—_—— 
MUCH “MIGHT BE DONE BY ELE. 
VATED RAILWAY FOLKS. 


THEY COULD GIVE MANY NEEDED Fa- 
CILITIES IF THEY WISHED TO DO 
Ss0—30ME OF THE THINGS THAT 
COULD BE DONE WITHOUT ASKING 
ANYBODY’sS PERMISSION. 


“ What's the matter with the Manhattan ‘ L’ 
Road giving us their ‘further facilities’ right 
off!” growled a prominent but disgusted rapid- 
transit advocate at the adjournment of the last 
Rapid-Transit Commission’s session. “ What are 
they waiting for? Whose permission? 

“They don’t have to get anybody’s permission 
to strengthen their structure by putting in a 
few more girders and to put on motors that can 
haul six or eight cars up a grade at speed in 
place of the little donkeys that now come al- 
most to a standstill with five cars on any sortof 
grade. 

*‘And whatis the matter with making and 
enforcing a few regulations, for which no per- 
mission is required, with a view to ‘facilitat- 
ing’ the loading on and unloading of passengers 
at stations! For example, by posting conspicu- 
ous signs at the stations and in the cara them- 
selves. which should read: ‘Enter the oar by 
rear door, leave by the front,’ and which could 
be pointed out by the conductors or guards, as 
our English cousins call them, at least one-half 
the time now used up in stopping at busy sta- 
tions would be saved. 

“ That regulation could be put in force to-day, 
and in thirty days from date the great majority 
of all passengers would be found streaming in 
and streaming ont, all atthe same time, as soon 
as the gates were open, in accordance therewith 
and without jostling each other. The cars would 
be emptied and filled in the twinkling of an eye, 
and off they go. As it is now almosta fight takes 
place at stations, during the crowded hours, be- 
tween the ingressors and ‘outgressors.’ The 
‘outs’ get it, of course, after awhile, and then, 
on the platforms at stations like Fourteenth 
Street, Twenty-third Street, and others, on all 
the lines, long waits take place with a confused 
turmoil and mingling of arms, legs, umbrellas, 
parcels, heads, and hats and canes. Just imag- 
ine women wearing crinoline in such a struggle. 


Why can’t we have just this one ‘faoility’ any- 
how, and rightaway? We need it badly for the 
saving of time and for comfort. 

* What's the matter, again,” said this: chronic 
grumpbler, *‘ with longer and more commodious 
station platforms, as a facility for more stand- 
ing roow, also that the front and rear ends of a 
train may be made avaliable in loading and un- 
loading passengers! The passengers ought not 
to be huddled together in such narrow places, 
like herds of cattle on their way to the sham- 
bles. And yet that appears to be the notion of 
the Manhattan management. 

**These facilities cost money, to be sure, and 
that is, perhaps, whatreally is the matter. ‘The 
Manhattan Company does not take kindly to 
the spending of money ou improvements merely 
for the convenience of passengers, of whom they 
are already sure. It is only when they can get 
an increase of traftico by opening up some new 
line, oF for theirown convenience and saving, 
that they are willing to make any expenditure, 
and even then they object to giving up money if 
they ean get the extension of their lines out of 
the city’s highways [ree of cost. 

“In Jay Gould’s time the Manhattan people 
wanted, and asked for, that portion of the earth 
known as Battery Park for the ‘improved termi- 
nal facilities’ that we have heard so much 
about, aud now they are reaching out for it again. 
They think they want it this time badly to 
build a loop, as they say, for the purpose of 
turning their trains and always having the 
motor go ‘ head on,’ instead of traveling Dack- 
ward like a crab. 

“There is no question about the desirability 
of Daving the motor turned round to go ‘head 
on’ in the interest of safety and om general 
principles of decency, as against makeshiftism, 
but the Manhattan Company doesn’t need Bat- 
tery Park and a loop for that desired object, 
including a yard for the storage of idle trains. 
They may think they do, but they don’t, and 
they will find it ditticult to get itinany event, as 
heretofore. 

“What they really need at the Battery is a 
nice little turntabie, for which they have al- 
ready ample room, and which could be put in 
and operated by one man—two at most—with 
the proper apparatus, It would be an inexpen- 
sive afiair, and when a motor came in with a 
train, and had to be uncoupled, of course, to go 
to the other end of the oars, it could proceed to 
the turntable and be turned about in a jiffy, 
even while coaling up. 

“Oh, yes, it is the turntable they need in- 
stead uf the loop. The loop, if it ve required, 
should be the cirouit of the city, and ror one 
fare, and there would probably be no objection 
on the part of anybody to giving an opportu- 
nity, under the proper conditions, to connect the 
up-town termini of the east and west side lines 
of the elevated road by a cross-town line. 

“If the Manhattan people would contine their 
asking of extension within reasonabie limits, 
and notinclude the whole earth, or atleast 
New-York City, they would find little opposi- 
tion to any real improvements, extensions, or 
otherwise, which they might project. One thing 
seems certain—they will get no leave to put up 
an elevated road in Broadway at any point, be- 
yonda mere crossing over it, nor upon the 
Boulevard, nor through any street or avenue 
which would interfere with a genuine system of 
rapid transit in the future, like that planned by 
the engineers of the Rapid-Transit Com- 
mission, which will some day be built by pub- 
lic or private capital when absolutely needed. 

“Let the Manhattan people stand aleof in 
this single direction, and they would probably 
be allowed to ‘develop’ and ‘ perfect’ their 
system by oxtensions elsewhere by putting ina 
third track—which, by the way, they are doing 
anyhow—for express trains, taking out curves 
by orossing private property, and changing the 
motive power to electricity, where no smoke, 
— coal gas, and other nuisances would 
exist. 

“ But to a degree they resemble the chorus of 
policemen in the ‘Pirates of Penzance,’ who 
keep on chanting and singing, ‘We go, we go; 
yes, we go to victory and to glory, yes, yes, we 
g0,’ till the patience of old Gen. Stanley being 
exhausted, he says: * Yes, but you don’t go.’ 

“Bure enough, they don’t go, and the ques- 
tion is, why den’t pony Ba to a certain point, 
anyway! There are lots of things they can do 
without waiting for anybody’s permission 
which will accommodate and please the people 
vastly better than they are doing to-day. The 
matter of light and heat, for instance, in both 
cars and stations could be improved at least 50 
percent. But we must wait, as usual, most 
likely till the thing becomes a hissing and a 
reproach, and to be borne no longer before re- 
lief can be had.”

LONDON SOCIETY INTERESTED. 


Lonpon, March 2.—The De Walden divorce 
pase came up to-day in the Divorce Court before 
Judge the Hon. Sir Francis Henry Jeune. Lady 
Howard De Walden brings the action for di- 
vorce, and her husband has answered by & 
sross cult. Lord Howard is a man of wealth, 
and is one of the great ground landlords of Lon- 
don. 

London aristocratic aociety has always taken 
® lively interest in the rather startling domes- 
tic differences of the De Waldens, and popular 
sympathy has oscillated between them. Lord 
Howard was formerly a member of the Seventh 
Hussars, in which regiment his brother-in-law 
isa Major. An important witness in one of the 
actions is Count Jean de Madre, a well-known 
» Parisian, and master of the foxhounds at Pau. 

His lordship is of distinguished lineage. The 
first Baron Howard De Walden was the son of 
Thomas, fourth Duke of Norfolk, by Margaret, 
daughter and heir of Thomas Lord Audley of 
Walden. The Barony dates from 1597, and six 
years later the first Baron was made Earl of 
Suffolk. As an Bari Marshal he was instru- 
mental in discovering the gunpowder plot. The 
granddaughter of the fifth Baron Howard De 
Walden married, in 1798, Charles Rose Ellis, a 
member of a distinguished Jamaica family. He 
Was created Baron Seaford. The son of this 
marriage, Charles Augustus Ellis, succeeded 
his great-grandfather in 1806 as sixth Baron 
Howard De Walden. In early life his lordship 
had been a Captain in the army, and was after- 
ward a distinguished diplomatist. He died in 
1868, when he was succeeded by his eldest son, 
Frederick George, the present Lord Howard De 
Walden and Baron Seaford. 

In the cases on trial to-day his Lordship ac- 


euses Lady De Walden of adultery with Count 


Jean de Madre and with Capt. Winter, and her 
ladyship seeks separation on the ground of 
alleged cruelties on the part of her husband. 
An illustrious array of counsel was present in 
court, Lord De Walden being represented by Sir 
Edward Clarke, Andrew Inderwick, Q. U., and 
J. ©. Coward. Her ladysbip is represented by 
Bir Henry James, Frank Lookwood, Q. C, and 
Richard Searle. 
The courtroom was crowded with women of 
fashion in gay costumes. Lady Blanche De 
“Walden was dressed in stylish attire, and 
laughed and chatted merrily with her mother. 
In his opening Sir Henry James stated that 
Lora Howard De Walden was married in 1876 
to Lady Blanche, who was the daughter of Will- 
iam Holden, Esq., being at that time nineteen 
years of age and his Lordship forty-six years. 
Mr. Jamea stated that his Lordship had fre- 
quently abused his wife’s parents and accused 
ber of theft on different occasions. He had 


twisted her arm and forced her on her knees, 
and thrown a heavy book at her in the presence 
of Major Graham, who intercepted the missile. 

His Lordship had also struck his wife witha 
hairbrush, drawing blood. He had also struck 
her with his fists, locked the doors upon her, 
and threatened to shoot her. He frequently 
returned home drunk, and developed hoggish 
habits. In June, 1888, the pair mutually agreed 
to separate, his Lordship rf to make an 
allowance to her Ladyship of 2360 yearly. His 
Lordship afterward graduaily withdrew their 
gon, Thomas Evelyn, born in 1°S0, from the 
control of her Ladyship, and withdrew the al- 
lowance in April, 1891.

Onoe 
when she went to the Goodwood races alone, 
his Lordship, learning of the fact, cursed her 
and struok her so severely that she was nearly 
senseless. 

Lady Blanche stated that she once found her 
husband’s conduct so intolerable that she de- 
termined to prosecute him, but Lady Ossinaton 
and Lady Harriet Bentinck urged her to do 
anything to avoid « scandal, and she yielded to 
their advice. Her misery continued. Her hus- 
band often spent the night in drinking and re- 
tired to rest at 10 o’clook in the morning, rising 
at5 o’clock in the evening. When drunk he 
fired revolvers about the house, and sometimes 
fired in the streets.

RIOTING IN HUNGARY. 


THREE OF THE RIOTERS AND A WO- 
MAN KILLED BY THE GENDARMES. 


Vienna, March 2.—A riot attended by severe 
fighting and bloodshed ocourred yesterday in 
the town of Bzoboszlo, Hungary. The cause of 
the outbreak was the imposition of new market 
tolis which the populace of Szoboszlo and of the 
Haiduck District generally strongly resented. 

A multitude of people both of the town of 
Bsoboszlo and the adjoining country were gath- 
ered in Szoboszlo yesterday, it being a regular 


market day for the townspeople and peasantry.’ 


As the authorities feared trouble an extra force 
of gendarmes was stationed at the market 
place. The people gathered in large numbers 
and began pelting the gendarmes with stones 
and mud. The latter were unable to resist the 
mob and retreated to the Szoboszlo Town Hall. 

There the gendarmes were quickly surround- 
ed, the populace endeavoring to enter the hall 
in pursuit of them. The latter barricaded the 
buliding and fired upon the furioug multitude. 
The people only grew more enraged, and woul

ed the gendarmes but for the timely arrival 
of reinforcements, which were summoned to the 
scene. Aftera long conflict the rioters were 
Sepereed, three of their number having been 
killed and many seriously wounded. 

Im addition to the rioters killed during the 
final conflict between the gendarmes and the 
populace a woman was killed by the fire of the 
gendarmes during the fight at the market place, 
an incident which added greatly to the fury and 
obatizacy of the mob.

NO BOODLING DISCOVERED

REPORT OF THE PANAMA INVES- 
TIGATING COMMITTEE, 


ANY CORRUPT ACTS AKK NOW HID- 
DEN BY THE LAPSE OF TIME—REO- 
OMMENDATION THAT THE POSTMAS- 
TER GENERAL BE GIVEN POWER 
TO BREAK UP COMBINATIONS. 


WASHINGTON, March 2.—The Panama-Pacifie 
Mail Investigating Committee met this after- 
noon and adopted a report prepared by Mr. 
Btorer, (Rep., Ohio.) The report recommends 
that in the future in all ocean mail contracts 
the Postmaster General insert a clause provid 
ing that whenever itis found that carriers en- 

Joying the benefits of the contracts enter into 
any combination in restraint of trade and com- 
petition, the subsidy shall cease, 

The committee did not feel compelled to go 
‘through the great mass of diplomatic papers 
and correspondence which has accumulated 
during the present century on the subject of 
transit across the Isthmus of Panama. 

It has examined the matter suMoiently 
to say that so far as the treaty of 1846 with 
New-Grenada is concerned, and so far as the 
concessions granted to and contracts made with 
the present Panama Railroad corporation aro 
concerned, there is no clear ground for tho as- 
sertion that any exclusive right to cross the 
isthmus wag ever in terms granted, or by impli- 
cation secured, either to an American corpora- 
tion or to a citizen of the United States, to the 
exclusion of citizens of any other country. 

There seems no ground, 6o far as the evidence 
before the committee goes, for the claim that 
the Government of New-Grenada or the United 
States of Colombia has ever guaranteed that 
the United States shall control the transit, or 
place any limitation on the legal rights of share- 
holders in the railway company, or restriction 
in the nationality of ita owners of stock. 

The committee has done its utmost in the 
limited time before it to investigate the charge 
that money was expended to prevent opposition 
in the company to the plans of the canal. It has 
been unable thus far to trace, directiy or indi- 
rectly, the expenditure of any money whatever 
in a corrupt way to influence the legislative or 
executive action of the United States Govern- 
ment. 

It may be that no investigation, however 
prolonged, after-this lapse of time, could be effl- 
clent in making such discovery, éven if such 
corrupt use of money was made. 

The report comments upon de Lessepa’s visit 
to the United States in 1879 and the remarkable 
change of sentiment that resulted. The Amert- 


can Committee was appointed to convey the 
impression that American capital and sympa- 
thy wete back of the enterprise. 

The committee furtber says that the Hon. R. 
W. Thompson became Secretary of the Amer- 
ican Committee, and resigned his place in the 
Cabinet. Mr. Thompson stated that on deciding 
on thisstep he notified the President, and the 
President acquiesced in it. is resignation 
under these circumstances caused no severance 
of the personal friendly relations between 
them. Testimony was taken by the committee 
showing that this action on the part of Becre- 
tary Thompson was a great disappointment and 
surprise to President Hayes, and he so ex- 
pressed himself to others. 

The committee finds that Mr. Thompson for 
the next three or four years was exceedingly 
vigilant in watching legislation, and most active 
and able in his efforts and influence to postpone 
the consideration of any legislation likely to 
work injury to the cause of the Panama Canal 
Company. 

8o far as the pong A goes it shows that Mr. 
Thompson did the work of the American Com- 
mittee. He supervised purchases for the ocon- 
struction of the canal, watched legislation, &c. 


The object of the contract between the Pacifio 
Mail Company and the Panama Railroad Oom- 
pany was to maintain rates above the level to 
which they wonld fall if free competition be- 
tween several routes had continued. 

It seems to be certain that a very large, if not 
an absolutely controlling, interest in the stock 
and Direotory of the Pacific Mail Company is 
owned by individuals and estates very largely 
imterested in the stook and Directory of the 
transcontinental roads, and it is proved that 
the same individuals composing a majority 
of the Directory of the Pacific Mal) at that time 
composed a majority of the Directors present 
at the meeting of the Panama Raliroad Com- 
oe *s Directory at which the contract of Feb. 

1878, between the Pacific Mail and the rail- 
road company was ratified and execute 

That this system has for fifteen years beon 
diminishing commeree between New-York and 
San Francisco, acrose the isthmus, is not denied. 
It is stated, as a justification, that the Trans- 
continental Railway Association, controlling as 
it did under these contracts the prices and 
traftic of the Pacifio Mail, used the latter as an 
active factor to defeat the competition of sail 
ing vessel traffic around Cape Horn, and thus 
were able to maintain the rates of the railroad 
foompanies as against those of sailing-vessel 
com petition. 

It is obvious that this did not tend to benefit 
Américan shipping or.tend to promote the 
merchant marine or the commerce of the United 
States. Itseems to the committee that this 
state of things cannot be beneficial to the 
general inter-State trade or commerce of the 
country, nor can it'see that itis of any particu- 
lar benefit to our trade with foreign countries. 

The committee recommends that, whenever, 
under the provisions of tho Mail Subsidy act, 
the Postmaster General shall enter into con- 
tract with any line of vessels, a clause shall be 
inserted in the contract to the effect that, if the 
steamship lines shall enter into any combina- 

jon or arrangement with omens lines of

WATERTOWN, N. Y., March 2.—The evidence 
has been coneluded before Judge Williams in 
the case of Dr. W. Seward Webb of the Adiron- 
dack and St. Lawrence Railroad, who is seeking 
to establish a private fish and game preserve in 
the big woods around Smith Lake, against Will-

WANT THE PLUMS THEMSELVES.

BALTIMORE'S METHODIST MINISTERS RE- 
FUSE TO ADMIT A CANADIAN. 


BaLtm™orze, Maroh 2.—The Mount Vernon 
Methodist EpiscopalCh urochand the First Meth- 
odist Episcopal Churoh of this city, two of the 
largest and richest churches of that denomina- 
tion in the South, met with a decided reverse 
to-day in the Baltimore Conference of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Churoh in session at Hagers- 
town. 

Mount Vernon wants as its pastor the Rev. 
Dr. John Ellis Lanceley of Toronto, Canada, 
and the First Church wants the Rev. Dr. T. P. 
Frost of Summerfield Churoh, Brooklyn. 

The contest was on the application of the 
Rev. Dr. Lanceley for a transfer to this confer- 
ence. According to the law of the Church, 
ministers from other conferences can be admit- 
ted to the home body by the assent of the pre 
siding Bishop. In the case of ministers coming 


from other lands, the Church law provides that 
they must be elected by the conference itwelf. 

Dr. Lanceley was to-day refused admission, 
by a vote of 121 t0 17. ‘The result was greeted 
with applause. It is the first time in many 
years that the Baltimore Conference has mani- 
fested such a decided opposition to the system 
of tr eg in ministers from other countries to 
take the plume in the annual appointments. 

The members of the conference seomed anx- 
ious to establish the precedent, as a bulwark 
against intruders. They say the conference is 
already overcrowded. Dr. Lanceloy may yet 
get in by joining another conferences in this 
country and being transferred by a Bishop. 
But against this a protest, signed by a majority 
of the ministers, has already been filed. Dr. 
Laneeley is in attendance at the conference, 
but he declined to say what he would do. 

The case of the First Church was not taken 
up, but the protest was as much against it as 
against Mount Vernon Charch. 

The action of the confereuce also condemns 
the Metropolitan Methodist Episcopal Church 
of Washington, which has called the Rev. Hugh 
Thompson of Toronto. The District of Columbia 
is in the Baltimore Conference. 








4 DYNAMO PULLEY BURSTS.

AN ENGINEER KILLED, AM OILER IN- 
JURED, AND CARS STOPPED. 


LOWELL, Mass., March 2.—An iron pulley ona 
dynamo at the power house of the Electric 
Btreet Railway Company burst this morning. 
A piece of the puiley struck the iywheel of the 
engine, 20 feet in diameter, having a rim ofiron 
8 inches thick, and making seventy-two revola- 
tions a minute. It was smashed in an instant, 
and the. iron rim, which was made in sections, 
soattered in all directions, shattering the buiid- 
ing. 

A. H. Mead of Corinth, Vt., the assistant engi- 
neer, Wes struck on the head by a piece of iron 
and died in a few minutes. George Langley, an 
oiler, had his Ft broken. Pieces of the wheel 
were hurled through the roof and fell 100 yards 
distant in the fields, and the brick walls were 
torn out in places as though made of paper. 
One piece of the wheel, weighing nearly a ton, 
— re upon the Boston and Lowell Rail- 
road tracks. 

The moment the explosion occurred all the 
electric street cars in the city stopped, and were 
unable to move until another dynamo and en- 
gine could be started up an hour later. A ton 
section of the fiywheel crashed through the 
brick wall of the engine house and through the 
vrick wall of the repair shop. 





BANKER BARKER RELEASED. 


“THE CHARGES OF FRAUD AGAINST 
WITHDRAWN IN COURT. 


Lonpon, Maroh 2.—William Barker, one of the 
surviving members of the banking firm of 
George Barker & Co., was brought up on re- 
mand at the Mansion House to-day, charged 
with having obtained £500 by false pretenses 
from Mr. Matthew Middleton, with intent to de- 
fraud. Hilton Cassenet Barker, who committed 
suicide a few days ago at Putney, had been in- 
cluded with his brother in the charge. 

The members of the firm were adjudicated 
bankrupts on the 4th of August last. There 
were 4,500 oreditors, mostly depositors in the 
bank. The defeudants were charged, by order 
of the Bankruptoy Court, under the Debtors’ 
act with obtaining credit by false pretenses, 
and also under the Larceny act with obtainin 
money by false pretenses. It was alleged tha 
as a result of fifteen years’ trading, from 1877 
to 1892, the defendants had inourred a deti- 
olency of £569,000 and had kept up an appear- 
ance of solvency when they knew they were in- 
solvent. 

When the case came up to-day the Hon. A. J. 
Lyttleton stated in behalf of the Treasury that 
the suicide cf Hilton Barker had altered the as- 
pects of the case and the Treasury proposed to 
withdraw the charges.

MERCHANTS DO NOT THINK THEIR BM~ 
PLOYES NBED ITS PROTECTION. 


A protest will be entered at AlDany next 
Thureday before the Senate Judiciary Commit- 
tee in behalf of merchants against the bill pro- 
posing to regulate the employment of women 
and children in wholesale and retail stores. 
This is the second year’s visit of the bill to the 
Legislature. It failed to pass before, and this 
year Senator Saxton and Assemblyman Ott 
stand sponsors for it. 

Alfred R, Conkling, in whose oare interests 
adverse to the bill have been placed, says that 
suoh features of the bill as are not useless are 
mischievous. The pill is intended to protect 
those, he says, who are already amply pro- 
tected by the building, the heaith, and the com- 
pulsory edacation laws. 

The bill provides that Factory Inspectors 
shall see that women and children in the stores 
are protected. Protest is made against this on 
the ground that while Inspectors may be needed 
in factories in which doors are closed to all but 
those engaged there at work, it would be quite 
@ different thing to interfere in the conduct of a 
business whose doors are wide open, and whose 
operations are apes by thousands of disin- 
terested persons daily. 

The bill strikes against a line of business, it is 
urged, in which work is crowded and pushed at 
certain times against offsetting periods of slack 
work oridleness. In six mouths most of the 
business in stores is done, while in the other six 
expenses are not met. Even in the busiest 
times, stormy days make work slack, and the 
stores pay wages for legal holidays, many o* 
them in sickness and nearly all tor two weeks’ 
vacation for everybody employed, not counting 
Saturday half holidays. oOo make merchants 
who are subject to all these allowances liable to 
fine or imprisonment for asking beyo.d sixty 
hours’ service per week in push seasons, and 
to put spies upon them for this purpose, is 
objected to as bad law making.

BOURKE ABRESTED. 


————_— 
CHARGED WITH HANGING UP PRISON- 
ERS TO MAKE THEM CONFESS, 


SAN ANTONIO, Texas, March 2.—United States 
Marshal Paul Fricke received authoritative in- 
formation from Rio Grande City to-day that 
Capt. John G. Bourke, Third United States Cav- 
alry, had been arrested on a charge of false im- 
prisonment. Eighteen warrants were served 
upon him by officers of Starr County. 

The complainants are all Mexicans whom 
Capt. Bourke captured at a ranch in Starr 
County several days azo, believing them to be 
neutrality-law violators, The prisoners were 
taken before United States Commissioner 
Downs at Rio Grande City, and all were re- 
leased after preliminary examination. 

It was charged by four of the prisoners that 
Capt. Bourke attempted to extort a confession 


from them by hanging them up with ropes, and 
that through fear they admitted that they were 
revolutionista, although they were not. 

Capt. Bourke promptly gave bonds for his 
appearance in the State courtat FortRoyal. It 
is believed in military olroles and among those 
who are acquainted with Capt. Bourke that the 
charges against him were instigated by an en- 
emy at Rio Grande City. He is regarded as one 
of the most fearless and capable oificers in the 
United States Army. 

He is thoroughly acquainted with the situa- 
tion on the Lower Rio Grande border, and it is 
believed thatif he was guilty of hanging up 
Mexicans to extort confessions he was justified 
in doing so.

Mrs. Julia Juarino hase very undutifal and 
hard-hearted daughter, if her story may be be- 
lieved. In an application for a writ of habeas 
corpus yesterday she accused her daughter, 
Mrs. Lena Basso, of keeping Giovanni Juarino, 
the husband of the petitioner, a close {prisoner 
at 332 East Twenty-first Street, and she asked 


Judge Beach for an order directing his produc- 
tion in court to-day. 

Mrs. Juarino and her husband have been mar- 
ried twenty-five years, Mrs. Juarino says. Last 
Summer they went to Europe, and upon thoir 
return in August Giovanni went to live with his 
daughter. Since then Mrs. Basso has kept con- 
trol of him, itis alleged, in order to get hold of 
his property. Mra. Juarino admits that her 
husband is weak-minded, but she insists that he 
is far from being a lunatic. Notwithstanding 
this fact, however, she charges that the daugh- 
ter Yeo her father with some strong stimu- 
lant, and while in this condition she brought 
him into court on Feb. 28, when she had him 
adjudged a lunatic and had herself appointed 
guardian of his property and person. 

A month ago Mra. Juarino visited her husband 
atthe Twenty-first Street house, and she says 
that hé wanted to go away with her, but the 
daughter restrained him and would not let him 
get away. 





Said She Was Tired of Life. 
Addison D. Ralph, the engineer, and Jeremiah 
Cunningham, the fireman, of the train under 
which Augusta Erickson was ground to pieces 
Wednesday night, were taken to the Yorkville 
Police Court yesterday, but Police Justice 
Meade refused to entertain a complaint and 


sent them to the Coroners’ office. At the 
Coroners’ oflice Coroner Schultze paroled them 
to appear at the inquest. 

Cari Erickson, a brother of the girl, said that 
his sister was twenty-one years old and came to 
this country from Soldermaniand, Sweden, in 
June last at his solicitation. Soon after her ar- 
rival here Wicktor Roos, who had been her 
lover in Sweden, followed her to this country. 
He was looked upon as her intended husband, 
but the girl formed the acquaintance here of a 
young German whom she called Otto, and who, 
it is supposed, betrayed her, and this led to an 
estrangement between Augusta and Roos, and 
was probably the motive for the suicide.

One hundred thousand negroes will leave tha 
South in the next few months, At the meeting 
here 275 men paid down $2 each as the first in- 
stallment to purchase transportation,”

LAST YEAR'S FAILURES. 


BRADSTREET’S ‘ INSTRUCTIVE FIGURES 
SHOWING THEIR CAUSES. 


If the person who first remarked that “ noth- 
Ing succeeds like success” could have delved 
into the mysteries of failures he would no doubt 
have added that “nothing faile like failure.” 
The most popular means of getting into busi- 
ness difficulties seems, however, to be starting 
off with too little capital, for out of 11,952 fail- 
ures in 1892 all but 1,136 were of persons who 
had $5,000 at the most invested. 

According to the very interesting and novel, 
as well as useful, tables compiled by Brad- 
street's, @ man must put at least $500,000 into 
his business to feel perfectly secure. In 1892 
there was only one concern in the United States 
and Canada with that amount of capital that 
failed. But not every one has that amount of 
money to spare, and the consequent disasters 
have been divided in the new tables into eleven 
classes. 

A much larger percentage of failures from 
lack of capital occurred in Canada than in this 


country last year, according to these tables. 
On the other hand, the Canadians seem to know 
their business better, for only 9.7 per cent. of 
their troubles is set down against incompe- 
tence, while 10.7 per cent. is attributed to it 
here. They are also 1 per cent. tothe good in 
timancial tangles caused by personal extrava- 
gance. They seem to attend to business a, 
also, as neglect of it causes only 2.1 per cent. 0 

their failures, against 3 per cent. of those in 
this country. 

Altogether there were 1,063 failures in the 
United States in 1892 which were caused by 
fraud, and that is a large increase over former 
years. This cause was largest in proportion to 
the others in the Southern States. Speculation 
seems to have lost its popularity as a means of 
getting into trouble, for there were only 197 
cases of it, while there were 341 during the year 
previous and 604 in 1890. 

The things causing the largest proportion of 
failures in different we of the country are 
very ouriously distributed. The proverbially 
shrewd Yankee suffers more from getting into 
the wrong business or not knewing how to run 
the right one than his compatriots, and 595 
failures out of a total of 1,659 in New-England 
are Lye “ry ee Neglect figured 
large 0, a8 experience. 

In ie art of the country lack of capital was 
most to A. soc and the liabilities exceeded the 
assets by some $6,000,000 in the troubles it 
eaused. Extravagance and disaster—that is, 
“‘ tight money ” and the like—were more largely 
responsible here than in most sections, too. 

The Southern States suffered more than their 
sisters from speculation as well as fraud. in 
faet, they seem to have had a hard time of it all 
around, and the very large proportion of 1,915 
Tailures —_ of 161,690 concerns doing business 
Was recorded. 

The West suffered much as the Middle States 
did. Competition did more damage there than 
elsewhere, however. The Northwest got intoa 
good deal of trouble from disaster and frand, 
and the amount of embarrassment caused by 
the failure of others was there far the largest, 
in proportion, of any section of the country. In 
the Pacific States fraud seeme to have taken the 
lead, as it did also in the Territories, which 
fared very well in other respects. 

Asumming up of all Bradstreet’s many fig- 
ures makes a good monies for the country as a 
whole. There were 1,127,424 different con- 
cerns, and all but 10,270 of them got along 
without financial trouble. The total liabilities 
were $108,595,248, to meet which there were 
assets amounting to $54,774,106. These statis- 
tics show a great improvement over the preced- 
ing two years. Lack of capital drove 3,343 
concerns to the wall, disaster overtook 1,974, 
incompetence 1,916, and fraud 1,063.

NEW BISHOPS ELECTED. 


THEY WILL PRESIDE OVER;THE DIO- 
CESES OF SHANGHAI AND’ YEDDO. 


The second day’s session of the House of 
Bishops of the American Protestant Episcopal 
Church, convened in special convention, was 
held yesterday morning. Previous to the 
regular session of the convention,:which was 
held at the diocesan residence, 29 Lafayette 
Place, the Bishops attended the celebration of 
the holy communion at Grace Church. Bishops 


Neely of Maine, Williams of Connecticut, and 
Talbot of Wyoming and Idaho officiated. 

At the business session following the celebra- 
tion of the communion the nominations made 
yesterday for the Chinese and Japanese vacant 
mission bishoprics were taken up. The Rev. 
Frank R. Graves was chosen Bishop of the Di- 
ocese of Shanghai and the Rev. John McKim of 
the Diocese-ef Yeddo. Both geptiemen have 
been in the mission field of China and Japan re- 
spectively for nearly twelve years. Both are 
com paratively comes men, who have taken up 
permanent residences with their families in the 
Hast. They have the full confidence of the 
House of Bishops in their new tields of duty, 
and wereso cabled yesterday by Secretary of 
the House of Bishops Dr. Hart, along with the 
announcement of their election. 

At the afternoon session the following resolu- 
tion was unsnimously adopted: 

Resolved, Vhat the house desires to place upon 
record the expression of its deep conviction that 
legislation calculated to bear especially and hardly 
upon the Chinese race is not only essentially unjust 
and in violation of the most venerable traditions of 
our Government, but is aleo likely to precipitate an 
antagonism to American citizens residing in Chiva 
which may lead speedily to the expulsion of all such 
residents from China and to the ultimate pronivi- 
tion of the extension of American civilization or any 
of ite benefits to that great empire.

LONG ISLAND WATER SUPPLY. 


ARGUMENTS ON MOTION TO CONFIRM 
THE COMMISSION’S REPORT. 


In the Supreme Conrt, Brooklyn, yesterday, 
Justice Pratt listened to the arguments of the 
Long Island Water Supply Company to vacate 
and set aside the decision of the Commissioners 
appointed to appraise the property and fran- 
chise of the company. 

The commission, consisting of Edward M. 
Shepard, E. W. Bliss, Hiram Haunt, Edward 
Rowe, and Charles E. Emery, was appointed by 
the court to make an appraisement as @ pre- 
liminary step to the acquisition of the property 
by the city, which had been authorized, under 
an act of the Legislature, to supersede the 
water company and supply the Twenty-sixth 
Ward, formerly East New-York, with water. 

Three of the Commissioners, Messrs. Shep- 
ard, Bliss, and Hunt, estimated the Bed 
and franchise in question to be worth $570,000. 
The other two dissented from the report on the 
ground that the estimate of the other Commis- 
sioners was inadequate. 

Ex-Judge Reynolds, in behalf of the city, 
moved to contirm the report. In opposing the 
motion, W. C. De Witt, counsel for the water 
company, claimed that, if the fundamental 
doctrines advanced by the majority of the Com- 
missioners asthe basis of their decision were 
sound and true, there was no franchise in 
the State which might not be abrogated by a 
payment equal to the outlay therefor, with an 
allowance for profits equal to the statutory 
rate of interest. The Western Union Telegraph 
Company, Mr. De Witt said, taking that com- 

any for an example, could be taken for 

20,000,000 instead of for $120,000,000, and 
the surface and or pon ms railways for one-third 
of their capitalized value. ‘ 

Ex-J clas Reynolds replied to Mr. De Witt’s 


argument. He insisted that the award of the 


commission should be confirmed, and argued at 
length upon the point that,as the water com- 
pany did not have exclusive jurisdiction of the 
territory, the claim for profits based upon the 
assumption that the company would enjoy free- 
dom from competition was valueless. 

Thomas E. Pearsall followed with another 
lengthy argument for the company, and con- 
eluded by asking the court that the report of 
the commission be set aside and new Commis- 
sionere of appraisal be appointed. Judge 
Pratt took the papers and reserved his decision. 


SUIT AGAINST DR, COLUMBIA, 


SERIOUS CHARGES MADE AGAINST HIV 
BY MRS. CLARA LINDBORG. 


Judge Pryor of the Court of Common Pleas 
yesterday opened the default obtained by Dr. 
Thomas B. Columbia, who was sued by Clara 
Lindborg for $10,000 damages. Mrs. Lindborg, 
who isthe wife of John Lindborg, a Swedish 
cabinetmaker of 408 West Forty-eight Street, 
was a patient of Dr. Columbia, and visited him 
on Dec. 12, 1891. at his office, 351 West Forty- 
eighth Street. While undergoing an examina- 
tion she charged that he assaulted her, and she 
began suit to recover $10,000 damages. . 

The matter dragged along until Feb. 23 of 
this year, when the doctor obtained judgment 
by default, as the plaintiff did not put in an 
appearance. His cocnsel charged that the 
Lindborgs had simply tried to blackmail his 
cliéht, An%that they had effered to compromise 
the case $500 after the action was begun. 
Yesterday Mrs. Lindborg’s attorney put in a 
vigorous denial, and submitted affidavits from 
the husband and wife, on the strength of which 
the court opened the default and permitted 
them to prosecute the action. 

The husband says in his affidavit that he 
noticed soon after the date of the alleged assault 
that his wife was depressed, and thinkinx she 
was sick, he advised ber to visit Dr. Columbia 
again. Up to this time he had no ides, he says, 
of what had occurred, but when he pressed his 
wife to go to the doctor, she burst into tears and 
told him the story of the assault. Continuing 
his statement, Mr. Lindborg says: 

“My first impulse was to take the law-into my 
own hands, but my wife begged me not to for 
the sake of ourtwo young children. I waited 
until I was calm, then I started for the doctor's. 

“*Do you know who I am?’ I said whenl 
reached his office. ‘Iam the husband of Mrs. 
Lindborg.’ 

“ He stammered something I did not under- 
stand,” continued the husband. “I charged 
him with the offense. He trembled so I thought 
he would fall.” 

The case will probably go on trial within a
